— It was our French businessman who informed DSSes around 
the world about the scientist. She worked as his secretary and 
pleaded him to help to communicate the «great discovery 
of psychic energy» to the world!

This is why, she 
is still alive, Your Majesty. We must destroy her morally to liquidate 
her science. In worst case, we plan to embezzle it. We cannot 
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afford this destitute nothing to take the fame of such great 
discovery. She is not the force to count with. She is nothing. 

— Damn you all! What have you been doing all this years? 
| heard of her decade ago on our last conference. You laughed your 
heads off then with that story with First Delilah. You said the 
problem had been efficiently resolved. That Russian Government 
and Secret Services with your help had made her miserable invalid 
in wheelchair, helpless in her own excrements. You laughed your 
heads off, your roar convinced me that we finished with the 
scientist. How can | believe you again? Is she mad to let you 
to make porno pictures? How do you plan to realize your plan? It is 
again your fantasy, it won’t work! 

— Your Majesty, it was really funny that story with First 
Delilah. Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! — roared the assembly of DSSes. — She 
is great scientist, she is author of serious discovery. And we 
managed to introduce her as stupid hysterical woman. That is it, 
Your Majesty. Two factors benefited us. First, — that science is 
ours, it serves Satan nowadays. She even never met a real man, 
we managed to create images through violating her Internet 
Space.

She 
accused American and English SS (Secret Services) in attempt 
to embezzle her discovery, in collaboration with Russian SS 
to murder her and to deprive her of her scientific work. And she 
demands Trial and Justice. 

And now. Your Majesty, imagine that on this porno picture it is 
on the one side she, and on the other side — her enemies! 

Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! Isn’t it funny, Your Majesty? She accused 
us as Devil’s servants in rape, theft, bullying her relatives, and she 
is fucking this way with her sworn foes!

Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! What you think of our project, Your Majesty? 
Is not this hilarious? We are going to laugh our heads off again! Is 
not this funny, Your Majesty? Would you believe such «scientist», 
Your Majesty? Would you? Her Discovery is in our pocket, already! 
This is why we are slow to kill her. We don’t need martyr, we need 
a good whore! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! 

Satan and his servants, Directors of Secret Services, burst out 
with laughter, roaring with abandon and wiping out tears 
of amusement. 

— Good boys, Well Done, your work would be really worth any 
praise in case you succeed to realize it. The thing is | doubt you 
will succeed in this. How can you make her to fall in such 
disgrace? Her mind is brilliant, isn’t it? | heard she termed you 
Secret Fucking Services, ha-ha. She seems armed and dangerous. 

— This is illusion, Your Majesty. Our great Expert, R. Greene, 
the Author of «48 laws of power», the follower of Machiavelli, your 
loyal servant, has instructed us all necessary data. She is suffering 
with «Drama-mind», he says, because of over-indulgence 
in abstract thinking.

Pleasures and 
Money, everything you can bought for money: virtue, honor, 
conscience, truth, justice.

All her communications with 
people, absolutely all communications without any exceptions: her 
relatives, her friends, her enemies, her doctors, her neighbors, 
even her contacts with taxi... and! And first and foremost her 
Assistants he keep hiring being an invalid! They are our eyes and 
hands! We are omnipotent with their help! This is another great 
amusement, Your Majesty! 

— Just imagine the picture, Your Majesty! She is that subtle 
vulnerable introvert with all her abundant talents and education, 
frozen in the disgrace of her wheelchair, helpless and dirty 
in excrements. Just imagine the picture! It is ours favorite, you will 
be amused, | guarantee. Ha-ha-ha-ha! And this intelligent invalid 
breaking her neck to find some nice assistant tolerable in everyday 
contacts in such delicate situation of hers. Delivering all her 
efforts to get friends with her assistants, so carefully chosen, 
giving them the best she has above money and her affection. And 
succeeding ultimately in establishing good relations so that her 
bleeding body and her bleeding heart can endure the everyday 
contact with stranger in her wheelchair humiliation. 
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— End here enter we, Your Majesty, your devoted servants! We 
take out our money, we show our power, we blind them with our 
status and our sexuality.

We make them greedy, we make 
them envious, we make them jealous o get assistants in hounding 
their client.

— Just imagine this subtle Lady, with her lofty education and 
lofty writings on revolutions in science and in history, sitting in her 
wheelchair, filled with excrements, and trying to get help from 
assistants who scorn her and mock her, and dream to sell her out 
in our hands to destroy her mentally and socially!

The job of assistant 
of invalid like her is hard, the mother is old and weak, it is not for 
long — her mother is coming only once in two days while 
assistants came twice a day! Her health deteriorate, she will 
surrender. Calm down, Your Majesty Satan, it is not for long, and 
she will be back to hands of our assistants!

— | have just reported you, Your Majesty Satan, that these 
measures — whatever efficient they are — were only beginning 
in our total control of her life. We control her relatives, we keep 
in contact with her local enemies, helping them and inducing them 
to press her, promising our support for their crimes.

Family’s Life: the beauty husband, the beauty children, the 
comfort, the wealth! The cutest dogs, cats and all kinds of pets we 
could find! All for this exhausted to the death point scientist: 
acknowledgement of discovery, Nobel Prize, universities and 
Media, cutest children and pets, cutest love and friends with one 
little reservation: she must settle for a few husbands, not a single 
one! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! Wasn't this amusing, Your Majesty Satan? 
This starving Tantalum sinking in the sea of most seductive 
temptations which remained like those of Tantalum beyond her 
reach! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! Happy Birthday, Spinoza, would you 
like to have several husbands? Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! 

— Of course, we adorned our suggestion as big honor: you are 
rare, you are talent, you are genius, you are art — world needs you. 
Will you make so much people unhappy leaving them without love 
of such a star like you? Have not you have a piece of heart? 
Produce your kindness, make many people happy! Ha-ha-ha-ha- 
ha-ha! Happy Birthday, Einstein! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! 

— Well done, boys, It is smart, | agree. Really smart, unfailing 
strategy! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! HOW FUNNY! And our Einstein will 
awake from dreams in Brothel! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! Smart, guys, 
worth of every praise! And? | am eager to know the result! 

— She didn’t settle for several husbands, Your Majesty, she 
refuses to discuss her personal life. She keeps saying that we, SS 
(Secret Services) are Satanic servants and that she cares only for 
her Discovery. That our attempts to interfere with her personal life 
is Satanic attempts to destroy her as a Scientist and Author 
of Great Discovery. 

— And she wasn’t wrong. Exactly the state of affairs. | felt this, 
| felt this from the very start with your fake porno pictures, you are 
trying to cheat on me with your fantastic plans. We don’t want 
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martyr, we want a good whore! This is fun, this is amusement! You 
are mad, | told you already! She is brilliant mind, one of the best 
minds ever born on this damn earth! She is enough clever 
to comprehend the distance between Einstein and Brothel, idiots! 
Kill her! Simply murder the snake, her science will bring honest 
people in power to replace all of you! Honest people in power! Do 
you understand the scale of menace, idiots? Fuck off your 
«Tantalum project»! Kill her immediately! Tantalum project is for 
you, pigs, always starved in your overindulgence in pleasures. They 
are another stuff, they are mind, they are martyrs, they are truth 
devotee! They ARE «Drama-mind»! Bring me her head while it is 
not too late! 

— If you please, Your Majesty Satan! We have now absolutely 
genius plan! Royal Prince of Britain, Prince Harry, agreed to help us 
for enormous sum of money. He has earnest financial troubles, his 
father left him destitute. Now our victory is secured. He is here, 
you can talk to him yourself if you don’t believe us! Prince Harry, 
come in! 

— Nice curtsy, my dear prince. | still remember your 
Grandfather, the one sent as a king in Greece famous for its disgust 
to monarchy! Such a Disgrace for damn Greece, the enemy which 
invented Democracy! Deserved Disgrace! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! They 
scorned their own kings and we managed to sent them stranger 
to preside the monarchical throne! Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha! Devotee’s 
of Democracy! Keep fighting Greece, keep them in their misery. And 
keep fighting Israel, the inventor of socialism. They are our two 
worst foes — foes of Leviathans of sadomasochism! Democracy and 
Socialism! Keep fighting them! Are you ready to join the project 
of DSSes? Are you aware this is project of assassination of scientist? 
You must know it now, at the beginning. 

— Yes, | could hear all the discussion on the point. | agree 
under arranged terms. Will you pay me as you promised? 

— Of course, we love men who love money. Money is in your 
pocket. Now, | crave to learn details of your new project. How is 
called your new project? 
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— «Togetherness tour, Good Friendship and Second 
Honeymoon». The thing is she dared to present her version 
of death of Princess Diana, accusing English Crown 
in assassination. She is dead man, of course, no one can approach 
sacred Crown of Leviathan and stay alive. She says there that this 
triangle was our strategy in murder of Diana — to make her feel 
secure and betray her trust.

The men of soap _ bubble vanity 
of sadomasochism, who makes evil in darkness because they are 
mad men. They affect «togetherness, good friendship and second 
honeymoon» brooding plans of «most foul murders», of «multiple 
murders» with mediation of Secret Fucking Services. She was 
Princess of Light of Spirit fighting with ugly Leviathan, and Secret 
Fucking Services presented her as hysterical woman obsessed with 
love affairs who had lost her head in pursuit of another sexual 
partner.

Trust not, within their reach, thy tender son, 
Nay, do not leave thy grandam quite alone’ 

The secrets of thy home, their eager ears 
Imbibe, and sift thy follies and thy fears. 


Juvenal, «Satire Il»: 


When, preaching morals, these Impostors come, 
Stoics abroad, and Bacchanals at home. 
Egregious Dunces! — though in moulded clay 
Heads of Chrysippus every Hall display 
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(For he becomes at once a sage with these. 
Who buys up every Pittacus he sees, 

And bids his friends admire the known antique, 
Cleanthes’ bronze, or Plato’s marble cheek!) 
Trust not the Face; lewdness in solemn guise 
In every street for ever meets the eyes 

Dost thou at vice thus raise the hue and cry. 
The foulest of the foul Socratic sty? 


Renan in History of Israel pointed out that Judaism had 
overcome «Greek immorality and Egyptian meanness». And that 
Judean Sybil pleaded Greece to reject its Idols of Olympus to heal 
the immorality and the unreserved pride. Juvenal seems to be 
in solidarity with Judean Sybil (Satire VIII): 


Nor deem the sentence mine — | read thee here 

A solemn truth, as Sybil’s page sincere! 

Nietzsche, «Thus spoke Zaratustra»: 

«Twas once methinks year one of our blessed Lord, 
Drunk without wine, the Sybil thus deplored: 

How ill things go! 

Decline! Decline! Never sank the world so Low! 

Rome now hath turned harlot and harlot-stew, 

Rome s Caesar a beast, and God hath turned Jew!» 

E. Renan, «History of Israel»: 

«Having thus become masters of the riches of the 
world, the Romans gave themselves up to a venality 
hitherto unexampled and unequalled since. The 
Romans of that day were giants upon the earth, but 
giants enslaved by one desire, -eager, greedy, voluptuous. 
That gold which flowed in by handfuls, those 

new delights of which they had never dreamed, 
turned their heads. Italy was originally a poor 
country; life there was joyless and austere. Greek 
life, simple and delightful, was not a life of opulence. 
Asia, far richer and more sumptuous, changed all 
these notions. Now they knew Luxury. The Roman 
generals gave themselves up to the wildest excesses. 
Antony, in particular, became a veritable idiot. He 
who was peerless in battle seemed to have lost his 
reason. His daily life for ten years was void of 
common-sense. He gave himself wholly up to folly». 
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| agree with my friend Renan, voluptuousness made Antony 
a complete idiot$ and not only him. The entire Rome as Nietzsche 
says became the beast and the brothel. Consider the monstrosities 
of such perverts like Evil Emperors of Rome: Tiberius, Caligula, 
Nero, Commodus, Heliogabalus!

Disguise was none, but simple nature there; 
The sex, without deception, and maintain, 
Below the zone, that all was smooth and plain. 
And yet Demetrius, Hsemus, Stratocles, 

On Grecian boards might well despair to please; 
Their’s is a race of actors; do they see 

Another smile, they laugh outrageously! 

Weep — they assume the sympathising tone, 
And utter sighs, responsive to thine own; 
Demand a little fire — the shivering crew 

Bawl for their cloaks, and are as cold as you; 
Let but a moment pass, and whisper c heat, 
And mark, if only one shall fail to sweat! 

Oh, ’tis in vain, compar’d to such as these, 
Mere fools are we, they can whene’er they please 
Be what they will — prepar’d by night or day. 
The well-dissembled features to display. 


Do you know what is really laughable? To relapse in the same 
disgrace of beast conditions, of idiotic dullness again now, when 
cradle of mind is so far removed in past, when Scientific 
Revolution Energetics is celebrating its victory in physical science 
for a century now!

There shall be no more swords drawn, no more tumult on 
the earth; no more of those deep shakings which disturb 
the groaning soil; no more war, no more drought, no more 
famine, no more hail, so harmful and destructive to all 
fruits. Great peace will reign upon the earth; kings will 
always observe their treaties. The Immortal in the starry 
skies will give to men in all the earth a common Law, which 
will teach unhappy mortals what they ought to do.... 

And then shall arise a kingdom f which will last forever, 
and extend over all mankind».

She was the People’s 
Princess and that is how she will stay, how she will remain in all our 
hearts and memories for ever.» While his was the first of many tributes 
which poured in from world figures, it perfectly captured the mood 
of the nation in a historic week which saw the British people, with 
sober intensity and angry dignity, place on trial the ancient régime, 
notably an elitist, exploitative and male-dominated mass media and an 
unresponsive monarchy». 


A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«She had believed, like many others in the royal family, that her fame 
would be 

transitory, her star soon fading following the wedding. Everyone, even 
newspaper editors, was caught unawares by the Princess Diana 
phenomenon. 

Their readers could not get enough of Diana; her face was on every 
magazine 

cover, every aspect of her life attracted comment and anyone who 
had ever 

known her was tracked down to be interviewed by the voracious 
media. 

In a little under a year this insecure High School drop-out had 
undergone a 

process of deification by press and public. Her very ordinariness was 
celebrated; everyday gestures such as opening a car door herself or 
buying a 

bag of sweets were acclaimed as evidence of a very human princess. 

She discussed with church leaders, including the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and several leading bishops, the blossoming of this deep- 
seated 

need within herself to help the sick and dying. «Anywhere | see 
suffering, that 

is where | want to be, doing what | can,» she said. 


Visits to specialist hospitals such as Stoke Mandeville or the Great 
Ormond Street Hospital for Sick Children were not a chore but deeply 
satisfying. As America’s First Lady, Barbara Bush, discovered when she 
joined the Princess on a visit to an Aids ward of the Middlesex Hospital 
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in July 1991 there was nothing maudlin about Diana’s attitude towards 
the sick. When a bed-bound patient burst into tears as the Princess was 
chatting to him, Diana spontaneously put her arms around him and 
gave him an enormous hug. It was a touching moment which affected 
the First Lady and others who were present. While she spoke later 
of the need to give Aids sufferers a cuddle, for Diana this moment was 
a personal achievement. As she held him to her, she was her own self 
rather than conforming to her role as a princess. 

..Diana embraced the personal and social issues generated by Aids 
with candour and compassion. As her brother, Charles said: «It’s been 
good for her to champion a really difficult cause. Anybody can do your 
run-of-the-mill charity work but you have to be genuinely caring and 
able to give a lot of yourself to take on something that other people 
wouldn't dream of touching.» 


..Her brother, like the royal family and her friends and advisers, was 
astonished by the outpouring of overwhelming grief at her death, and 
he cautioned against canonizing her memory. «You stand tall enough 
as a human being of unique qualities not to need to be seen as 
a saint,» he said. It proved a vain hope. As a memorial fund in her 
memory attracted hundreds of millions of pounds, as Elton John’s 
Diana tribute became the fastest- and biggest-selling record of all 
time, as the books, videos, magazines and other memorabilia emerged, 
Diana joined the pantheon of the immortals». 


Diana herself and the rest felt the sharp distinction between 
these two titles: Your Royal Highness and Princess of hearts, 
princess of people. She always knew she is not royal Queen and 
hated to be addressed as «majesty». She sought for another sort 
of aristocracy, true aristocracy, termed by Toynbee in «Study 
of history» as «saints» or «intellectual elite». «l must read many 
books» she says, planning her social service for people. Indeed, 
this distinction between hereditory aristocracy and aristocracy 
of talent knew already famous Roman Satires of Juvenal and 
Lucian. 

Bertrand Russell says in Education and social order»: 


«The evils which exist in English public schools are perhaps not 
all inseparable from aristocratic education, but in the main they 
are likely to exist wherever there is a class which has hereditary 
social prominence. Such a class will aim mainly at the power 
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of command; it will therefore cultivate the will rather than 
intelligence or sensibility, and will include in its training such 
elements of asceticism as are useful in giving will-power. Under 
the influence of wealth, aristocracies in the past have frequently 
become soft from Luxury, or yielding from the growth of liberal 
opinion. Unless these dangers are guarded against, no aristocracy 
can long maintain itself. Thus both the good and the bad 

features of the English public schools are necessary in the education 
of a self-perpetuating aristocratic class. Aristocracy is now 

out of date, and England, by maintaining it, is coming to be 
viewed as a curious survival, like the marsupials. For this reason, 
rather than from any error of detail, Eton no Longer has the 
importance that it had a hundred years ago. Whatever system of 
education is to fit men to take their place in the modern world, it 
must not be an aristocratic system. It is clear that some 

children are more talented than others, and that the more talented, 
if they are to be as happy and as useful to the community 

as possible, need different treatment from that which is best for 
average children. The error of aristocracy lay, not in thinking 

that some men are superior to others, but in supposing superiority 
to be hereditary»

| wrote much in my previous volumes on Scientific Revolution 


Energetics on «romance affair» as disease of schizoid mentality,

| also had brought my own case to demonstrate like reading 


of romantic literature in early youth (Don Quixote and madam 
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Bovary also indulged in reading of romance books) provoked 
schizoid pre-morbid and later psychic disorder. It is easy 
to observe that this was exactly the case with Diana too: she was 
little girl obsessed with romantic literature, which prepared her 
mind to pernicious «romance affair with monarchy». 


With «romance affair» the process of splitting into two 
different persons began: the hysterical «woman in love» on the 
one hand and profound Christian spirit, keenly interested in social 
service on the other hand. She needed peace and time to mature 
and instead felt being swept away by the painful and shocking for 
nerves «romance affair with monarchy». As major part of observers 
prefer to state this: «A fairytale of Cinderella» began. 


A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«lt is clear that there are two Dianas, the individual known to her 
friends and 

family, and now the venerated icon, the projection of millions 
of fantasies, 

hopes and dreams. 

How then do we explain Diana the individual and Diana the 
phenomenon? In 

her life Diana was a complex web of contradictions; fearless yet frail, 
unloved 

but adored, needy but generous, self-obsessed yet selfless, 
inspirational yet 

despairing, demanding of advice but disliking criticism, honest yet 
disingenuous, intuitive yet unworldly, supremely sophisticated yet 
constantly 

uncertain, and manipulative but naive. She could be wilful, 
exasperating, a flawed perfectionist who would disarm with a self- 
deprecating witticism. 

..[t was another watershed event for a woman who had for so long 
believed 

herself worthless, with little to offer the world other than her sense 
of style. 

Her life in the royal family had been directly responsible for 
creating this 
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confusion. As her friend James Gilbey said: «When she went 
to Pakistan last 

year she was amazed that five million people turned out just to see her. 
Diana 

has this extraordinary battle going on in her mind. «How can all these 
people 

want to see me?» and then | get home in the evening and lead this 
mouse-like 

existence. Nobody says: «Well done.» She has this incredible dichotomy 
in her 

mind. She has this adulation out there and this extraordinary vacant 
life at 

home. There is nobody and nothing there in the sense that nobody is 
saying nice 

things to her — apart of course from the children. She feels she is in an 
alien 

world» 


Russell says that monarchy is mushroom growth of yesterday 
and «aristocracy is out of date and England, by maintaining it, is 
coming to be viewed as a curious survival, like the marsupials. My 
proposition is that survival of Leviathan is in proportion with 
survival of Ego-system of magic mentality. So that Crown on the 
head of kings is Crown on the Ego of commoners. 

Survival of monarchy nothing unexpected from this point 
of view for it is not secret that conservative party (which presents 
the energy of sadomasochism) is triumphant today all over the 
world. Just Look at cult of CEOs in America, and these «democratic» 
leaders uses to indicate their status on Facebook page «CEO's 
mindset» with symbol of Crown. Russell wrote with this regard 
in Authority and Individual that management of big companies is 
frankly monarchical and oligarchic.

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3. DIANA'S ROMANCE AFFAIR WITH LEVIATHAN 


The gravest mistake of Diana was not the love to person 
whatever qualities he might have. The gravest mistake of Diana 
was love to Leviathan for falling in romance with hire of Crown she 
felt herself in romance with Crown. For all her critique for 
monarchy, for all her complaints for «dead energy» of royal family 
and their surroundings, she kept again and again to beat hasty 
retreat when her mood shifted and she felt like falling in love with 
Crown.

«Those few days after her death captured for ever the contrast 
between the 

Princess and the House of Windsor: her openness, their distance; her 
affection, 

their frigidity; her spontaneity, their inflexibility; her glamour, their 
dullness; 

her modernity, their stale ritual; her emotional generosity, their 
aloofness; her 

rainbow coalition, their court of aristocrats. As the commentator Polly 
Toynbee wrote: «Diana the Difficult was a problem the Palace could 


tackle but 

St Diana is something the Palace can never contend with... If some 
day the 

monarchy finally draws peacefully to a close, Diana’s ghostly spirit 
will have 


played its part.» 


A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«The Princess could be a volatile, 

impatient young woman whose moods regularly swung from 
optimism to 

despair. As astrologer Felix Lyle said: «She is prone to depression, 
a woman 

who is easily defeated and dominated by those with a strong character. 
Diana 

has a self-destructive side. At any moment she could say «to hell with 
the lot of 

you» and go off. The potential is there. She is a flower waiting to bud.» 
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While she had the right to feel sorry for herself, all too often this 
spilled 

over into self-imposed martyrdom. As James Gilbey said: «When she is 
confident she extends herself and pushes out the barriers. As soon as 
there is a 

chink in the armour she immediately retreats away from the fray.» 


But even these light touches could not conceal her general feeling of 
dissatisfaction, manifested in her ambivalent attitude towards her 
home. For 

months following the separation she vacillated between wanting 
to stay at 

Kensington Palace and feeling she would like to move into a place 
of her own 

in the country. 


During 1991 and 1992 her thinking about her royal position changed 
by the 

month but the general trend was towards staying within rather than 
leaving the 

organization. She felt impatience with the creaking machinery 
of monarchy 

rather than despair, business-like indifference towards Prince 
Charles as 

opposed to shrinking deference and cool disregard of Camilla Parker 
Bowles 

rather than jealous rage. It was by no means a consistent development 
but her 

growing interest in how to control and reform the system as well as 
her serious 

commitment to use her position to do good in the world pointed 
to staying 

rather than taking flight. At the same time the Duchess’s departure 
merely 

added another element of uncertainty in an already precarious 
position. 


She endlessly debated 

the problems she faced in dealing with her husband, the royal family 
and their 

system. James Gilbey summed up Diana’s dilemma: «She can never be 


happy 
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unless she breaks away but she won’t break away unless Prince 
Charles does 

it. He won't do it because of his mother so they are never going to be 
happy. 

They will continue under the farcical umbrella of the royal family yet 
they will 

both lead completely separate lives.» 


The worst thing to do is this ambiguous position of «love and 


war» with Leviathan. Some people really feels comfortable within 
Leviathan that is to say within the system of «dead energy» 
of hierarchy of sadomasochism. As Herbert Spencer has sated this 


relations of sadomasochism in Leviathan of magic mentality: 


G. Spenser, «Social statics»: 


«The proposition is that in proportion as the members of a community 
are barbarous — that is, in proportion as they show a lack of moral 
sense by seeking gratification at each other's expense — in the same 
proportion will they show depth of reverence for authority. What, now, 
are the several indications of deficient moral sense? First on the List 
stands disregard of human life; next, habitual violation of personal 
liberty; next to that, theft, and the dishonesty akin to it. Each of these, 
if the foregoing theory be true, we ought to find most prevalent where 
the awe of power is most profound. Well, is it not a fact that groveling 
submission to despotic rule flourishes side by side with the practice 

of human sacrifices, infanticide, and assassination? 

That infringements of personal liberty are greatest where awe 

of power is greatest is in some sort a truism, seeing that forced 
servitude, through which alone extensive violations of human liberty 
can be made, is impossible, unless the sentiment of power worship 

is strong». 


Russell also put emphasis on the sharp antithesis between 


intelligence on the one hand and sadomasochism of groveling 
submission of the other hand when he criticizes his compatriots 


abroad: 


Bertrand Russell, «Autobiography»: 


«Unfortunately for our political sagacity, he overlooks the fact that 
in the East intelligence 
is respected, so that enlightened Radicals have an influence upon affairs 
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which is denied to their English counterparts. MacDonald went 
to Windsor 

in knee-breeches, but the Chinese reformers showed no such respect to 
their Emperor, although our monarchy is a mushroom growth 
of yesterday 

compared to that of China». 


In any case, one must remember that there are people which 
are comfortable within Leviathan and people which are devastated 
within this machine of Leviathan. The former likes relations 
of command-obedience and feel convenient in both positions (this 
is cyclic homeostasis of Field of Ego-system of magic mentality). It 
is obvious that Diana’s in-laws prompted her to assume the stand 
of command-obedience so comfortable and dear for monarchy: 


«That infringements of personal liberty are greatest where awe 

of power is greatest is in some sort a truism, seeing that forced 
servitude, through which alone extensive violations of human liberty 
can be made, is impossible, unless the sentiment of power worship is 
strong. Thus, the ancient Persians could never have allowed 
themselves to be considered the private property of their monarchs 

had it not been for the overwhelming influence of this sentiment. But 
that such submission is associated with a defect of moral sense is best 
seen in the acknowledged truth that readiness to cringe is 
accompanied by an equal readiness to tyrannize. Satraps lorded it over 
the people as their king over them». 


Diana with her philosophical sense of humor laughed them 
down: she used to laugh over her «tiara» and her royal status for 
this is normal stand for spirit: Spirit laughs down sadomasochism 
of magic mentality in others and as well in herself. Good and fine. 
And then she had to leave them as soon as possible. For they 
never forgive this laughter of Spirit over Crown of Leviathan. 

It was her gravest mistake to stay with Leviathan having 
shown them her superiority, her power in critics, and her laughter 
over them. For they have no philosophical sense of humor but 
derision. 
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4. KATHERINE TAIT AND DIANA SPENCER — 
DAUGHTERS OF TWO ENGLISH EARLS 


For all his critics of monarchy and aristocracy Russell has been 
hire to the one of the oldest aristocratic family of England, the earl 
and the grandson of Prime Minister. He never denied the existence 
of aristocracy despite all his leftist democratism. His only 
objection raised against aristocracy was hereditary order 
of monarchy though he admitted meritocracy. Russell was old and 
wise, Diana — young and impelled to rely on her powerful 
intuition, and yet they have something in common. This 
«temperament of profoundly religious man» and this frustration 
in their passionate search for God. Diana confused the God with 
Crown of Monarchy falling in romance affair with Crown. Russell 
lost God in Darwinian paradigm. The causes were different but the 
result the same: the deep feeling of frustration in lifelong search 
for God. And both of them kept laughing monarchy down. 

Katherine Tait, «My father, Bertrand Russell»: 


«He was by temperament a profoundly religious man. The sort 
of passionate moralist who would have been a saint in a more 
believing age. | believe myself that his whole life was a search for 
a God. Somewhere at the back of my father’s mind, at the bottom of his 
heart, In the depth of his soul, there was an empty space that has once 
been filled by God, and he never found anything else to put in it. He 
wrote of it in letters during the First World War, and once he said that 
human affection was to him ,at bottom an escape from the vain search 
for God*. Nevertheless, | picked the yearning from him, together with 
his ghostlike feeling of not belonging, of having no home in this 
world» 


Bertrand Russell, Autobiography: 


«My mother sometimes got into hot water for her radical opinions. At 
a garden-party given by the parents of Queen Mary, the Duchess 
of Cambridge remarked in a loud voice: «Yes, | know who you are, you 
are the daughter-inlaw. But now | hear you only like dirty Radicals and 
dirty Americans. All London is full of it; all the clubs are talking of it. 
| must look at your petticoats to see if they are dirty.» My grandmother 
was completely unworldly, and despised those who thought anything 
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of worldly honours. | regret to say that her attitude to Queen Victoria 
was far from respectful. She used to relate with much amusement how 
one time when she was at Windsor and feeling rather ill, the Queen 
had been graciously pleased to say: «Lady Russell may sit down. Lady 
So-and-So shall stand in front of her.» 
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CHAPTER 3. DIANA AS «BASKET 
CASE» OF MONARCHY

1. «SO MUCH EXAGGERATED RUBBISH» 


For my part | readily agree with Bertrand Russell when he 
defines monarchy as «mushroom growth of yesterday». And yet we 
must account for the phenomenon of the survival of this pernicious 
institution. The fact of modern political world is the survival and 
reinforcement of Leviathan as_ institution of energy 
of sadomasochism of magic mentality. In different regions it takes 
various forms accordingly to the history of those regions. However 
«Revolution of conservatives» as it had putted regime of Russian 
president V. Putin remains the real fact nearly everywhere. The fight 
between democrats and conservatives in America is fight between 
«evil and good emperors» like in ancient Rome: Lincoln, Roosevelt, 
Kennedy versus Nixon, Reagan, and Bushes. Lincoln and Kennedy 
had been killed, though all of them remain the pillars and legends 
in foundation of America. It is conservatives who are triumphant 
in modern America with their cult of CEOs as petty kings of global 
business enterprises and steady rejection to acknowledge the 
International Institution of Rights of Man as Sovereign for everyone 
including USA. In Britain this triumphant conservatives represent 
the power and stability of institution of monarchy, in Russia 
triumphant conservatives personifies rebirth of Russian Empire 
in ambitions of Putin’s regime, which frankly declares the re- 
establishment of monarchy as its basic goal. 
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This is why Andrew Morton in his book on Diana says that 
English monarchy still exerts «a powerful and compelling 
influence over the mass media» and that Diana’s conflict with 
monarchy has been defined as «so much exaggerated rubbish» 
in media. But was it really a rubbish or was it the phenomenon 
of ever-lasting fight between Spirit and Sadomasochism of magic 
mentality, between Leviathan and Civitas Dei of Rule 
of Natural law? 

A. Morton «Diana: Her True Story»: 


«For even today, though wounded and humbled, the monarchy exerts 
a powerful and compelling influence over the mass media. Just six 
years ago, as Diana: Her True Story was being prepared, the royal 
family’s ascendancy was almost total; the House of Windsor was then, 
even more than now, the most influential and feared family in the land. 
Credible media outlets, the BBC, ITV and the socalled quality 
newspapers, would have had a collective attack of the vapours if she 
had signalled that she wanted them to publish the truth of her 
position. Again, if her story had appeared in the tabloid press it would 
have been dismissed by the Establishment as so much exaggerated 
rubbish». 


This fight between contemporary parties of democrats and 
conservatives continues the long tradition of ever-lasing fight 
between Spirit of divine energy and Sadomasochism of dead 
energy, between Civitas Dei of Rule of Law and Leviathan of naked 
force. In ancient Rome this war took form of battle between Evil 
Emperors and Good Emperors, in Middle Ages — the form 
of famous battle between Papacy and king’s of European 
monarchies. It was Civitas Dei and its divine law (natural law) 
advocated by Thomas Moor at the price of his life. Unfortunately 
the battle was lost for the Civitas Dei at this period of history. 
A. Toynbee’s account for this fight between Leviathans and Church 
in «Study of History» registers the victory of the former in modern 
age. Indeed, the king as a head of the Church of Jesus, who 
declares that the «Prince of this world is judged and has nothing 
in common with me», is absurdity. 

A. Toynbee, «The study of history»: 
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«This early chapter of the history of Christianity was ominous for the 
spiritual prospects of a twentieth-century Westernizing world, because 
the worship of Leviathan, on which the early Christian Church had 
inflicted a defeat which had appeared to be decisive, had reasserted 
itself with the sinister emergence of a totalitarian type of state 
in which the Modern Western genius for organization and 
mechanization had been enlisted, with diabolic ingenuity, for the 
purpose of enslaving souls as well as bodies to a degree which had not 
been within the power of the worst intentioned tyrants of the past». 


At the same time, Toynbee warns against danger for 


Christianity to degenerate into magic mentality, that is to say 
against the danger for Church to appear as Leviathan like Papacy 
once did. This is why his position is that of Renan, Schweitzer, 
Lessing, Jaspers, Schelling, George Sand, Spinoza, Einstein — he 
means by religion divine law of natural causations, the Science 


of natural law. 


A. Toynbee, «The study of History»: 


«One formidable crux for a church is inherent in its raison d tre. 

A church is militant on Earth for the purpose of winning This World for 
the Civitas Dei, and this means that a church has to deal with secular as 
well as spiritual affairs and to organize itself on Earth as an institution. 
..Yet the monk who has degenerated into a successful man of business 
does not exemplify the most deadly form that spiritual regression can 
take. The worst temptation that lies in wait for the citizens of the 
Civitas Dei in This World is neither to plunge into politics nor to slide 

into business but to idolize the terrestrial institution in which a Church 
Militant on Earth is imperfectly though unavoidably embodied. If 
corruptio optimi is pessima, an idolized church is the one idol that is 
more pernicious than the idolized human ant-heap that men worshipas 
Leviathan. 

.. Fhe communion between the Soul and the One True God cannot thus 
degenerate into the bondage of a slave to a despot, for in each of the 
higher religions, in diverse measure, the vision of God as Power is 
transfigured by the vision of Him as Love... We are now in a position 
to see what is required of Religion. It must be prepared to surrender 
to Science every province of intellectual knowledge, including those 
traditionally within Religion’s field, to which Science might succeed 
in establishing a title. Religion’s traditional dominion over intellectual 
fields had been an historical accident» 
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The temporary victory of conservatives is obviously connected 
with crisis in social science: the collapse of rational metaphysics 
and assertion of Darwinian paradigm. The false science, the chaos 
between contradictory theories disabled the scientific control 
of Spiritual energy and therefore — the Rule of Natural Law 
of Civitas Dei as state of democracy and justice. The fight between 
Leviathan as energy of sadomasochism (hierarchy of command- 
obedience relations) and Civitas Dei as energy of intellect and 
spirit (the rule of science, the rule of natural law) forms the very 
essentials of history of mankind dated from Axial Age of antiquity 
(from birthday of reason and Spirit). 

E. Gibbon, «The decline and fall of Roman Empire»: 


«A just but melancholy reflection imbittered, however, the noblest 

of human enjoyments. They must often have recollected the instability 
of a happiness which depended on the character of single man. The 
annals of the emperors exhibit a strong and various picture of human 
nature, which we should vainly seek among the mixed and doubtful 
characters of modern history. In the conduct of those monarchs we may 
trace the utmost lines of vice and virtue; the most exalted perfection, 
and the meanest degeneracy of our own species. The golden age 

of Trajan and the Antonines had been preceded by an age of iron. It is 
almost superfluous to enumerate the unworthy successors of Augustus. 
Their unparalleled vices, and the splendid theatre on which they were 
acted, have saved them from oblivion. The dark, unrelenting Tiberius, 
the furious Caligula, the feeble Claudius, the profligate and cruel Nero, 
the beastly Vitellius, and the timid, inhuman Domitian, are condemned 
to everlasting infamy. During fourscore years (excepting only the short 
and doubtful respite of Vespasian’s reign) Rome groaned beneath an 
unremitting tyranny, which exterminated the ancient families of the 
republic, and was fatal to almost every virtue and every talent that 
arose in that unhappy period» 


Andrew Morton effectively underscores in his book on Diana 
written from her own words the sharp distinction between lively 
energy of Diana and the «dead energy» of the monarchy. It was her 
own words. 

«She was now alone in the ivory tower. For a girl used to the 
noise and chaos of an all-girls apartment, Buckingham Palace felt 
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like anywhere but home. Diana found it a place of «dead energy’ 
and grew to despise the smooth evasions and subtle equivocations 
employed by courtiers. Lonely and feeling sorry for herself, she 
regularly wandered from her second floor apartment to the 
kitchens to chat to the staff. On one famous occasion Diana, 
barefoot and casually dressed in jeans, buttered toast for an 
astonished footman». 

This dead energy is cynical in its very essence because it is 
beyond the morality, beyond the ethics. The functioning of dead 
energy of magic mentality rests on law of violence, on law 
of quantitative physical pressure, on law of command-obedience 
relations of sadomasochism. John Dean in his famous book 
«Conservatives without conscience» effectively caught the idea 
of this cynicism. And today we can observe this bottomless 
cynicism of the conservatives in their alliance against Discovery 
of Psychic energy and against Scientific Revolution energetic while 
they remain belligerents in Ukraine and in others countries-victims 
of their aggressive policy. The governments of Russia, USA, Britain, 
France are breaking their necks to hide from people the greatest 
ever Discovery in social sciences for they understand that this 
Scientific Revolution will mean the end of triumphant pace 
of conservatives. The energy of Spirit will get all their powerful 
might with scientific control and this will mean the victory 
of democratic movement all over the world. 

It is curious to observe how this cynical alliance between 
belligerents, who sent people to die in the wars, works in cases 
where they feel the necessity to close ranks against science and 
people. My case is recorded in Gospel on Tesla’s Rape. In case with 
Diana’s son — Prince Harry — they do now the same to expose his 
confessions as «so much exaggerated rubbish». For my part, 
| watch documentaries on Diana and Harry in Russian and English 
videos. | was astonished to observe the absolute harmony 
in attempts to laugh Diana’s son down on both sides: Russian and 
English. Both sides decries his heartbleeding confessions as «so 
much exaggerated rubbish»: Rich people also cry, says the Russian 
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propaganda in this respect. To be sure they do understand that 
stability of world’s most famous monarchy secures big 
opportunities for the Russian Empire anxious to emerge in rebirth 
of Putin’s regime. 


2. DIANA AGAINST MONARCHY. DIANA AS 
FEMINIST 


Every consistent democrat always appears a feminist in the 
proper sense of the word because both, democrats and feminists, 
spring from the same ground: the energy of intellect, the Spirit. 
| have demonstrated this on the text of Gospels of Jesus in «Gospel 
on Tesla’s Rape»: his consistent fight with dead energy 
of sadomasochism. It was Jesus who said that angels have no sex 
because they are Spirit and energy of Spirit is all the same for men 
and women. And it was Jesus who rejected sadomasochism 
of Leviathan in all its forms. 

As E. Renan putted this in «Life of Jesus»: 


«esus indeed admits a new Passover, a table, and a new 

wine into his kingdom; but he expressly excludes marriage from it. 
Jesus escaped them by the formal declaration that in the Life eternal, 
differences of sex would no longer exist, and that men would be like 

the angels. Sometimes he seems to promise resurrection only to the 
righteous, the punishment of the wicked consisting in complete death 
and annihilation. Oftener, however, Jesus declares that the resurrection 
will bring eternal confusion to the wicked». 


Matthew 22:29 


Jesus answered and said unto them, Ye do err, not knowing the 
scriptures, nor the b power of God. 30 For in the a resurrection they 
neither b marry, nor are given in marriage, but are as the c angels 
of God in heaven.

Most famous democrats, such as John Mill, Bertrand Russell or 
John Lennon also appears feminists for the same cause: they are 
energy of intellect, energy of Spirit. «Woman is the nigger of the 
world», says Lennon in his famous song. «The savagery of the 
males who were threatened with loss of supremacy was 
intelligible», says Russell in his Autobiography...

Her longstanding commitment to finding a role as a princess for the 
world rather than the Princess of Wales said much about her feelings 
towards duty to the nation, as well as graphically illustrating her 
development as a woman and, perhaps surprisingly, as a feminist. 

..As she said on television when asked that question: «| don’t know. 
Maybe people have a better understanding, maybe there’s a lot

of women out there who suffer on the same Level but in a different 
environment who are unable to stand up for themselves because their 
selfesteem is cut in two.» Once again her instinct about the response 
was unerring as literally thousands of women, many from America, 
expressed how, through reading about her life, they had discovered 
and explored something in their own lives. Her motivation was first 
and foremost a desperate cry for help, an appeal over the heads of the 
Palace who confined her, to the people who loved her. She wanted 
to make known to those people her true story, so that they might judge 
her worth for themselves». 


| summarized these statements on crucial disagreement 
of Diana with monarchical system from the Andrew Morton’s book 
written from her own words: 

A. Morton, «Diana: her true story»:

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| excuse to avoid her.» 


— Diana saw a yawning gap between the way the world was 
moving and how it was perceived by the royal family. 

— Diana tentatively raised the question of the future of the 
British monarchy in a federal Europe. The Queen, Prince Charles 
and the rest of the royal family looked at her as if she 
were mad 


It was perhaps inevitable then 

that Diana, who watched the royal family from the inside, saw 
a yawning gap 

between the way the world was moving and how it was perceived 
by the royal 

family. She believed that they were caught in an emotional timewarp 
without 

the necessary vision to appreciate the changes that have taken place 
in society. 

It was forcibly demonstrated during the royal family’s traditional 
Christmas at 

Sandringham in 1991. During dinner one evening, Diana tentatively 
raised the 

question of the future of the British monarchy in a federal Europe. The 
Queen, 

Prince Charles and the rest of the royal family looked at her as if she 
were mad 

and continued with their debate on who had shot the last pheasant 
of the day, a 

discussion which occupied the rest of the evening.

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— serious doubts about the existing foundations of the 
monarchy.

Diana discussed with her counsellor Stephen Twigg these serious 
doubts 

about the existing foundations of the monarchy. He argued: «lf the 
royal family 

doesn’t change and their relationships with the rest of Society don’t 
change, it 

is on a hiding to nothing. It can only deteriorate as a useful organ 
of society. It 

must remain dynamic and respond to changes. It’s not just the royal 
family who 

must change but society itself must examine the way it looks at the 
royal family. 

Do we want the royal family to be revered because of their position or 
ina 

modern society do we want to admire them because of the way they 
cope with 

the traumas and tribulations of everyday life and learn from them 
in the 

process?» 

— antiquated royal system 

— style of the monarchy was outdated 

— while her own role and ambitions were continually being 
circumscribed.

Time and again she emphasized her profound sense of destiny, a belief 


that she

singled out for a special role. She knew in her heart that it was her 
fate to 


travel a road where the monarchy was secondary to her true 
vocation. With 
hindsight her words have a remarkable prescience. 


— behind the public smiles and glamorous image was a lonely 
and unhappy young woman who endured a loveless marriage 
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— was seen as an outsider by the Queen and the rest of the 
royal family and was frequently at odds with the aims and 
objectives of the royal system. 


As my interviews progressed, her friends and other acquaintances 
confirmed 

that behind the public smiles and glamorous image was a lonely and 
unhappy 

young woman who endured a loveless marriage, was seen as an 
outsider by the 

Queen and the rest of the royal family and was frequently at odds with 
the aims

middle course. There is a magic line that courtiers can cross once or 
twice. 


Cross it too often and you are out. That is not a basis for a stable 
career.» 


Diana married at 19 years old being intellectually and 
emotionally still a child. Though she was a child enormously 
gifted with energy of Spirit as all of us now know. Had she been an 
ordinary girl the royal system would have easily broken her into 
cringing courtier. But she was Spirit and she always kept this 
feeling of being non-ordinary, gifted person. «l always felt very 
different from everyone else, — she says, -very detached. | knew 
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| was going somewhere different but had no idea where». This is 
why surprisingly for everyone and even for herself within the 
marriage with monarchy begins her Spontaneous Fight with the 
Royal system: energy of Spirit against dead energy 
of sadomasochism.

[It was] 
terrifying and so disappointing. No boisterous behaviour, lots 
of tension, 

silly behaviour, silly jokes that outsiders would find odd but insiders 
understood. | sure was [an outsider]. 

And | knew there was something inside me that wasn’t coming out 

and | didn’t know how to use it, in the sense of letting them see it. 
| didn’t 

feel at all comfortable in that situation». 


For this was not story of love and jealousy because love is 
passion between human beings. This was story of sultan and his 
harem: sultan loves his harem but he doesn’t treat the women like 
human beings. This conclusion seems most appropriate not 
because of her husband having lover. Bertrand Russell also had 
relations with two women he loved for some period. But he never 
used one woman to humiliate the other woman. Sultans have this 
practice, it is their favorite trick: they use women against each 
other to make them conform to her place of subject of his will. The 
problem was not that there was another woman, the problem was 
that she was constantly kept in contemplation of the fact. 
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A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«She was also beginning to see the lie of the land with her in-laws. 
During a 

ferocious argument with Diana, Charles made clear the royal family’s 
position.

But he just said, «You're crying wolf.» 

| gave everybody a fright. | couldn’t sleep, | just never slept. | went for 
three nights without any sleep at all. | had no fuel to sleep on. 
| thought my 

bulimia was secret but quite a few of the people in the house 
recognized it 

was going on, but nobody mentioned it. They all thought it was quite 
amusing that | ate so much but never put any weight on. 

It went on and on. Only a year and a half ago | suddenly woke and 
realized that | was on the way down fast. | just cried at every 
opportunity 

which thrilled people in a way because when you're crying in this 
system 

you are weak and «Good, we can handle it.» But when you bounce up 
again, 

«What the hell has happened?» questions again. 

The public side was very different from the private side. The public 
side, 

they wanted a fairy princess to come and touch them and 
everything will 

turn into gold and all their worries would be forgotten. Little did they 
realize that the individual was crucifying herself inside, because she 
didn’t 

think she was good enough. «Why me, why all this publicity?» My 
husband 

started to get very jealous and anxious by then, too. Inside the system 
| was 

treated very differently, as though | was an oddball and | felt | was an 
oddball, and so | thought | wasn’t good enough. But now | think it’s 
good to 

be the oddball, thank God, thank God, thank God! 

..All sorts of people have come into my life — elderly people, spiritual 
people, acupuncturists, all these people came in after | finished my 
bulimia. 

When | go into the Palace for a garden party or summit meeting 
dinner | 

am a very different person. | conform to what’s expected of me. They 
can't 

find fault with me when I’m in their presence. | do as I’m expected. What 
they say behind my back is none of my business, but | come back here 
and | 
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know when | turn my light off at night | did my best. 

| had so many dreams as a young girl that | wanted, and hoped 
this that 

and the other, that my husband would look after me. He would be 
a father 

figure and he’d support me, encourage me, say «Well done,» or say 
«No, it 

wasn’t good enough,» but | didn’t get any of that. | couldn’t believe it, 
| got 

none of that, it was role reversal. 

He [Prince Charles] ignores me everywhere. Ignored everywhere and 
have been for a long time but if people choose to see that now they 
are a bit 

late in the day. He just dismisses me. 

[The worst day of my life] was realizing that Charles had gone back to 
Camilla. 

| took charge there. My husband made me feel so inadequate in every 
possible way that each time | came up for air he pushed me down 
again and 

when my bulimia finished two years [ago] | felt so much stronger 
mentally 

and physically so was able to soldier on in the world». 


3. DEPRESSION AND WISDOM OF DIANA 


Sadly, fairytale of monarchy emerges thus simply the magic 


mentality of energy of sadomasochism. Nothing new that Spirit is 
dismissed in the royal system as a «basket case». Indeed, for magic 
mentality of sadomasochism the Spirit is and always will be the 


basket case for these two different energies are irreconcilable.

Herbert Spencer (who had much in common with Diana 
Spencer) distinguishes in «Social statics» energy of Spirit and 
energy of magic mentality respectively as «Moral sense» and 
«Awe of Power». The former system is guided by intellect and 
ethics, the latter system is guided by naked force (command- 
obedience of sadomasochism) and wickedness (deceit and 
meanness). It is obvious from his definition that to fit into system 
of sadomasochism you must possess magic mentality, and to fit 
into system of moral sense you must possess scientific mind. 
In Leviathans of magic mentality people fight for the place on 
the hierarchy of power: it is preferable to be in command 
position than in the position of subjection. They beat each other 
hard to obtain command position and in the end conform to the 
status quo: the cruelest reach the command positions as pattern 
of «strength» and the cyclic homeostasis of magic mentality keep 
its motion going up to the point of next fight for power. It is 
another case with energy of Spirit for it has completely different 
mechanism of Law of preservation of force of psychic energy. You 
cannot make person with energy of Spirit to comply to the 
pressing force whatever powerful press it may be. You can break 
him down, you can kill him, but you cannot make him to fit 
in the system of sadomasochism. This is why Spirit is always 
«basket case» of system of sadomasochism while magic 
mentality is easy «to acquiesce at the status quo» as Russell 
putted this. 
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And obviously this was the case with Diana’s sharp conflict 
with royal system. The more press they put to break her will and 
make her to cringe in «command-obedience» system the more 
wretched she felt trying to kill herself and feeling herself «basket 
case». She did her best to deserve their admiration and never 
succeeded to win the word of praise or support («well done»). She 
couldn’t understand that they did not expect the good work from 
her. To be praised she should have learnt «groveling submission» 
as Herbert Spencer putted this. And royal system in its turn did not 
understand that she cannot fit in their system of command- 
obedience whatever pressing they exercised for the purpose. She 
could only disintegrate and die under these pressure. And process 
of disintegration was thus activated. Hence famous depression and 
bulimia of Diana, her attempts to suicide and endless tears. 

A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«She sensed that, Like the rest of the world, they 

wanted the royal fairytale to work. They believed in the myth and 
Diana could 

not bring herself to tell them the awful truth. She was terribly 
alone and 

dreadfully exposed. Inexorably her thoughts turned to suicide, not 
because she 

wanted to die but because she desperately wanted help. 

Her husband took matters into his own hands by asking Laurens van 
der Post 

to come to Scotland to see what he could do. His ministrations had 
little effect 

so in early October she flew to London for professional counselling. 


She saw 

several doctors and psychologists at Buckingham Palace. They 
diagnosed 

various tranquilizers to calm her down and recover her equilibrium. 
However, 


Diana vigorously fought against their advice. She knew in her heart 
that she did not need drugs, she needed rest, patience and 
understanding from those around her. Just as she was bombarded 
by voices telling her to accept the doctors’ recommendations she 
discovered that she was pregnant. «Thank Heavens for William,» she 
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later said as it meant she could now quite properly forsake the pills 
she was proffered by arguing that she did not want to risk physical or 
mental deformity in the baby she was carrying. Her pregnancy was 
a reprieve. It was reprieve that would not last Long». 


So, who was really insane in this story — Diana or the royal 
system? So, was she right desperately refusing pills and stupid 
doctors or not? Was she right when she finally became her own 
doctor prescribing herself social work with people and «reading 
a lot of books» as remedy? 

A. Morton, «Diana: her true story»: 


«Diana recognized that her intellectual hinterland needed 
development. The girl who left school without an O-level to her name 
now harboured a quiet ambition to study psychology and mental 
health. «Anything to do with people,» she said. Although she had 
a tendency to be overly impressed by those with academic 
qualifications, Diana admired people who performed rather than 
pontificated. Diana: «I’ve got a lot to learn. I’ve got 101 books sitting 
by my bedside — piles of books — absolutely gripped. I’d never discuss 
it with anyone, they would all think | was a nut. | used the word 
«psychic’ to my policemen a couple of times and they have freaked 
out». 


B. Russell, «Conquest of happiness»: 


«lt is customary in these days of psycho-analysis to assume that, 
when any young person is out of harmony with his environment, 
the cause must lie in some psychological disorder. This is to my 
mind a complete mistake. To be out of harmony with one’s 
surroundings is, of course, a misfortune, but it is not always 
a misfortune to be avoided at all costs. Where the environment is 
stupid or prejudiced or cruel, it is a sign of merit to be out 
of harmony with it. And to some degree these characteristics exist 
in almost every environment. Galileo and Kepler had ‘dangerous 
thoughts’ (as they are called in Japan), and so have the most 
intelligent men of our own day. It is not desirable that the social 
sense should be so strongly developed as to cause such men 
to fear the social hostility which their opinions may provoke. What 
is desirable is to find ways of making this hostility as slight and as 
ineffective as possible». 
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Diana for all her youth and lack in academic knowledge, like 
Bertrand Russell, absolutely fit in the Maslow’s study of most 
healthy people: the self-actualizing people as he came to term 
them. Because this study of Maslow is great achievement 
of experimental science to record and demonstrate the essence 
and characteristics of Spirit as fundamental and healthy energy 
of psyche. Of course, Diana did not escape the «childish disease 
of intellect» in her very youth, this «madam Bovary syndrome» 
reading romantic literature. Nothing surprising for her age and 
environment for even Flaubert recognized this disease of his 
youth: «Madam Bovary is me». 

This Morton’s observation is perfect to catch the peculiarity 
of Diana’s Spirit as Maslow’s self-actualizing person: 


«Those few days after her death captured for ever the contrast 
between the 

Princess and the House of Windsor: her openness, their distance; her 
affection, 

their frigidity; her spontaneity, their inflexibility; her glamour, their 
dullness; 

her modernity, their stale ritual; her emotional generosity, their 
aloofness; her 

rainbow coalition, their court of aristocrats».

1. MACHIAVELLISM: PSYCHOLOGICAL 
MACHINATIONS WITH ENERGY 
OF SADOMASOCHISM 


«Whatever in love means» — these are famous words of Prince 
Charles, then future Diana’s husband, pronounced in his interview 
on forthcoming marriage with Diana. It was Diana who putted 
emphasis on the response of her husband on simple question: «Are 
you in Love?» with this muddled phrase: «Whatever in love means». 
She referred to these words of her husband many times when 
giving her own account of catastrophe of her marriage. Now Prince 
Charles has become the King Charles the Third. For people familiar 
with history of England this choice of inauguration’s name seems 
curious: only two Charles in royal English history, Charles the First 
and Charles the Second Stuarts, the former famous for assertion 
of absolute monarchy as autocracy and latter for restoration 
of absolute monarchy after Cromwell’s Great Revolution. 

Diana failed to understand the response of her husband on 
simple and natural question on love between spouses. We shall try 
in this chapter to gain answer in writings of Robert Greene, the 
bestselling American author of «48 laws of power» and «the Art 
of seduction», who refers to institution of Monarchy as everlasting 
foundation of «laws of power» built in hearts of men whatever 
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external changes social appearances might suffer. In due course, 
he effectively proves that Monarchy is Leviathan as institution 
of energy of sadomasochism, and therefore «falling in love» for 
Robert Greene means machinations with automatisms of energy 
of sadomasochism as the source of power of kings and courtiers. 
Find below his own words from his bestselling books. Thus, his 
interpretation of fairytale of monarchy seems most probable. 

Two things which Greene underscored in his writings: his 
commitment to Darwinian paradigm and his scorn for morals and 
ethics. According to the modern apostle of monarchy it is «degrees 
of power» which make sense, as for ethics Greene defines the later 
as stupidity of weak and foolish «victims». 

R. Greene, «48 laws of power: 


«The world of power has the dynamics of the jungle: There are those 
who live by hunting and killing, and there are also vast numbers 

of creatures (hyenas, vultures) who live off the hunting of others. These 
latter, Less imaginative types are often incapable of doing the work that 
is essential for the creation of power. They understand early on, 
though, that if they wait Long enough, they can always find another 
animal to do the work for them. Do not be naive: At this very moment, 
while you are slaving away on some project, there are vultures cirding 
above trying to figure out a way to survive and even thrive off your 
creativity. It is useless to complain about this, or to wear yourself 
ragged with bittemess, as Tesla did. Better to protect yourself and join 
the game. 

Once you have established a power base, become a vulture yourself, 

and save yourself a Lot of time and energy. This is the essence of the 
Law: Leam to get others to do the work for you while you take the 
credit, and you appear to be of godlike strength and power. If you think 
it important to do all the work yourself, you will never get far, and you 
will suffer the fate of the Balboas and Teslas of the world. Find people 
with the skills and creativity you lack. Either hire them, while putting 
your own name on top of theirs, or find a way to take their work and 
make it your own. Their creativity thus becomes yours, and you seem 

a genius to the world». 


R. Greene, «the Arte of seduction»: 


| «Finally, seducers are completely amoral in their approach to Life. It is all 
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a game, an arena for play. Knowing that the moralists, the crabbed 
repressed 

types who croak about the evils of the seducer, secretly envy their 
power, 

they do not concern themselves with other people’s opinions. They 
do not 

deal in moral judgments — nothing could be less seductive. Everything 
is pliant, fluid, like life itself. Seduction is a form of deception, but 
people want to be led astray, they yearn to be seduced. If they didn’t, 
seducers 

would not find so many willing victims. Get rid of any moralizing 
tendencies, 

adopt the seducer’s playful philosophy, and you will find the rest of the 
process easy and natural. «The Seductive Process,» includes the 
twentyfour 

maneuvers and strategies that will instruct you on how to create a 
spell, break down people’s resistance, give movement and force to your 
seduction, and induce surrender in your target». 


Consider the fact that this advocacy of sadomasochism 
of Leviathan by Greene is in complete harmony with H. Spencer’s 
definition of Leviathan as based on «awe of power» and inimical 
to the «moral sense». They both say the same thing when drawing 
line of demarcation between energy of sadomasochism and energy 
of conscience — these are different and antagonistic energies. 

The distinction in their position is distinction in position 
between Darwinians and Humanists. While Darwinians praise the 
survival of fittest whatever cost it might take for ethics and 
humanism, the humanists on the contrary indicates that «jungle 
of survival» is for animals and remains complete Evil for the 
mankind. The world of mankind is the world of «moral sense», 
science and cooperation. With this respect, the «seduction 
process» suggested by Greene (as well as general philosophy 
of the «Prince» by Machiavelli) is the reverse of the humanistic 
psychology. Humanistic psychology and philosophy, dated from 
Plato, Spinoza and Kierkegaard up to the works of Fromm, Maslow, 
Russell, Jung, Adler, Rodgers, Allport, Horney, Frankl, asserts as 
essentials of therapy the necessity to remove’ energy 
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of sadomasochism, to abolish the magic mentality of Field of Ego- 
system and thus to free and relieve the energy of conscience of its 
mortifying grasp. The policy of Machiavelli and Greene is quite the 
reverse: to abolish energy of conscience with its moral sense and 
thus to reinforce the energy of sadomasochism. 

This controversy is not subject for debates and discussions. We 
cannot waste time on games in «two different point of view on the 
question» because it is obvious that energy of intellect and 
conscience is fundamental and healthy energy of mankind, while 
energy of sadomasochism is morbid and dead energy, the source 
of every psychic disorder, every vice and stupid wars between 
people. This has been obvious from the times of antiquity, from 
the fight between good and evil emperors, and now is proved and 
demonstrated in the Discovery of Psychic energy. The only 
impediment which prevents the world to acknowledge the truth is 
false Darwinian paradigm and corruption of conservatives who 
prefer the energy of sadomasochism. 

R. Greene’s writings on Power are the perfect instance 
of barbaric «awe of power and dishonesty», described in Spenser 
proposition on magic mentality of barbarism. All these, listed 
in Spenser’s notion of dishonesty of barbarism, R. Greene with 
some euphemisms does not scruple to introduce in his book 
«48 laws of power» as a perfect wisdom of glorious Life. 

H. Spenser, «Social statics»: 


«The proposition is that in proportion as the members of a community 
are barbarous — that is, in proportion as they show a lack of moral 
sense by seeking gratification at each other’s expense — inthe same 
proportion will they show depth of reverence for authority. What, now, 
are the several indications of deficient moral sense? First on the list 
stands disregard of human life; next, habitual violation of personal 
liberty; next to that, theft, and the dishonesty akin to it. Each of these, 
if the foregoing theory be true, we ought to find most prevalent where 
the awe of power is most profound. Well, is it not a fact that groveling 
submission to despotic rule flourishes side by side with the practice 

of human sacrifices, infanticide, and assassination?» 

R. Greene speaks overtly of «groveling submission», 

of despotism of power, and of the wisdom of the theft, 
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especially theft of labor and glory of others, but exhibits some 
scruples on the account of infanticides and assassination: he does 
not go further than advising «to choose the most innocent victim 
possible as a sacrificial goat». 


R. Greene, «48 laws of power: 


«In matters of taste you can never be too obsequious with your master. 
Taste is one of the ego's prickliest parts; never impugn or question the 
master’s taste-his poetry is sublime, his dress impeccable, and his 
manner the model for all. 

Louis-Philippe consciously dissolved the aura that naturally pertains 
to kings and leaders. Scoffing at the symbolism of grandeur, he 
believed a new world was dawning, where rulers should act and be like 
ordinary citizens. He was right: A new world, without kings and queens, 
was certainly on its way. He was profoundly wrong, however, 

in predicting a change in the dynamics of power. Do not fool yourself 

into thinking that life has changed much since the days of Louis XIV 

and the Medicis. Those who attain high standing in life are Like kings 

and queens» 


R. Greene, «48 laws of power: 


«The use of scapegoats is as old as civilization itself. The bloody 
sacrifice of the scapegoat seems a barbaric relic of the past, but the 
practice lives on to this day, if indirectly and symbolically; since power 
depends on appearances, and those in power must seem never to make 
mistakes, the use of scapegoats is as popular as ever. What modem 
leader will take responsibility for his blunders? He searches out others 
to blame, a scapegoat to sacrifice. It is an extremely human response 

to not look inward after a mistake or crime, but rather to look outward 
and to affix blame and guilt on a convenient object. 

In fact it is often wise to choose the most innocent victim possible as 
a sacrificial goat. Such people will not be powerful enough to fight you, 
and their naive protests may be seen as protesting too much-may be 
seen, in other words, as a sign of their guilt. Be careful, however, not 

to create a martyr. It is important that you remain the victim, the poor 
leader betrayed by the incompetence of those around you. If the 
scapegoat appears too weak and his punishment too cruel, you 
may end 

up the victim of your own device. Sometimes you should find a more 
powerful scapegoat-one who will elicit less sympathy in the long run». 
Thus, the proportion of Awe of Power and Dishonesty is perfect with 
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regard to Spenser's proposition: «that in proportion as the members 
of a community are barbarous — that is, in proportion as they show 
a lack of moral sense by seeking gratification at each other’s 
expense — in the same proportion will they show depth of reverence 
for authority». This is exactly the case with the «research» on power 
of the suggested book: «48 laws of power». 


H. Spenser, «Social static»: 


«That infringements of personal liberty are greatest where awe 

of power is greatest is in some sort a truism, seeing that forced 
servitude, through which alone extensive violations of human liberty 
can be made, is impossible, unless the sentiment of power worship is 
strong. Thus, the ancient Persians could never have allowed 
themselves to be considered the private property of their monarchs 

had it not been for the overwhelming influence of this sentiment. But 
that such submission is associated with a defect of moral sense is best 
seen in the acknowledged truth that readiness to cringe is 
accompanied by an equal readiness to tyrannize. Satraps lorded it over 
the people as their king over them. And when to these facts we add the 
significant one elsewhere dwelt upon, that the treatment of women 

by their husbands and children by their parents has been tyrannical 

in proportion as the servility of subjects to rulers has been extreme, we 
have sufficient proof that power worship is strongest where there is 
least regard for human freedom». 


R. Greene, «48 laws of power: 


«LAW 24 

P LAY THE PERFECT COURTIER 

The perfect courtier thrives in a world where everything revolves 
around power and political dexterity. He has 

mastered the art of indirection; he flatters, yields to superiors, and 
asserts power over others in the most oblique and graceful manner. 
Learn and apply the laws of courtiership and there will be no limit 
to how Jar you can rise in the court». 


R. Greene, «48 laws of power: 


«The feeling of having no power over people and events is generally 
unbearable to us — when we feel helpless we feel miserable. No one 
wants less power; everyone wants more. In the world today, however, it 
is dangerous to seem too power hungry, to be overt with your power 
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moves. We have to seem fair and decent. So we need to be subtle 
congenial 

yet cunning, democratic yet devious. 

This game of constant duplicity most resembles the power dynamic 
that existed in the scheming world of the old aristocratic court. 
Throughout history, a court has always formed itself around the person 
in power-king, queen, emperor, leader. Life in the court was 
a neverending 

game that required constant vigilance and tactical thinking. It 

was civilized war. Today we face a peculiarly similar paradox to that 

of the courtier: Everything must appear civilized, decent, democratic, 
and fair. But if we play by those rules too strictly, if we take them too 
literally, we are crushed by those around us who are not so foolish. As 
the great Renaissance diplomat and courtier Niccol6 Machiavelli wrote, 
««Any man who tries to be good all the time is bound to come to ruin 
among the great number who are not good.» Outwardly, you 
must seem 

to respect the niceties, but inwardly, unless you are a fool, you learn 
quickly to be prudent» 


Below Mr Greene seems to give extended account on 
«Fairytale of monarchy» as love story of Prince and Princess. He is 
exhaustive in answer on Prince’s question — Whatever in love 
means — too: «The main obstacle to becoming a seducer — Mr 
Greene asserts, — is this foolish prejudice we have of seeing love 
and romance as some kind of sacred, magical realm where things 
just fall into place, if they are meant to. Falling in love is a matter 
not of magic but of psychology». And he goes on expanding on 
what this «laws of psychology» which affords him and others 
disciples of Machiavelli, to manipulate their victims. For he did not 
disguise the fact that he is talking of «manipulations with victim» 
and «falling in love» for him means «falling in trap». 

No wonder that Mr Greene interprets the «power» of Leviathan 
as «psychology of love». Enegy of sadomasochism is energy 
produced by two emotional gravitations of Field of Ego-system 
forming the «command-obedience» relations: «self-worship» and 
«inlovesickness». This is emotional material in foundation of every 
Leviathan based on energy of sadomasochism (the gravest mistake 
of Marx he didn't see the psychological foundation 
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of exploitation). To exempt people from the evils of tyranny 
of Leviathan we have to remove the morbid energy of the 


sadomasochism. That is simple. 
The peculiarity of Machiavelli’s and Greene's attitude is that 


they understand the morbidity of the emotions of sadomasochism, 
understand the mechanism and automatisms of this dead energy, 
and instead of suggesting to remove the disease (like Plato, 
Spinoza, Kierkegaard, Maslow, Fromm, Horney do), they are 
suggesting to employ this morbid mechanisms to exploit the 
psyche of people who know nothing of this drama of psychic 


energy within them. 


R. Greene, «the art of seduction»: 


«At the same time that men were developing their version 
of seduction, 

others began to adapt the art for social purposes. As Europe’s feudal 
system 

of government faded into the past, courtiers needed to get their way in 
court without the use of force. They learned the power to be gained 
by seducing 

their superiors and competitors through psychological games. 

By seducing the masses they could accumulate immense 

power without the use of force. 

Today we have reached the ultimate point in the evolution 
of seduction. 

Now more than ever, force or brutality of any kind is discouraged. If we 
are to change people’s opinions — and affecting opinion is 

basic to seduction — we must act in subtle, subliminal ways. Today no 
polit ical campaign can work without seduction. Since the era of John 
F. Kennedy, political figures are required to have a degree of charisma, 
a fascinating 

presence to keep their audience’s attention, which is half the battle. 
But even if much has changed in degree and 

scope, the essence of seduction is constant: never be forceful or direct; 
instead, 

use pleasure as bait, playing on people’s emotions, stirring desire and 
confusion, inducing psychological surrender. In seduction as it is 
practiced 

today, the methods of Cleopatra still hold. 

People are constantly trying to influence us, to tell us what to do, and just 
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as often we tune them out, resisting their attempts at persuasion. 
There is a 

moment in our lives, however, when we all act differently — when we 
are in 

love. We fall under a kind of spell. Our minds are usually 
preoccupied with 

our own concerns; now they become filled with thoughts of the 
loved one. 

We grow emotional, lose the ability to think straight, act 
in foolish ways 

that we would never do otherwise. If this goes on long enough 
something 

inside us gives way: we surrender to the will of the loved one, and 
to our 

desire to possess them. 

Seducers are people who understand the tremendous power contained 
in such moments of surrender. They analyze what happens when 
people 

are in love, study the psychological components of the process — what 
spurs 

the imagination, what casts a spell. By instinct and through 
practice they 

master the art of making people fall in Love. As the first seductresses 
knew, 

it is much more effective to create love than lust. A person in love is 
emotional, 

pliable, and easily misled. (The origin of the word «seduction» is the 
Latin for «to lead astray») A person in lust is harder to control 
and, once 

satisfied, may easily leave you. Seducers take their time, create 
enchantment 

and the bonds of love, so that when sex ensues it only further enslaves 
the victim. Creating love and enchantment becomes the model for all 
seductions — sexual, social, political. A person in Love will surrender. 

It is pointless to try to argue against such power, to imagine that 
you are 

not interested in it, or that it is evil and ugly. The harder you try 
to resist 

the lure of seduction — as an idea, as a form of power — the more 
you will 

find yourself fascinated. The reason is simple: most of us have 
known the 
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power of having someone fall in love with us. The siren call 
of seduction is irresistible because 

power is irresistible, and nothing will bring you more power in the 
modern 

world than the ability to seduce. 

Seducers have a warrior’s outlook on life. They see each person as a 

kind of walled castle to which they are laying siege. Seduction is 
a process 

of penetration: initially penetrating the target's mind, their first 
point of 

defense. Once seducers have penetrated the mind, making the target 
fantasize 

about them, it is easy to lower resistance and create physical surrender. 
Seducers do not improvise; they do not leave this process 
to chance. Like 

any good general, they plan and strategize, aiming at the target's 
particular 

weaknesses. The main obstacle to becoming a seducer is this foolish 
prejudice we have of seeing love and romance as some kind of sacred, 
magical realm where things just fall into place, if they are meant to. 
Falling in love is a matter not of magic but of psychology. Once you 
understand your target’s psychology, and strategize to suit it, you will 
be better able to cast a «magical» spell. A seducer sees love not as 
sacred but as warfare, where all is fair. 

A seducer sees all of life as theater, everyone an actor. Most people feel 
they have constricted roles in life, which makes them unhappy. 
Seducers, 

on the other hand, can be anyone and can assume many roles. (The 
archetype 

here is the god Zeus, insatiable seducer of young maidens, whose 

main weapon was the ability to assume the form of whatever person or 
animal 

would most appeal to his victim.)» 


And here goes his passage on absurdity of morals | have 


given above. Indeed, the most famous perverts remain those 
of ranks of Emperors — Tiberius, Caligula, Nero, Commodus, 
Heliogabalus. Or the infamous «Girls Deer Park» of Louis the 
Fifteenth with filled with little girls of 13-14 years old. It was 
not coincidence that Sade was part of royal aristocracy and even 
royal family: he had only to record the deeds of his fellow 
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aristocrats. Do we really want this fairytale of monarchy 
to work? 
E. Morozova, «Marquis d’ Sade»:

Conversely, humanistic psychology insists on morbidity of the 
mechanism of energy of sadomasochism and considers the very 
essentials of therapy in removing this sick energy (to neutralize 
ego-protection of magic mentality). You can compare the two 
opposite approaches to the theory of psychic energy (for Greense 
sets forth his upside-down version of theory of psychic energy) 
in following quotes of humanists. Thus, Fromm insists, that 
sadomasochistic relations is not «love» but disease, «the fusion 
without integrity». The same says Russell. 

E. Fromm, «Art of loving»: 


«The masochistic person does not have to make decisions, does not 
have to take any risks; he is never alone but he is not independent; he 
has no integrity; he is not yet fully born. In a religious context the 
object of worship is called an idol; in a secular context of a masochistic 
love relationship the essential mechanism, that of idolatry, is the same. 
The sadistic person is as dependent on the submissive person as the 
latter is on the former; neither can live without the other. The 
difference is only that the sadistic person commands, exploits, hurts, 
humiliates, and that the masochistic person is commanded, exploited, 
hurt, humiliated. This is a considerable difference in a realistic sense; 
in a deeper emotional sense, the difference is not so great as that 
which they both have in common: fusion without integrity. If one 
understands this, it is also not surprising to find that usually a person 
reacts in both the sadistic and the masochistic manner, usually toward 
different objects. In contrast to symbiotic union, mature love is union 
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under the condition of preserving one’s integrity, one’s individuality. 
Love is an active power in man; a power which breaks through the 
walls which separate man from his fellow men, which unites him with 
others; love makes him overcome the sense of isolation and 
separateness, yet it permits him to be himself, to retain his integrity. 

In love the paradox occurs that two beings become one and yet remain 
two». 


B. Russell, «The proposed roads to freedom»: 


«Because affection will be free, men and women will not find in private 
life an outlet and stimulus to the love of domineering, but all that is 
creative in their love will have the freer scope. Reverence for whatever 
makes the soul in those who are loved will be less rare than it is now: 
nowadays, many men love their wives in the way in which they love 
mutton, as something to devour and destroy. But in the love that goes 
with reverence there is a joy of quite another order than any to be 
found by mastery, a joy which satisfies the spirit and not only the 
instincts; and satisfaction of instinct and spirit at once is necessary 

to a happy life, or indeed to any existence that is to bring out the best 
impulses of which a man or woman is capable». 


B. Russell, «The conquest of happiness»: 


«The best type of affection is reciprocally life-giving; each receives 
affection with joy and gives it without effort, and each finds the whole 
world more interesting in consequence of the existence of this 
reciprocal happiness. There is, however, another kind, by no means 
uncommon, in which one person sucks the vitality of the other, one 
receives what the other gives, but gives almost nothing in return. Some 
very vital people belong to this bloodsucking type. They extract the 
vitality from one victim after another, but while they prosper and grow 
interesting, those upon whom they live grow pale and dim and dull. 
Such people use others as means to their own ends, and never consider 
them as ends in themselves. Fundamentally they are not interested 

in those whom for the moment they think they Love; they are 

interested only in the stimulus to their own activities, perhaps 

of a quite impersonal sort. Evidently this springs from some defect 

in their nature, but it is one not altogether easy either to diagnose or 

to cure». 
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2. DIANA IN AWE OF MONARCHY 


It is my proposition that Diana despite of all the «Cinderella 
fairytale» never loved Prince Charles if we assume the sharp 
distinction between true love and «inlovesickness» in seduction 
tradition. Then, «in-love-sickness’ is apparent as well as absence 
of true human relations. 

Only if we bear in mind this crucial distinction between love 
and in-love-sickness we can understand the sad story of Diana’s 
life and death and the pernicious role of Monarchy in making her 
life a torture. 

H. Spencer asserts that people with magic mentality (totemism 
of savages) is people of «awe of power». The same say Levi-Bruhl 
and Durkheim. Moreover, Durkheim underscored that magic 
mentality has travelled from primitive societies of savages at our 
age of civilized society. And if savages were in awe of forces 
of nature (totemism) then nowadays people are in awe of social 
force (fairytale of monarchy). With this respect Levi-Bruhl defines 
basic emotion of savages (for magic mentality dominates 
in primitive societies) as fear of supernatural forces. 

Freud explains this transformation of forces of nature and 
forces of society in magic forces in people’s minds as «loadings 
of SuperEgo». It was Freud who found Ego and SuperEgo as 
opposite poles of Field of Ego-system of energy 
of sadomasochism. And his account on origin of magic mentality is 
that this is result of indirect perception through medium of Field 
of Ego and SuperEGo in psyche. Through «loadings of SuperEgo» 
real energies transforms in psyche in supernatural forces. Hence 
the account of Freud on origin of Love as perception of person as 
«loading of SuperEgo». This is explanation of the process 
in foundation of fenomenon of «Awe of power» of magic mentality 
of ignorant people. Alas, as Spinoza and Plato already knew, the 
mankind still remains ignorant in the most. Not because men are 
stupid and even not because there is a lack of knowledge, but 
mainly because of chaos in social science where lots of theories 
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and hypothesis refute each other while false science which 
removes psychic energy as object of science, remains an official 
and revered paradigm. 

So no wonder that in case with Diana’s marriage, a naive girl 
of 19 years old, she found herself «in awe of Queen» and «in awe 
of Prince Charles». That is to say in awe of Monarchy. Which afford 
us to make assumption on her marriage as «in-love-sickness 
affair» not love affair. Indeed, exactly at her age | have had the 
same _ «in-love-sickness affair» with director of my _ faculty 
in Plechanov’s Academy in Russia, Basov A.I. | also was pretty 
romantic and pretty ignorant at age of 19, having read in my teens 
lots of romantic literature like Diana. 

It is my achievement that | had insight in time and understood 
that my fantasy deceives me, that this is process of «loadings 
of SuperEgo» of magic mentality which made me to percept the 
ordinary man as «awe of power» as | saw ordinary professor as 
a «awe of power» than what felt Diana towards world’s most 
famous monarchy? This is why | insist on pernicious influence 
of «fairytale of monarchy». This fairytale reinforces the «loadings 
of SuperEgo» of magic mentality and present the society as «awe 
of power». 

Diana has Greek name and in some sense the Greek history 
of her life. For it was Greek’s rebel against Monarchy as the first 
«basket case» of energy of sadomasochism. The birth of Spirit 
in Antiquity ended up in destruction of Leviathans of Monarchy for 
it was kings whom Greek and Romans hated the most. The birth 
of Spirit inaugurated the Drama of Spirit: the healthy Spirit 
of scientific mind and the Morbid Spirit of Hubris Ego.

But those of us, most gifted with Spirit suffers this 
dead energy as Hubris Ego — as broken cyclic homeostasis. Such 
were Antiquity, such was story of my youth, and such was story

(schizoid mentality) of romantic love. This is why people gifted 
with Spirit cannot be transformed in cringing courties: neither 
healthy spirit nor hubris ego as broken cyclic homeostasis is 
capable of «command-obedience» immoral behavior of Leviathan’s 
sadomasochism.

She was still in awe of the man, her 
sense of respect mellowed by a feeling of deep sympathy for the Prince 
whose «honorary grandfather’, Earl Mountbatten had been assassinated 
by the IRA just six months previously. In any case the following 
Monday as she scrubbed her sister’s floors this aristocratic Cinderella 
had to pinch herself to make sure that her weekend had not been some 
idle pipe-dream. 


She went water skiing while Prince Charles went windsurfing. Stories 
that she lightheartedly tipped him off his board do not ring true 
of Diana who was totally in awe of him. Indeed she felt «fairly 
intimidated’ by the atmosphere on board the royal yacht. Not only were 
his friends so much older than herself, but they seemed aware of Prince 
Charles’s strategy towards her. She found them too friendly and too 
knowing. «They were all over me like a bad rash’, she told her friends. 
For a girl who likes to be in control it was profoundly disconcerting. 


While she was in awe of Prince Charles, deferring to his every 
decision, she 
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didn’t appear to be overcome by her surroundings. Inwardly she 
may have 

been nervous, outwardly she appeared calm, relaxed and ready 
to have fun. 


As a close friend commented: «She seems to dread Charles’s 
appearance. 

The days when she is happiest is when he is in Scotland. When he is at 
Kensington Palace she feels absolutely at a loss and like a child 
again. She 

loses all the ground she has built up when she is on her own.» 

The changes in her at such times were physical ones. Her speech, 
normally 

rapid, energetic, coloured and strong, degenerated instantly when he 
was with 

her. Diana’s voice became monosyllabic and flat, suffused with an 
ineffable 

weariness. It was the same tone that infected her speech when she 
talked about her parents’ divorce and what she calls «the dark ages’ 
the period in her royal life until the late 1980s during which time she 
was emotionally crushed by the oyal system.

It is 
tense and she is tense. She doesn’t have the freedom she would like 
when he’s around. It is quite sad to see the stagnation there.” Another 
frequent guest simply called it ,The Mad House’.

«ln some ways the arrival of the Duchess of York made her life less 
bearable. 

The newly created Duchess bounded into her new role like an over 
excited 

labrador. At her first Balmoral, a holiday experience which used to leave 
Diana drained and dispirited, the Duchess seemed to take it in her 
stride. She 
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went riding with the Queen, carriage driving with the Duke 
of Edinburgh and 

made a point of spending time with the Queen Mother. The Duchess 
has always had a chameleon personality, readily conforming to the 
desires of others. She did it when she mixed with the Verbier set, the 
well-heeled, sophisticated but savagely sarcastic friends of her former 
lover, Paddy McNally, and she did it now as she adapted to life within 
the royal family. 

Slightly older than Diana but infinitely more experienced in the ways 
of the 

world, the Duchess displayed enthusiasm where Diana showed dismay, 


hearty 
jollity compared with Diana’s droopy silences and boundless energy 
against 
the Princess’s constant illness. Fergie was an immediate hit inside the 
family, 


Diana was still seen as an enigmatic stranger who held herself 
aloof. When 

Fergie arrived like a breath of fresh air, Prince Charles was not slow 
to make 

the comparison. «Why can’t you be more like Fergie?» he asked. It 
made a 

change from his usual refrain, which was to compare her to his much 
beloved 

grandmother, the Queen Mother, but the message was the same. 

Diana was deeply confused. Her face graced the cover of a million 
magazines and the public sang her praises, yet her husband and his 
family 

rarely gave her a word of encouragement, congratulation or advice. 
Little 

wonder then that Diana, who at the time had no sense of self-worth or 
selfesteem, accepted the royal family’s view that she should strive 
to be more like her sister-in-law». 


3. «CREATE TRIANGLES» 


R. Greene’s basic instruction in provoking «in-love-sickness» 


revolves around «Blow on Ego». Indeed, the effectiveness 
of «blows on Ego» is connected with law of preservation of force 
of psychic energy. It is broadly acknowledged in modern 
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psychology that it is the self-esteem of person which indicated the 
level of health of individual. But already Spinoza knew that there 
are two kinds of self-esteem because there is True Self and False 
Self. For Field of Ego-system such Self-esteem is connected with 
magic mentality and «awe of power»: the position on the social 
ladder. For True self of conscience and intellect self-esteem 
embraces ethics and social work as expression of love to god. 

Greene's advice is working for Field of Ego-system with normal 
cyclic homeostasis (it doesn’t work with energy of Spirit or with 
Hubris Ego with broken cyclic homeostasis). His instruction 
induces his disciples to beat hard the self-esteem of their «preys» 
(«victims») in order to intimidate them and to appear the «awe 
of power» as loadings of SuperEgo. This is why his instruction is 
«make them feel inadequate» and «create triangles. Were not this 
two lines fundamental in «fairytale of manarchy» with Diana? The 
sense of inadequacy and the ever-lasting triangle? 

R. Greene, «the Art of seduction»: 


«A perfectly satisfied 

person cannot be seduced. Tension and 

disharmony must be instilled in your targets’ minds. Stir 

within them feelings of discontent, an unhappiness with their 
circumstances and with themselves: their life lacks adventure, they 

have strayed from the ideals of their youth, they have become boring. 

The feelings of inadequacy that you create will give you space to insinuate 
yourself, to make them see you as the answer to their 

problems. Pain and anxiety are the proper precursors to 

pleasure. Learn to manufacture the need 

that you can fill. 

Interpretation. The number of women, and of men, who fell under 
Lawrence's spell is astonishing given how unpleasant he could be. 
In almost 

every case the relationship began in friendship — with frank talks, 
exchanges 

of confidences, a spiritual bond. Then, invariably, he would 
suddenly turn 

against them, voicing harsh personal criticisms. He would know 
them well 

by that time, and the criticisms were often quite accurate, and hit a nerve. 
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This would inevitably trigger confusion in his victims, and a sense 
of anxiety, 

a feeling that something was wrong with them. Jolted out of their 
usual 

sense of normality, they would feel divided inside. With half of their 
minds 

they wondered why he was doing this, and felt he was unfair; with the 
other half, they believed it was all true. Then, in those moments 
of selfdoubt, 

they would get a letter or a visit from him in which he was his old 
charming self. 

Now they saw him differently Now they were weak and vulnerable, in 
need of something; and he would seem so strong. Now he drew 
them to 

him, feelings of friendship turning into affection and desire. Once 
they felt 

uncertain about themselves, they were susceptible to falling in love. 
Most of us protect ourselves from the harshness of life by succumbing 
to routines and patterns, by closing ourselves off from others. But 
underlying 

these habits is a tremendous sense of insecurity and defensiveness. We 
feel we are not really living. The seducer must pick at this wound and 
bring 

these semiconscious thoughts into full awareness. This was what 
Lawrence 

did: his sudden, brutally unexpected jabs would hit people at 
their weak 

spot. 

Although Lawrence had great success with his frontal approach, it is 
often better to stir thoughts of inadequacy and _ uncertainty 
indirectly, by 

hinting at comparisons to yourself or to others, and by insinuating 
somehow 

that your victims’ lives are less grand than they had imagined. You 
want them to feel at war with themselves, torn in two directions, and 
anxious 

about it. Anxiety, a feeling of lack and need, is the precursor of all 
desire. 

These jolts in the victim’s mind create space for you to insinuate your 
poison, the siren call of adventure or fulfillment that will make them 
follow 

you into your web. Without anxiety and a sense of lack there can be no 
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seduction. 

No one can see you as someone to follow or fall in love with unless 
they first reflect on themselves somehow, and on what they are 
missing. Before 

the seduction proceeds, you must place a mirror in front of them 
in which they glimpse that inner emptiness. Made aware of a lack, 
they now 

can focus on you as the person who can fill that empty space. 
Remember: 

most of us are lazy. To relieve our feelings of boredom or 
inadequacy on 

our own takes too much effort; letting someone else do the job is both 
easier and more exciting. The desire to have someone fill up our 
emptiness 

is the weakness on which all seducers prey. Make people anxious 
about the 

future, make them depressed, make them question their identity, make 
them sense the boredom that gnaws at their life. The ground is 
prepared. 

The seeds of seduction can be sown» 


R. Greene, «the Art of seduction»: 


«To draw your victims closer and make them hungry to possess you, you 
must create an aura of desirability — of being wanted and 

courted by many. It will become a point of vanity for them to 

be the preferred object of your attention, to win you away from 

a crowd of admirers. Manufacture the illusion of popularity 

by surrounding yourself with members of the opposite 

sex — friends, former lovers, present suitors. Create triangles 

that stimulate rivalry and raise your value. 

Your reputation — your illustrious past as a seducer — is an effective 
way of creating an aura of desirability. To be part of a 

great seducer’s club of conquests can be a matter of vanity and 
pride. We 

are happy to be in such company, to have our name broadcast as this 
man or 

woman's lover. Your own reputation may not be so alluring, but 
you must 

find a way to suggest to your victim that others, many others, have found 
you desirable. 

A variation on the triangle strategy is the use of contrasts: careful 
exploitation 
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of people who are dull or unattractive may enhance your desirability 

by comparison. At a social affair, for instance, make sure that your 
target has to chat with the most boring person available. The 
seventeenth-century English actress Nell Gwyn became 

the main mistress of King Charles Il because her humor and 
unaffectedness 

made her that much more desirable among the many stiff and 
pretentious ladies of Charles's court. 

Finally, appearing to be desired by others will raise your value, but 
often 

how you carry yourself can influence this as well. Do not let your 
targets 

see you so often; keep your distance, seem unattainable, out of their 
reach. 

An object that is rare and hard to obtain is generally more prized». 


A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«At the end of that momentous month of March, Prince Charles flew to 
Australia for a five-week visit. Before he climbed the gangway 
of the RAF 

VC10 he grasped her arm and kissed her on each cheek. As she 
watched his 

aeroplane taxi away, she broke down and wept. This vulnerability

wooden staircase she hurled herself to the ground, landing in a heap 
at the 

bottom. 

The Queen was one of the first to arrive on the scene. She was 
horrified, 

physically shaking with the shock of what she had witnessed. 

The incident was one of many domestic crises which crowded 
in upon the 

royal couple in those tumultuous early days. At every turning point 
they put a

This strategy would work with every ordinary girl with cyclic

1. RIVALRY. DIANA’S SUCCESS AND THE OUTSET 
OF CONFLICT 


It is obvious that Diana’s success, getting much publicity than 
her husband, appeared a turning point in relations between 
spouses. 

It was then that her husband and «men in grey» as Diana 
referred to his royal entourage decided to teach her a lesson and 
make her to assume a role of domestic wife, subjected and 
devoted to her husband.

her informal advisers said: «She was only expected by the royal system 
to bea 

clothes horse and an obedient wife. If that is the way you are defined,

Charles went

focused on 
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the Princess; Charles was confined to a walk-on role. It was the same 
later that 

year when they visited Canada for three weeks. As a former member 
of his 

Household explained: «He never expected this kind of reaction. After 
all, he 

was the Prince of Wales. When he got out of the car people would 
groan. It hurt his pride and inevitably he became jealous. In the end it 
was rather like

The dramatically different manner in which the couple responded to 
William’s injury publicly underlined what those within their immediate 
circle 

had known for some time, the fairytale marriage between the Prince 
of Wales 

and Lady Diana Spencer was over in all but name». 


Prince Charles and «men in grey» failed to make Diana to fit 


in the system of «command-obedience» of Monarchy because 
of her enormous talent as energy of Spirit and because of her 
broken cyclic homeostasis. She was threatened every day to be 
removed as «irrational, sick paranoiac». It was tremendous risk 
to stay within the royal system and to persist in disobedience and 
rebel. This is why her wisest decision was agreement with A. 
Morton on recording and publication of her Confessions: «Diana, 
her true story». Indeed, let the world know truth and the people 


decide who is sane and who is insane. 
The publication of the book was her greatest achievement for 


we owe this to the A. Morton’s recording of Diana’s confessions our

convincing the world that she was irrational — unfit either for

«Let them be my judge,» she said, confident that her public would not 
criticize her as harshly as the royal family or the mass media. Her 
desire to explain what she saw as the truth of her case was matched 
by a nagging fear that at any moment her enemies in the Palace would 
have her classified as mentally ill and locked away. This was no idle 
fear — when her Panorama interview was screened in 1995, the then 
Armed Forces Minister, Nicholas Soames, a close friend and former 
equerry to Prince Charles, described her as displaying «the advanced 
stages of paranoia’. 

— Indeed, she was so anxious not to be seen as paranoid or foolish, as 
she had been so often told by her husband’s friends, that she showed 
us several letters and postcards from Mrs Parker Bowles to Prince 
Charles to prove that she was not imagining their relationship. These 
billets-doux, passionate, loving and full of suppressed longing, left my 
publisher and | in absolutely no doubt that Diana’s suspicions were 
correct» 
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2. OPEN WARFARE: DIANAS CONFESSIONS 


Regretfully, it was too late. The poison of «in-love-sickness» 
had already mortified her heart. The strategy of «blows on Ego» 
(My husband made me feel so inadequate in every possible way 
that each time | came up for air he pushed me down again) 
resulted in phenomenon of «killed Hubris Ego», known 
in psychiatry as «hyperesthesia of schizoid mentality» 

The book was a great chance for her to openly wage a war 
to the Monarchy, to get rid from the romance affair which proved 
to be a failure and to employ her immense popularity to organize 
political party in support of her successful social job. This was her 
great chance to get rid of the traps of monarchy and to survive as 
constructive, independent, efficient individual, as professional and 
as social activist. 

Unfortunately, the game was already lost for her because the 
bomb of «created triangle» had reached the goal giving her mortal 
wound. She felt a «loser», she felt defeated, she felt rejected and 
hence her deep depression and her faint grasp on reality. Reality 
Was quite opposite: she was the victor, she was the one 
passionately loved by the whole world, she was the one happy 
with her vocation in service to people, she was the one with two 
children adoring her. This was the true circumstances of her 
position, and had she still had the grasp of reality she would have 
taken advantage of appearance of Morton’s book for getting rid 
from the inimical monarchy («The whole royal business terrified 
her.

| «The collapse of her marriage, her awareness of the hostility directed

loneliness and a destructive lowering of her self-esteem. There was,

threatened to 

overwhelm her. When Prince Charles was convalescing from his broken 
right 

arm in 1990, he spent his days at Highgrove or Balmoral where Camilla 
Parker Bowles was a regular visitor. Diana stayed at Kensington Palace, 
unwanted, unloved and humiliated. She unburdened her feelings 
to Gilbey: 

«James, I’m just so fed up with it. If | let it get to me | will just upset 
myself 

more. So the thing to do is to involve myself in my work; get out and 
about. If | 

stop to think I'll go mad.» 

The words «there is no hope’ were often repeated when friends talked 
about 

the Waleses’ life together. As one of her closest friends said: 
«She has 
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conquered all the challenges presented to her within the profession 
and got her 

public life down to a fine art. But the central issue is that she is not 
fulfilled as 

a woman because she doesn’t have a relationship with her husband.» 


Thus, throughout Diana’s confessions is transmitted the feeling 
of «a destructive lowering of self-esteem» as essential and 
determinative tone of her mind. 

— no sense of self-worth or selfesteem 

— a destructive lowering of her self-esteem

character

«lt was not an issue for complacency. The Princess could be a volatile, 
impatient young woman whose moods regularly swung from 
optimism to 

despair. As astrologer Felix Lyle said: «She is prone to depression, 
a woman 

who is easily defeated and dominated by those with a strong character. 
Diana 

has a self-destructive side. At any moment she could say «to hell with 
the lot of 

you» and go off. 

Her astrologer Felix Lyle observed: «She has a soaring spirit and 
optimism which 

is easily defeated. Dominated by those with strong character, she does 
not yet 

have enough self-confidence to take on the system.» It was a view 
endorsed by another friend who said: «The whole royal business 
terrified her. They gave her no confidence or support.» 

For years her Low intellectual self-esteem manifested itself in instinctive 
deference towards the judgments of her husband and senior courtiers. 
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She pointed to the outsize medal on her jacket, joking: «l have 
awarded it to myself for services to my country because no one else 
will.» It was an aside which spoke volumes about her underlying self- 
doubt. 

Little wonder then that Diana, who at the time had no sense of self- 
worth or selfesteem, accepted the royal family’s view that she should 
strive to be more like her sister-in-law. 

For a princess used to an adoring media, this change in fortunes 
undermined still further her precarious self-esteem and fed her 
existing anxieties. Her belief, at times all-consuming, in the predictions 
of her astrologer, shows how little value she placed on her own 
instincts and judgement 

While she had the right to feel sorry for herself, all too often this 
spilled over into self-imposed martyrdom. As James Gilbey said: «When 
she is confident she extends herself and pushes out the barriers. As 
soon as there is a 

chink in the armour she immediately retreats away from the fray.» 


The book with her confessions could prove to be the keys 
in the new world of bright, happy, independent life of talented 
and already successful individual. Had she had enough courage 
to tear all connections with monarchy the victory would have 
been completed. The worst thing to do in her plight was to cease 
the openly waged in her book with confessions war on the half 
way. Her enemies realized that lost the game to conform Diana 
to their terms.

At this stage her plight was not sad at all, but having 
failed to understand this she really got trapped into pitfall.

«lt was, in any case, now only a matter of time before the official 
separation 

was announced by the Prime Minister. The Princess had asked that the 
statement be made while the boys were still protected at school, and 
the date 

was set for 9 December 1992. The week before, Diana had been to see 
Princes 

William and Harry at Ludgrove School in Berkshire so that she could 
break the 

news to them herself and try to reassure them about the future. 

During that tearful encounter Diana steadfastly refrained from 
mentioning the 

name of the woman who had, to her mind, destroyed her marriage. 
She was 

acutely aware of the distress caused to children when «the other 
woman’ is 

given as a reason for the collapse of a marriage. For the Princess, 
her boys 

came first — whatever the cost. The announcement itself was, Diana 
said, «very, very sad. Really sad. The 

fairytale had come to an end...» It was not only the Princess’s personal 
fairytale that had ended. The events 

of 1992, the Queen’s annus horribilis, had effectively shattered the 
myth of the 

royal family. The year saw the collision of fantasy and reality, as 
unadorned 

facts triumphed over homely fiction. «The symbolism of the fire at 
Windsor 

Castle was not lost on anyone inside the family,» Diana told her 
friends. 

A mortal blow had been struck at the royal family’s image as the 
«perfect’ family. 

A friend who regularly discussed the issue with the Princess 
explained her 

thinking: «She always operated on the basis that it was not going to be 
her that 

caused the crisis because she felt that it would reflect badly on her. 
She had a 

pathological fear of being blamed. At the same time she would 
have felt 
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cheated out of all the effort and good work that she had been doing. At 
the end 

of the day she wanted to leave her mark and if she just walked away 
she would 

be the loser. Everyone would say that she had not been able 
to take the 

pressure. The royal family would be sitting there and she would have 
endured 

13 years for nothing before opting out.» 

Yet her understandable caution, especially regarding access to the 
children, 

worried some of her friends, who watched with concern as she slipped 
on the 

familiar psychological garb of the victim, a helpless pawn unable 
to shape the 

course of events rather than one of the central characters in the 
unfolding 

drama. If, they argued, she was genuinely searching for a new role and 
anew 

life then there was little point in marking time on the fringes of the 
royal family. 

The «pack-your-bags-and-leave’ school felt that the longer she 
vacillated the 

more she compromised the freedom for which she so clearly longed. 
Worse than that, while the issue remained unsettled, she was open to 
criticism from her enemies inside and outside the Palace.

This was the downside of playing the waiting game» 
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3. SECOND HONEYMOON AND TOGETHERNESS 
TOUR» 


The book with confessions considered as a «mortal blow at 
monarchy» was an overt declaration of war. To save her life 
in ongoing war Diana should stick to her success in social work 
and the image of independent individual seeking divorce 
to continue her work. It was her success with people which made 
her case so difficult for Establishment and her royal surroundings 
so jealous. The only way to survive in this war was to stick to her 
admirers and to her social work and insist on official divorce as 
soon as possible. And she understood this with her consciousness. 
Yet, her bleeding heart, her open wound in_ in-love-sickness 
prevented her from sober comprehension of her plight. 

In open war the love of people, her popularity within the 
world was her great asset which could save her life. But if there 
was not any serious war, and only domestic affair of two loving 
quarrelling spouses the asset of public advocacy was wasted. It 
was her great and only ace, her glory in the world, the ace so 
envied by her royal environment. So they centered all their efforts 
on the target to deprive her of her ace. This was not difficult: they 
only needed to persuade Diana that this is still domestic affair 
between loving spouses which could be handled at home to the 
mutual reconciliation. Diana yielded to this fraud for her heart was 
bleeding and her asset of public support was thus cheated away.

«Of the many shocks inaugurated by the publication of 

Diana: Her True Story, and confirmed within only a few weeks of its 
appearance, this contrast between the public royal family and the 
private 

Windsors was one of the most dramatic. 

Within the Palace, a whispering campaign against the Princess now 
began in 

earnest as the royal family closed ranks against her. Both she and the 
Duchess 

of York became convinced that there were numerous plots and 
conspiracies 
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against them, as often as not aimed at reducing the public’s support for 
them. At times they fell victim to wild and ludicrous exaggerations; at 
others, however, their suspicions proved all too well founded. 
Meanwhile, a climate of 

paranoia prevailed within the royal family itself. Bitter accusations, 
witchhunting inquests and acrimonious investigations — the latter 
occasionally involving officers from the Royal Protection Squad — 
became routine occurrences. It is little wonder, therefore, that coded 
conversations, the 

scrambler telephone and the paper-shredder came to figure daily 
in Diana’s life. 

— Diana, as the rumoured source of my book, would be 

painted as a sick woman barely maintaining a tenuous grasp on 
reality. This 

offensive, rooted in disdain, if not derision, for the Princess, 
enjoyed the 

willing collusion of numerous newspaper executives. 

— the Princess gradually learned who was trying to blacken her 

name and poison the public against her. At first she was 
disbelieving, but 

eventually she was forced to accept, albeit reluctantly, that close 
friends of her 

husband — friends whom she had thought sympathetic to her — were 
briefing the 

media almost every day. 

— If she was sickened, however, she was not about to 

give in to the pressure: «Why don’t you save yourself a phone call and 
ring the 

papers direct?» she demanded of Prince Charles during one terse 
conversation». 


Gibbon says with this regard on Severus: «arts of Severus 
cannot be justified by the most ample privileges of state reason. 
He promised only to betray, he flattered only to ruin; and however 
he might occasionally bind himself by oaths and treaties, his 
conscience, obsequious to his interest, always released him from 
the inconvenient obligation»: 

Gibbon, «The decay and fall of Roman Empire»: 


«Yet the arts of Severus cannot be justified by the most ample 
privileges of state reason. He promised only to betray, he flattered only 
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to ruin; and however he might occasionally bind himself by oaths and 
treaties, his conscience, obsequious to his interest, always released 
him from the inconvenient obligation. If his two competitors, 
reconciled by their common danger, had advanced upon him without 
delay, perhaps Severus would have sunk under their united effort. Had 
they even attacked him, at the same time, with separate views and 
separate armies, the contest might have been long and doubtful. But 
they fell, singly and successively, an easy prey to the arts as well as 
arms of their subtle enemy, lulled into security by the moderation 
of his professions, and overwhelmed by the rapidity of his action. He 
first marched against Niger, whose reputation and power he the most 
dreaded: but he declined any hostile declarations, suppressed the 
name of his antagonist, and only signified to the senate and people his 
intention of regulating the eastern provinces. In private, he spoke 
of Niger, his old friend and intended successor, with the most 
affectionate regard, and highly applauded his generous design 
of revenging the murder of Pertinax The sons of Niger had fallen into 
his hands among the children of the provincial governors, detained at 
Rome as pledges for the loyalty of their parents. As long as the power 
of Niger inspired terror, or even respect, they were educated with the 
most tender care, with the children of Severus himself; but they were 
soon involved in their father’s ruin, and removed first by exile, and 
afterwards by death, from the eye of public compassion. 

The ambiguous conduct of Albinus, in not assuming the Imperial title, 
left room for negotiation. Forgetting, at once, his professions 
of patriotism, and 

the jealousy of sovereign power, he accepted the precarious rank 
of Caesar, as a 

reward for his fatal neutrality. Till the first contest was decided, 
Severus treated the man, whom he had doomed to destruction, with 
every mark of esteem and regard. Even in the letter, in which he 
announced his victory over Niger, he styles Albinus the brother of his 
soul and empire, sends him the affectionate salutations of his wife 
Julia, and his young family, and entreats him to preserve the armies 
and the republic faithful to their common interest. The messengers 
charged with this letter were instructed to accost the Caesar with 
respect, to desire a private audience, and to plunge their daggers into 
his heart». 


Indeed, with declaration of «togetherness tour, a good 
friendship and second honeymoon» the life of Diana was doomed 
to destruction when she accepted to «maintain this hollow 
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charade». Now she appeared the hysterical wife of honorable man, 
the royal Prince, obsessed with him and his lovers, the hysterical 
woman who did not want to divorce her husband and only 
damages him and yourself with her morbid obsession. 

A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«One royal writer, Penny Junor (a biographer of the Prince), described 
Diana’s conduct as «irrational, unreasonable and hysterical’; other 
newspapers were told by Charles’s friends that his wife was 
a «megalomaniac who wants to be at the top of the pile. She wants 
to be seen as the greatest woman in the world. Her behaviour is

This was their complete victory over poor hounded 
to death woman: «The underlying tension was not helped when 
she picked up a ship-to-shore telephone and overheard her 
husband speaking to Camilla Parker Bowles.

«On the following day, the royal couple met at Kensington Palace 
to discuss 
the future of that marriage. If their mood was sombre, at least the 
Prince and 
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Princess were for once able to sit down together and talk through the 
repercussions of a separation coolly and calmly. It was then that they 
took the 

decision to end the charade by formally separating. Diana said later 
that she 

felt «deep, deep, profound sadness. Because we had struggled to keep 
it going, 

but obviously we’d both run out of steam.» 

With open warfare declared between the Waleses, Buckingham 
Palace in 

turmoil and separation discussions under way, the grotesque 
charade of 

normality was still maintained. A summer cruise, foolishly billed as 
a «second 

honeymoon’ for the Prince and Princess, was announced. For Diana it 
was the 

holiday from hell. She had too many painful memories of previous 
holidays on 

board the Alexander, one of 11 luxury yachts owned by the Greek 
billionaire, 

John Latsis. The distance between the couple was all too evident to the 
other 

members of the party, which included Princess Alexandra and her 
husband, the 

Honourable Sir Angus Ogilvy, and Lord and Lady Romsey. Diana kept 
herself 

to herself, having little contact with her husband, sleeping 
in a separate cabin 

and preferring to take her meals with the children. The underlying 
tension was 

not helped when she picked up a ship-to-shore telephone and 
overheard her 

husband speaking to Camilla Parker Bowles. She was not surprised, 
though her 

misgivings about the relationship had been derided as the fantasies 
of a sick 

woman. «Why don’t you go off with your lady and have an end to it?», 
she asked Prince Charles wearily. 

All through that tense autumn of 1992 the steady drizzle of pro- 
Charles 

stories continued, heightened when it was announced that he had 
commissioned the broadcaster Jonathan Dimbleby to write his 
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biography, described as the «complete riposte’ to Diana: Her True Story. 
The image of a loyal employer, a loving, if thwarted father, and 
a misunderstood public figure who was there for the duration — all 
this was beginning to emerge. 

As the preparations were completed for a joint visit to Korea 
in November, 

Prince Charles’s private secretary briefed several newspaper editors 
that it 

would be the «togetherness tour. By this time the separation 
negotiations had 

reached a critical stage and the Princess was in no mood 
to continue the 

hollow charade. Earlier in the year, on an unhappy trip to India, 
Diana had 

used her body language to devastating effect when she posed alone 
by the Taj 

Mahal, that monument to lost love, while Charles addressed a business 
meeting. The distance between the couple was underlined when the 
Princess 

deliberately turned away as the Prince tried to kiss her after a polo 
match in 

Jaipur. She used the same tactics in Korea, determined to show the 
world what 

was really going on, a decision which several friends, including Rosa 
Monckton, the President of Tiffany’s, questioned. Headlines like «The 
Glums’ 

and «How much longer can this tragedy go on?» signalled that the 
ploy had been successful. 

In the ensuing furore over her admission of infidelity and her 
comments 

about Camilla Parker Bowles, less was made of Diana’s desire to be an 
ambassador for Britain than she had hoped. It was a failure 
of emphasis she 

came to regret. At first, however, it seemed that before the Princess 
could take 

on any new role as a goodwill ambassador, both she and the Palace 
had to 

learn that diplomacy begins at home. The state of open warfare 
between the 

Waleses, immensely damaging to the monarchy, could not be allowed to 
continue, and it therefore surprised no one when, just four weeks 
after the 
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interview, the Queen, after consultation with the Prime Minister 
and the 

Archbishop of Canterbury, wrote personally to both the Prince and 
Princess of 

Wales requesting that they divorce sooner rather than later».

1. THE SECOND HONEYMOON BETWEEN CROWN 
AND EGO: THE HAVOC OF MONARCHY’S 
FAIRYTALE 


Leviathans as organization based on energy of sadomasochism 
remained the only working organizations within the age of magic 
mentality. This is the sad and even tragedian childhood 
of mankind so perfectly set forth in Herbert Spencer’s definition 
of barbarian societies with «awe of power». 

With birth of energy of Spirit in Axial Age in Israel, India, 
Persia, Greece, China and lately in Rome, the Drama of Spirit 
begins. The new social organization based on energy of Spirit was 
anxious to emerge within the Church of Natural Law founded 
in Rome by Caesar, Augustus and Antoninus. Now, the fight 
between Good Emperors, charged to establish and ensure the new 
free society of Rule of Natural Law and the Evil Emperors strived 
to retain the power of sadomasochism of Leviathans inaugurated 
the Big Social War, the Drama of Spirit, divided in itself in childish 
disease of schizoid mentality.

itself with the sinister emergence of a totalitarian type of state 
in which the Modern Western genius for organization and 
mechanization had been enlisted, with diabolic ingenuity, for the 
purpose of enslaving souls as well as bodies to a degree which had not 
been within the power of the worst intentioned tyrants of the past». 

It was this period of «diabolic ingenuity of the Modern Western genius 
for organization and mechanization» which had brought to the life 
such diabolic Leviathans as Marxian-Leninian Soviet Union, Hitler’s 
Third Reich and Rebirth of European Barbaric Kingdoms as Self- 
Worship of Evil Emperors. This was the Second Honeymoon between 
Crown and Ego which is the very essence of energy of sadomasochism 
of Leviathans.Self-worship of Evil Emperors in Rome induced them 
to remove the Rule of Law and to replace it with apotheosis of their 
own wanton desires in self-worship.

«Above all, he is thus made capable of excusing everything that is

Public opinion helps them 

by popularizing the idea that the actions of the community are not 

to be judged so much by the standards of morality as by those 

of expediency, but they suffer injury to their souls. If we find among 

men of to-day only too few whose human and moral sensibility is still 
undamaged, the chief reason is that the majority have offered up their

personal morality on the altar of their country, instead of remaining at 
variance with the mass and acting as a force which impels the latter 
along the road to perfection. But now, when events are bringing us 
inexorably to the consciousness that we live in a dangerous medley 

of civilization and barbarism, we must, whether we wish to or not, try 
to determine the nature of true civilization». 


B. Russell, «Education and social order»: 


«Love of home, Love of one’s native country, even a certain degree 

of pride in its historical achievements, in so far as these are deserving 
of pride, is not to be deprecated. This sentiment is not so much love 

of home and of compatriots as hatred of foreigners and desire 

to appropriate foreign countries. Like almost all bad sentiments, it is 
disguised as Loyalty. If you wish a man to commit some abominable 
crime, from which he would naturally recoil in horror, you first teach 

him loyalty to a gang of arch-criminals, and then make his crime 
appear to him as exemplifying the virtue of loyalty. Of this process, 
patriotism is the most perfect instance. Take, for example, reverence 

for the flag. The flag is the symbol for the nation in its martial capacity. 
It suggests battle, war, conquest, and deeds of heroism». 


This kind of theory of «patriotism» is another perfect instance 
of the «second honeymoon» of the crown and ego in rebirth 
of Leviathans for there are only two kinds of society: Leviathans 
of sadomasochism and Rule of Natural Law of Spirit.

relationship as «rumbustious. At a time when dark thoughts

1. TRANSITORY PERIOD OF CONSTITUTIONAL 
MONARCHY OF BRITAIN 


What can we learn from Laws of Psychic Energy as 
Natural law? 

First and foremost that there is only two sources of human 
activity: one morbid, stupid and dead and another — healthy, 
reasonable and lively. These two energies of psyche both have 
in their foundation the law of preservation of force of psychic 
energy. Though for magic mentality of dead energy it has form 
of Physical control of sadomasochism, and for intellectual mind 
of healthy lively energy it has form of Scientific Control. The latter 
means learning laws of nature and controlling power of natural 
energies. 

This means that whatever social item we are anxious 
to analyze to understand its functioning we should take into 
consideration this fact: that we always deal with resources 
of psychic energy and that these resources are confined to these 
two particular energies. 

Then the difficult and insoluble problems appear easily solved. 

This fact implies that any person and any society need 
Physical control of morbid energy or Scientific Control of healthy 
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energy to exist. And that in case of absence of both controls this 
person or society is not able to sustain its existence any long 
period of time. 

We are again talking of transitory period between Physical 
Control of Leviathans and Scientific Control of Civilization. The 
latter implies Rule of Natural Law as knowledge of laws 
of nature — the scientific or divine control for science as laws 
of nature is founded on primacy of Intellect. 

Regretfully, the passage from Physical control of Leviathan 
to Scientific control of Civilization was not that direct and 
uncomplicated. Axial Age bringing Reason and revelations of ethic 
religions still had not brought the knowledge of laws of psyche 
(natural law). This first and faint knowledge helped Israel and 
antiquity, Greece and Rome, to destroy Leviathans, to set up 
Church of Rule of Natural Law, but did not provide enough 
knowledge to sustain the new born Church of Rule of Natural Law. 
The Evil energy of Physical control was still strong and not beaten. 
The antiquity had had the Drama of Spirit: Evil Emperors versus 
Good Emperors. 

The fact that mankind did not get the Scientific control at once 
with destruction of Leviathans in antiquity had made the social 
bodies of following transitory period very unstable, gravitating 
between two controls — lost physical control and still unavailable 
scientific control. 

1) The first ones to lose the game in fight between physical 
and scientific control appeared democracy of Ancient Greece and 
Good Emperors of antiquity 

The Good Emperors was doomed for failure because the Rule 
of Law means always Rule of Natural Law that is to say Rule 
of Science, Rule of Knowledge of laws of nature. Not Any Law, not 
Normative Law — but exactly the Rule of Science, the Rule 
of Natural Law. And this first period of birth of Reason was still far 
removed from such progress in science and knowledge for only 
now we can talk of Discovery of Psychic energy. There was no 
knowledge of natural law — and this meant that Church of Rule 
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of Law was condemned to lose the game to Evil Emperors and 
their barbaric Physical control. 

2) The second ones to lose the game in fight between physical 
control and scientific control appeared Catholic Church of Papacy. 
Like antiquity which had made much to set up Church of Rule 
of Law, Papacy did much to preserve and sustain those institutions 
of Rule of Law in Middle Ages. And yet Papacy was condemned 
to lose the game to physical control of Leviathans as well as Good 
Emperors of antiquity because of non-scientific text of Gospel 
which had the truth still disguised in poetic form and therefore 
improper to be proved by scientific methods. It could be 
interpreted in many different ways and ultimately was interpreted 
losing all the wisdom of divine law. 

The result was the degeneration of Catholic Church into magic 
mentality and therefore the utter triumph of Physical control 
of Leviathans: Papacy ceased to be an institution which carried flag 
of Rule of Law and transformed in ordinary Leviathan itself. 

3) The history repeated itself in fight between «Evil and Good 
Emperors» in USA in political battle between Conservatives and 
Democrats: Lincoln, Roosevelt and Kennedy against Reagan, Nixon 
and Bushes. And again Democrats seems losing the battle because 
the very foundation of science is ruined in empiricism. Americans, 
as well as Britons, denies Natural law and asserts Normative Law 
which is not science but consensus of many opinions. 

And this means that democracy is doomed in USA as well as 
in Britain, because the only resource of healthy energy is Scientific 
control and scientific control is Rule of Natural Law not Rule 
of Normative Law. And today the Normative law is triumphant over 
the Natural Law all over the western world. This means that 
Illusion of Rule of Law (for as many authors contend Normative 
law is only illusion of Rule of Law) conceals from people the true 
fact that they had been deprived of Rule of Law and therefore the 
balance again inclined in favor of Physical control of Leviathans 

4) And again the famous history of establishing 
of Constitutional Monarchy in England teaches us that the moment 
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the Constitution had been set up between Monarchy and people 
the Britain obtained the blessed freedom and_ justice 
of civilization. 

It is exactly the point | am going to contend in this volume. 
Because No Natural Law — No Rule of Law, and No Rule of Law — 
No Freedom and Justice of Civilization. 

Only Scientific control (the Natural Law) is foundation 
of healthy intellectual energy and therefore beyond the Scientific 
control any society will gravitate to the abominations 
of sadomasochism of Physical control. That is to say to the 
madness of magic mentality where the symbol of Crown 
represents the madness of omnipotence of human being. The 
Royal Madness. 

The famous stages of establishing constitution in British State 

— Setting up of Common Law by King William and King 
Henry Il 

— First baronial war and forced from wicked King John 
by archbishop of Canterbury the First Magna Carta (composed 
by Henry 1) 

— Second baronial war and victory of Battle of Lewes won 
by Simon de Montfort, recorded in famous Song of Lewes. Second 
Magna Carta and some time later establishing of constitution as 
constant common law of Britain 

— The war of parliament against tyranny of Charles Stuart, 
who had dismissed parliament, leaded by Oliver Cromwell and 
John Milton 

—— Glorious Revolution of 1688 which resulted 
in overthrown of restorations of Stuarts tyranny and re- 
establishing of Constitutional monarchy 

This Happy-end in fighting battle with Physical control 
of Leviathan is considered as final and complete triumph of British 
state over the tyranny. It is my intention in this volume to expose 
the error of such considerations, because Rule of Law means Rule 
of Natural Law. Not Rule of Normative Law. And this means that 
fight between physical and scientific control in England not only 
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cannot be considered as settled in favor of Rule of Law but 
conversely, now, when science is ruined by empiricism, the 
physical control of tyranny takes powerful second breath. 


2. ENGLISH HISTORY AS FIGHT BETWEEN 
SCIENTIFIC CONTROL AND PHYSICAL CONTROL: 
SONG OF LEWES, LOCKE, SHAKESPEARE, MILTON 


Hereditary Monarchy is incompatible with Constitutional 
monarchy. This is obvious. And this assertion was in foundation 
of all hard efforts to beat the physical control of tyranny 
throughout the history of England. 

For what is tyranny of physical control when it comes to the 
point? It is Rule of Personal Will, Rule of Whims of somebody 
forced on entire community. And what is Hereditary Monarchy? 
The assertion of the tenet that Crown is Rule of Person and not the 
Rule of Law. For how can we know what kind of person will beget 
actual monarch — wise and responsible or stupid and wicked? 
Especially when we know that all history — of any country — is 
history of fight with wicked kings, tormenting people with injustice 
and terrors of all kinds. 

Reading Maurois’ History of England we can observe the fight 
between Good and Evil Kings which was the fight between 
Physical and Scientific control. Those who respected law and 
Magna Carta against those who hated and despised it as violation 
of their Royal Will: King John and Tudors despised Magna Carta, 
while Henry | and James | asserted it. 

Andre Maurois, «The History of England»: 


«MEDIEVAL peoples forgave their kings much, because the worst king 
was better than the shortcut spell of anarchy. The Norman dynasty had 
conquered the English with the aid of their barons and then their 
barons with the aid of the English, King John succeeded in uniting all 
his subjects against himself. There had been greatness in Henry II and 
Richard, but John was merely odious, cruel and mean-souled. This 
betrayer of his father and brothers was suspected throughout Europe 
of having caused the murder of his nephew, Arthur of Brittany, who 
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might have disputed his succession. A clash was now inevitable 
between John and the baronage. In 1213 Archbishop Langton, the 
brain of the conspiracy, had quickened feeling by a secret gathering 
of barons to whom he read the forgotten charter of Henry |, which 
promised respect for the rights and usages of the King’s subjects* 

The true significance of the Charter, therefore, resides in what it 
implies rather than what it is. To succeeding generations it was 
to become, in the modern sense, a ‘charter of English liberties’, and 
until the fifteenth century every king had to swear, several times during 
his reign, that he would respect its text. Under the Tudors the 

Charter was to be forgotten, until it reappeared, as a counterblast 
to the theory of divine right, in the time of James |. 

No sooner had King John accepted its terms than his Thoughts turned 
to evasion. His fury was such that he writhed on the ground biting 
pieces of wood, «They had set five and twenty kings over me!» he 
cried, Then, reverting to his sly, perfidious diplomacy, he turned 
to Pope Innocent III» 


Hereditary monarchy was on the whole unknown for Good 
Emperors of Rome Empire. It is common place in history to admire 
the adoptive monarchy of Five Good Emperors as Rule of Law for 
best people is people who worship Truth not themselves. The 
grave mistake of Marcus Aurelius who left his throne to the 
infamous Commodus is still felt today for ended in collapse 
of Roman Empire. 

| think that «Panegyric to Trojan» by Plinius is still greatly 
underestimated. It is stupid to accuse this great Spirit in flattering 
just because his profound admiration of the same great Spirit 
in wise and honest Emperors. It was his genius which let him 
to see the sharp antithesis between Good and Evil Emperors and 
to draw precise line between them in Panegyric to Trojan for future 
posterity. And one of the items he admired so much in Good 
Emperors as a contrast with Evil Emperors was Veneration of Truth 
and therefore the Rule of Law instead of Self-Worship. Plinius 
putted strong emphasis on Emperors as Best in Merits, as First 
in Feats, as most Wise, Responsible and Conscientious persons. As 
well as Tacitus kept underscore that Emperors, the Princeps, are 
those the best in merits. 
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Now, on passing to English history we can see that dated from 


Song of Lewes and down to Locke's Two treatises on Government» 
Constitutional Monarchy of Britain is based on the same tenet: that 
it is merits of person and not his birth which makes him monarch 


if it is necessary for community. 
Locke, quoting King James I, gives the same definition 


of Tyranny as a Will of Person (whatever King he might be) against 
the Rule of Law. That is to say Physical control against Scientific 


control: 


Locke, «Two treatises on Government»: 


«Of Tyranny 

199. As usurpation is the exercise of power which another hath a right 
to, so tyranny is the exercise of power beyond right, which nobody can 
have a right to; and this is making use of the power any one has in his 
hands, not for the good of those who are under it, but for his own 
private, 

separate advantage. When the governor, however entitled, makes 

not the law, but his will, the rule, and his commands and actions 
are not 

directed to the preservation of the properties of his people, but the 
satisfaction 

of his own ambition, revenge, covetousness, or any other irregular 
passion. 

200. If one can doubt this to be truth or reason because it comes 

from the obscure hand of a subject, | hope the authority of a king will 
make it pass with him. King James, in his speech to the Parliament, 
1603, tells them thus: «I will ever prefer the weal of the public and 
of the 

whole commonwealth, in making of good laws and constitutions, 
to any 

particular and private ends of mine, thinking ever the wealth and weal 
of the commonwealth to be my greatest weal and worldly felicity — a 
point wherein a lawful king doth directly differ from a tyrant; for | do 
acknowledge that the special and greatest point of difference that is 
between a rightful king and an usurping tyrant is this — that 
whereas the 

proud and ambitious tyrant doth think his kingdom and people 
are only 

ordained for satisfaction of his desires and unreasonable appetites, the 
righteous and just king doth, by the contrary, acknowledge himself to be 
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ordained for the procuring of the wealth and property of his people.» 

And therefore a 

king, governing in a settled kingdom, leaves to be a king, and 
degenerates 

into a tyrant, as soon as he leaves off to rule according to his laws.» 

And a little after: «Therefore, all kings that are not tyrants, or perjured, 
will be glad to bound themselves within the limits of their laws, 
and they 

that persuade them the contrary are vipers, pests, both against 
them and 

the commonwealth.» 


— The Song of Lewes 

Condemns all lawless Kings and princes as transgressors 
of law to be defeated enemies of country (the trust in themselves, 
the boast of personal might, treachery and falsehood, whatever he 
likes he says is lawful) 


«Whose enemy shall | say? The Earl’s alone? Or shall | recognise the 
enemy of the English and of the whole realm? Perchance too of the 
Church, therefore also of God? Because if this is so, what manner 
of grace would be fitting for him? He failed to deserve grace 
by trusting in himself, and by not fearing God did not deserve to be 
assisted. Therefore falls the boast of personal might. And evermore be 
blessed the Lord God of Vengeance, Who gives help to the destitute 
of strength, to the few against the many by crushing the foolish with 
the might of the faithful, Who sits afar in heaven on His throne; and 
by His own might treads upon the necks of the proud, subduing the 
great things beneath the feet of the less; He has subdued two kings 
and the heirs of kings, whom He has rendered captive as transgressors 
of the laws 

The treachery or falsehood whereby he is advanced Edward calls 
prudence; the way whereby he arrives whither he will, crooked 
though it be, is regarded as straight; wrong gives him pleasure and 
is called right; whatever he likes he says is lawful, and he thinks 
that he is released from law, as though he were greater than the 
King. For every king is ruled by the laws which he makes; King Saul 
is rejected because he broke the laws; and David is related to have 
been punished as soon as he acted contrary to the law; hence, 
therefore, let him who makes laws, learn that he cannot rule who 
observes not the law; nor ought they, whose concern it is, to make 
this man king. 
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O Edward! thou dost wish to become king without law; verily they 
would be wretched who were ruled by such a king! For what is more 
right than law, whereby all things are ruled? And what is more true 
than justice, whereby matters are decided? If thou desirest the 
kingdom, reverence the laws; the attacking of the law will give rough 
roads, rough and impassable roads which will not lead thee through; if 
thou dost guard the laws, they shine as a lamp. Therefore avoid and 
abhor treachery, be zealous for truth, hate falsehood. Although 
treachery may flourish, it cannot bear fruit; this let the psalm teach 
thee: ‘ My eyes/ says God, ‘ are on the faithful of the earth, whom verily 
| wish to sit with Me in the end of the world.» 


— Shakespeare 

Shakespeare is one of few points | disagree with Tolstoy (with 
many others | think). His famous «On Shakespeare and on Drama» 
expressed his hatred to Drama which he extended to Pushkin and 
Chekhov's Dramas Yas well as his own ones) his dear friend. 

He denies in that essay the role of Shakespeare as a great 
teacher of ethics and questions his «chauvinistic reverence for 
sacred English monarchy». | disagree on both these items. 
Shakespeare’s portraits of evil and evildoers seems to me mastery 
skills in depicting the basic features of physical control of magic 
mentality and therefore he was the teacher of ethics. And on 
second item | by no way can agree with Tolstoy. All historical 
dramas of Shakespeare, all his tragedies on kings and princes, — 
has been in bottom the drawing of line between sharp antithesis 
of Physical control of tyranny and Scientific control of Rule of Law. 

Some of his tragedies deal with «usurpers» like «Macbeth» or 
«Hamlet» or «Richard Il» and some with legitimate Kings like 
«Richard Il». He was prudent enough in his time when any critique 
of royal persons was inacceptable by authorities to conceal his 
critics as condemnation of «usurpers». Though all of them had 
royal blood like Macbeth or Richard and in their fight for crown 
differed little from other members of royal families. In «Macbeth» 
in dialogue between Macduff and Malcolm Shakespeare says 
directly that it is hereditary principle but merits of wise and honest 
person which makes him «fit to govern». Though it is the whole 
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tragedy with murder of true King by wicked Macbeth which is 
illustration of his assertion. For Macbeth is every King of Physical 
control, every King who aims for Crown because of his mad vanity, 
and it is this he calls the «usurper» and «tyrant». 

The same we can see in famous patriotic monologue of Gaunt 
in «Richard Ill». Albeit in this patriotic oration Shakespeare had 
emphasized that throne as Rule of divine Law of «Christendom and 
true chivalry» as apart from any King (Richard was legitimate king 
according to Hereditary principle) who forgets the to be King 
means to serve to the Rule of Law. The same sense conveys 
famous monologue of Hamlet «To be or not be» — the sense of his 
66 Sonnet, where Shakespeare with such a genius insight had 
expressed the tragedy of victory of physical control over the 
scientific control: though temporal victory it remained extremely 
sad fact.

This is what | was trying to convey in this chapter. Hereditary 
principle is incompatible with Constitutional Monarchy because 
Constitutional Monarchy is based on philosophy of Rule of Law. 
And Hereditary monarchy has nothing to do with Rule of Law and 
contrariwise is straight opposed to the Rule of Law. 

Another conclusion is that History of England has been the 
History of fight of Physical and Scientific control which produced 
the Constitutional Monarchy as ambition to assert a Rule of Law. 

This is extremely important fact because this means that 
Crown of Constitutional Monarchy embraces all heroes who fought 
on the side of Rule of Law regardless to there royal status 
according to Hereditary principle: Simon de Montfort, John Milton, 
John Locke, Algernon Sidney, Oliver Cromwell, Thomas Becket, 
Thomas More, archbishop Langton and other heroes of English 
history who didn’t fear to defy King’s authority to save the throne 
of Rule of Law. 

This also infers that Crown of Constitutional Monarchy did not 
embrace every King, legitimate only through Hereditary principle, 
and for sure excludes those of them who fought on the side 
of Physical control: John the Landless, Richard III, Henry VIII, and 
Shakespeare says Richard II also, Song of Lewes includes in evil 
kings Henry III and his son Edward. 

This also means that ultimately the Crown of Constitutional 
Monarchy is Crown of Universal Divine Law which implies only one 
King — the God, and Universal throne of International Institution 
of Natural Law for divine law, the science is never national but 
always universal. 

Cicero, «On Laws»: 
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«The true definition of law should, however, include both these 
characteristics. And this being granted as an almost self-evident 
proposition, the origin of justice is to be sought in the divine law 

of eternal and immutable morality. This indeed is the true energy 

of nature, the very soul and essence of wisdom, the test of virtue and 
vice. They therefore conceive that the voice of conscience is a law, that 
moral prudence is a law, whose operation is to urge us to good actions, 
and restrain us from evil ones. There exists, therefore, since nothing is 
better than reason, and since this is the common property of God and 
man, a certain aboriginal rational intercourse between divine and 
human natures. This reason, which is common to both, therefore, can 
be none other than right reason; and since this right reason is what we 
call Law, God and men are said by Law to be consociated. Between 
whom, since there is a communion of law, there must be also 

a communication of Justice. For of all the questions on which our 
philosophers argue, there is none which it is more important 
thoroughly to understand than this, that man is born for justice, and that 
law and equity are not a mere establishment of opinion, but an institution 
of nature. This truth will become still more apparent if we investigate 
the nature Therefore whatever definition we 

give of man, it must include the whole human race. And this is a good 
argument, that no portion of mankind can be heterogeneous or 
dissimilar from the rest; because, if this were the case, one definition 
could not include all men. 


This also means that Constitutional Monarchy is transitory 
period on its way to the true Scientific control and therefore 
unstable between gravitations in opposed sides of Physical and 
Scientific control. 

PJ. Proudhon, «What is property»: 


«By means of self-instruction and the acquisition of ideas, man finally 
acquires the idea of science, — that is, of a system of knowledge 

in harmony with the reality of things, and inferred from observation. 

He searches for the science, or the system, of inanimate bodies, — the 
system of organic bodies, the system of the human mind, and the 
system of the universe: why should he not also search for the system 

of society? But, having reached this height, he comprehends that 
political truth, or the science of politics, exists quite independently 

of the will of sovereigns, the opinion of majorities, and popular 

beliefs, — that kings, ministers, magistrates, and nations, as wills, have 
no connection with the science, and are worthy of no consideration. He 
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comprehends, at the same time, that, if man is born a sociable being, 

the authority of his father over him ceases on the day when, his mind 
being formed and his education finished, he becomes the associate 

of his father; that his true chief and his king is the demonstrated truth; 
that politics is a science, not a stratagem; and that the function of the 
legislator is reduced, in the last analysis, to the methodical search for 
truth».

1. DEGRADING OF PAPACY’S CHURCH INTO 
LEVIATHAN OF MAGIC MENTALITY 


The Pope Alexander VI and his son Cesare Borgia — two main 
characters of Machiavelli’s Prince in concert with Ferdinand 
of Aragon, the most «religious king» of his time. 

Indeed, John Norwich in history of Papacy (The Popes) narrates 
of Renaissance Popes as of «Monsters» who contrived 
to overshadow in vice, pride and cruelty most wicked kings. 

J. Norwich, «The Popes»: 


«lnnocent’s successor Rodrigo Borgia, now sixty-one years old, took the 
name of Alexander VI (1492-1503). His great-uncle Calixtus Ill had 
given 

him a good start: a cardinal at twenty-five and already in possession 
ofa 

whole clutch of bishoprics and abbeys, at twenty-six he had become 
Vice- 

Chancellor of the Holy See, an office that guaranteed him the vast income 
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which he was to hold over the next four pontificates. There can be 
little 

doubt that he owed his election principally to the huge bribes that he 
shamelessly distributed: it is said that four mule-loads of bullion were 
carried from the Borgia palace to that of Cardinal Ascanio Sforza. His 
principal rival, Cardinal Giuliano della Rovere, could not match his 
wealth 

and was obliged to contain his fury as best he could. 

What he lacked was the slightest glimmering of religious feeling. He 
made no 

secret of the fact that he was in the Church for what he could get out 
of it — 

and he got a very great deal. By the time of his election, which was 
celebrated with a bullfight in the piazza in front of St Peter’s, he had 
fathered no fewer than eight children by at least three different 
women, 

earning him a severe rebuke from Pius II, which had had no effect 
whatsoever. Those of his offspring who remained closest to him 
were his 

four children by the aristocratic Roman, Vannozza Catanei: Giovanni, 
Cesare, Lucrezia and Goffredo (or Gioffré; in Catalan Jofré). No 
fewer than 

five of his family were to receive the red hat: Cesare at the age of only 
eighteen, by which time he was already an archbishop. 

The last four years of Alexander's pontificate were largely taken up 
with his 

own and Cesare’s ambition to appropriate the entire Papal State and 
turn it 

into a Borgia family fief. The programme was mapped out and put into 
execution by Cesare, who by now utterly dominated his father. It 
involved 

the crushing of many of the great Roman families — above all, the 
Orsini; it 

necessitated several assassinations, which were normally followed by 
seizures of property, and was further financed by the open sale of the 
highest offices of the Church, including that of cardinal. Cesare 
Borgia was 

hated and feared for his violence and cruelty. «Every night,» the 
Venetian 

Ambassador reported to his government, «four or five men are discovered 
assassinated, bishops, prelates and others, so that all Rome trembles 
for fear 
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| of being murdered by the Duke.» 


What was the meaning of the fact that Catholic Church had 


degraded into magic mentality? This meant restitution of pagan 
Leviathans where only might is right. For Sacred Scriptures 
of Axial Age had but first tentative data expressed in poetic and 
semi-mythological language. It was not scientific text based on 
formulas of intellect, it was but primary reasoning still precarious 
in its poetic images and abuse of magic authority. To survive these 
texts of first revelations of Axial Ages must be interpreted with 
precise scientific language — just in a way the Discovery of Psychic 
Energy had done. Otherwise, those texts are doomed to degrade 


into magic mentality 


E. Gibbon, «The history of the decline and fall of Roman 
Empire»: 


In the Long period of twelve hundred years, which elapsed between the 
reign of Constantine and the reformation of Luther, the worship 

of saints and relics corrupted the pure and perfect simplicity of the 
Christian model: and some symptoms of degeneracy may be observed 
even in the first generations which adopted and cherished this 
pernicious innovation. The satisfactory experience, that the relics 

of saints were more valuable than gold or precious stones, stimulated 
the clergy to multiply the treasures of the church. Without much regard 
for truth or probability, they invented names for skeletons, and actions 
for names. The fame of the apostles, and of the holy men who had 
imitated their virtues, was darkened by religious fiction. A superstitious 
practice, which tended to increase the temptations of fraud, and 
credulity, insensibly extinguished the light of history, and of reason, 

in the Christian world. 

The sublime and simple theology of the primitive Christians was 
gradually corrupted; and the Monarchy of heaven, already clouded 

by metaphysical subtleties, was degraded by the 

introduction of a popular mythology, which tended to restore the reign 
of polytheism. As the objects of religion were gradually reduced to the 
standard of the imagination, the rites and ceremonies were introduced 
that seemed most powerfully to affect the senses of the vulgar. If, 

in the beginning of the fifth century, Tertullian, or Lactantius, had been 
suddenly raised from the dead, to assist at the festival of some popular 
saint, or martyr, they would have gazed with astonishment, and 
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indignation, on the profane spectacle, which had succeeded to the pure 
and spiritual worship of a Christian congregation. The Christians 
frequented the tombs of the martyrs, in the hope of obtaining, from 
their powerful intercession, every sort of spiritual, but more especially 
of temporal, blessings. They implored the preservation of their health, 
or the cure of their infirmities; the fruitfulness of their barren wives, or 
the safety and happiness of their children. Whenever they undertook 

any distant or dangerous journey, they requested, that the holy martyrs 
would be their guides and protectors on the road; and if they returned 
without having experienced any misfortune, they again hastened to the 
tombs of the martyrs, to celebrate, with grateful thanksgivings, their 
obligations to the memory and relics of those heavenly patrons. The 
walls were hung round with symbols of the favors which they had 
received; eyes, and hands, and feet, of gold and silver: and edifying 
pictures, which could not long escape the abuse of indiscreet or 
idolatrous devotion, represented the image, the attributes, and the 
miracles of the tutelar saint. The same uniform original spirit 

of superstition might suggest, in the most distant ages and countries, 
the same methods of deceiving the credulity, and of affecting the 
senses of mankind: but it must ingenuously be confessed, that the 
ministers of the Catholic church imitated the profane model, which 
they were impatient to destroy. The most respectable bishops had 
persuaded themselves that the ignorant rustics would more cheerfully 
renounce the superstitions of Paganism, if they found some 
resemblance, some compensation, in the bosom of Christianity. The 
religion of Constantine achieved, in less than a century, the final 
conquest of the Roman empire: but the victors themselves were 
insensibly subdued by the arts of their vanquished rivals». 


Locke, «Two treatises on government»: 


«l should not speak so plainly of a gentleman, long since past 
answering, had not 

the pulpit, of late years, publicly owned his doctrine, and made it the 
current divinity of the times. It is necessary those men who, taking on 
them to be teachers, have so dangerously misled others, should be 
openly 

showed of what authority this their patriarch is, whom they have so 
blindly followed; that so they may either retract what upon so ill 
grounds 

they have vented, and cannot be maintained; or else justify those 
principles 

which they have preached up for Gospel, though they had no 
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better an author than an English courtier. 

His system lies in a little compass; it is no more but this, 

«That all government is absolute monarchy.» 

And the ground he builds on is this. 

«That no man is born free.» 

§3. In this last age a generation of men has sprung up amongst us, 

that would flatter princes with an opinion, that they have a divine right 
to absolute power, let the laws by which they are constituted and 
are to 

govern, and the conditions under which they enter upon their 
authority, 

be what they will; and their engagements to observe them ever so well 
ratified by solemn oaths and promises. To make way for this doctrine, 
they have denied mankind a right to natural freedom; whereby 
they have 

not only, as much as in them lies, exposed all subjects to the utmost 
misery of tyranny and oppression, but have also unsettled the 
titles and 

shaken the thrones of princes: (for they too, by these men’s system, 
except only one, are all born slaves, and by divine right are subjects to 
Adam's right heir); as if they had designed to make war upon all 
government, 

and subvert the very foundations of human society, to serve 

their present turn. 

For it is scarce credible, that ina 

discourse, where he pretends to confute the erroneous principle 
of man’s 

natural freedom, he should do it by a bare supposition of Adam’s 
authority, 

without offering any proof for that authority. Indeed, he confidently 
says, that Adam had «royal authority, p. 12 and 13. Absolute 

lordship and dominion of life and death, p. 13. An universal monarchy, 
p. 83. Absolute power of life and death,» p. 35. He is very frequent in 
such assertions; but, what is strange, in all his whole Patriarcha, | find 
not one presence of a reason to establish this his great foundation of 
government; not any thing that looks like an argument, but these 
words: 

«To confirm this natural right of regal power, we find in the decalogue, 
that the law which enjoins obedience to kings, is delivered ill the 
terms, 

Honour thy father; as if all power were originally in the father.» And 

why may | not add as well, that in the decalogue the law that enjoins 
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obedience to queens, is delivered in the terms of «Honour thy mother,» 
as if all power were originally in the mother? The argument, as sir 
Robert 

puts it, will hold as well for one as the other; but of this more in its 

due place». 


Degrading of Christianity into Magic Mentality means that 
Christian Church lost its power as Spiritual Sword in war with 
sadomasochism of Leviathans and therefore had been transformed 
into primitive Leviathan of sadomasochism itself. 

A. Toynbee, «The study of History»: 


«One formidable crux for a church is inherent in its raison 

détre. A church is militant on Earth for the purpose of winning This 
World for the Civitas Dei, and this means that a church has to deal with 
secular as well as spiritual affairs and to organize itself on Earth as an 
institution. ...Yet the monk who has degenerated into a successful man 
of business does not exemplify the most deadly form that spiritual 
regression can take. The worst temptation that lies in wait for the 
citizens of the Civitas Dei in This World is neither to plunge into politics 
nor to slide into business but to idolize the terrestrial institution 

in which a Church Militant on Earth is imperfectly though unavoidably 
embodied. If corruptio optimi is pessima, an idolized church is the one 

idol that is more pernicious than the idolized human ant-heap that 
men worship as Leviathan». 


2. ROYAL HOUSE OF GOD (CHURCH OF NATURAL 
LAW, CIVITAS DEI) 


We can consider as first kings those sorcerers of savages who 
believed in their ability to command nature: to arouse winds, to stop 
rains, to greet sun, to calm oceans. For what is king? We can define 
the word as «the man in command of his environment». Nowadays 
this definitions narrows to the «man in command of his community» 
because we are on the whole (though still not all of us!) already have 
learnt that it is not command of person which moves the nature, it is 
laws of nature and science as knowledge and control of those laws. 

But situation within human society remains still as sad as 
situation with totems in aboriginal tribes. Mankind still do believe 
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that there are «kings» which possess the power as a «men 
in command of their community». And of course this shouldn’t be 
reduced only to known Monarchies, this is universal madness of all 
epochs and times for this is madness of magic mentality. The only 
progress of mankind in this respect is progress in physics which 
had taught people that they cannot imagine themselves the 
«kings» of nature for they have no capacity to command the 
nature. All the rest remains intact prone to the rampant magic 
mentality: every little boss conceives himself as a king «a man 
in command of his community». It was true for pharaohs, caliphs 
and sultans of East, it was true for Evil Emperors of Roma and 
tyrants of Ancient Greece, it was true for Evil Kings of Europe and 
Russia, for Evil Popes of Catholic and Orthodox Churches. It is true 
for criminal world filled with countless kings, it is true for Evil 
leaders of Soviet Union (for we can exclude Khrushchev and 
Gorbachev), it is true for Hitler, it is true for all the corruption 
of modern political world breaking their necks to escape «the yoke 
of law» and to assert their own command, and it is true for bosses 
of big corporations. Every man, mad enough to imagine himself 
in command of his community, still remains the «king» of modern 
world. This is what discovery of psychic energy calls «Royal 
Madness». 

This doesn’t mean that there cannot be any Elite (or aristocracy) 
at all (| have brought Russell’s quote on this point — those with 
faculty to scientific control, gifted with Spirit are also those 
of generous and responsible heart). But this do mean that there are 
no and cannot be the «men in command of their community» as 
cannot exist sorcerers who command the nature. The human 
society is subject to the similar scientific control of natural law as 
we exercise towards forces of nature for mankind is but another 
natural force — the psychic energy with its own learnable and 
controllable Laws. And those big and little pharaohs who had been 
conceiving themselves the «royal persons» since the first magic 
mentality of savage tribes should be considered as mad as those 
sorcerers who tried to subject the nature to their command. 
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The scheme of Royal Madness is extremely simple and had 
been outlined in many works with that difference that wise writers 
(like Plato, Spencer or Shakespeare) record the basic features 
of Royal Madness with condemnation, while foolish writers (like 
Hobbs, Machiavelli or R. Greene) depicts the functioning of magic 
mentality as «Power of Great Men». 

There is only One body in command — that who had set up 
intellectual framework of the universe, the laws of nature. The God 
is in command because he indeed establishes laws. 

We, the mankind, do not establish laws. We cannot be 
in command. And each of us who thinks himself in command 
of God’s World is mad one. 

Though we Are children of God for fundamental energy 
of Psyche is Controlling energy based on Intellect. We cannot 
establish laws of Nature, we are not Gods, but we still through 
Intellect have access to the Laws of Nature — we can control them 
and thus get the power of them. This is our power, this is our 
access to the Royal House of God, this is our majesty and our 
greatness. And every time people forget this and sacrifice the true 
might and power of God’s Royal House to the stupid ambition 
to be in command themselves they lose the Royal power of God 
in pursuit of becoming Royal themselves. This is why magic 
mentality is madness at the very foundation of it. 

While access to the Royal House of God is our Power (science 
and scientific control of natural forces), the emotions 
of Friendliness is our Wealth. What is Friendliness? People 
deprived of Spirit (with low spirit for everyone has in foundation 
of psyche) can hardly understand the meaning of the term. This is 
capacity of Spirit of people unite in Oneness producing thus 
cumulative effect, the great growth of the very positive emotions 
in foundation of Spirit: the tenderness, the curiosity, the interest, 
the candor, the courage, the creativeness, the respect, the 
admiration, the humor and laughter. It was my purpose to avoid 
the word «love» because it has also another and opposite 
meaning. Friendliness is not love in common nowadays sense. 
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Friendliness is Spirit capable of fusion in many people in positive 
emotions of mutual admiration and tenderness. And this capacity 
of Spirit to Fusion is greatest Wealth of Mankind and still remains 
undiscovered treasures for majority though geniuses of all times 
had enjoyed this great treasure at full. 

Royal Madness knows nothing of true power of being guests 
of God’s Royal House and of true treasures of spirit as Friendliness. 
Sadomasochism — command and subjection — is the only 
emotional material of magic mentality. It is felt emotionally (we 
are talking of psychic energy) as two opposite gravitations of cyclic 
homeostasis — Self-worship and In-love-sickness. This is dead 
energy founded on Fear of supernatural forces as absurd data 
provided by magic mentality (Ego and SuperEgo). Fear 
of supernatural forces is well learnt in anthropology as basic order 
of magic mentality of savages. These emotions (unlike the 
emotions of spirit) are not positive, they have in bottom fear and 
hatred, are not true, for they are based on absurd data, and are not 
lively for this is automatisms of dead energy. And this absurd, 
dead, painful energy is emotional material of sadomasochism 
of Royal Madness (synonyms with Leviathan) 

The stupid word «love» brings great confusion embracing 
Friendliness of Spirit and Sadomasochism of self-worship and in- 
love-sickness as a one the same phenomenon of human passion 
termed «love». This is why | suggest to escape the usage of the 
term and to replace it in this volume with two opposite terms: 
Friendliness of Spirit (Field of Intellect) and Sadomasochism (self- 
worship and in-lovesickness) of magic mentality (Field of Ego- 
system). 

We should bear in mind that these relations are beyond sex 
relations: in normal community Friendliness is relations of all 
humans, men with men, women with women, and men with 
men. In due course, it is the same with Sadomasochism 
in abnormal society of Leviathans: sadomasochism is relations 
of men and men, women and women and men with women. 
This is why Mill sys that to beat Sadomasochism we must 
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attack at the very citadel — in relations between men and 
women. 

It was stupid magic mentality which appointed 
Sadomasochism of self-worship and in-love-sickness as a «Great 
Romantic Love», for such love between man and woman is as great 
as any other similar relations of Royal Madness where one side 
imagines itself a God (self-worship) and other side is enchanted 
to be a food of God — the essentials of slavery of Leviathans. 
Where it comes to sex or not doesn’t matter in this respect — this 
may occur, may not, may occur between opposite sex or between 
men (or women). The relations are of psychic character not 
of biological. And always has in there foundation fear and hatred. 
Let us remember anecdote narrated by Aristotle in this respect 
when some tyrant absorbed in self-worship derided his male 
favorite at breakfast asking him if he felt pregnant after passionate 
night of love. And was killed in that same minute. 

| entirely share Byron’s, Lessing’s, Flaubert’s and Tolstoy’s scorn 
for Romantic Literature. | don’t know Any composition on Romantic 
love worth to be termed literature. And «Romeo and _ Julia» 
by Shakespeare is at bottom condemnation of romance not 
idolization, | will demonstrate this in another place. In his 
«Othello» Shakespeare says directly that romantic love is morbid 
delirium where «man devours his wife». 

And conversely with Poetry of True Friendliness. Is there still 
more beautiful pieces of literature that those of Priam and Hector, 
Achilles and Patroclus, or Duma’s musketeers? 

Let me therefore bestow the Crown of greatest Treasure 
of Mankind — the Crown of Friendship on heads of geniuses of all 
times who succeeded in friendship no less than Jesus and his 
12 Apostles and serenity of primary Christianity — Plinius and 
Tacitus (and all their other multiple friends), Vergilius and Horace 
(and other their friends), Plutarch and Hadrian, Antoninus Pius and 
Marc Aurelius, Persius and Cornutus, Petus and Helvetius, Herzen 
and Ogarev, Tolstoy and Chekhov, Flaubert, Zola, Turgenev and 
George Sand, Russell and Schweitzer, Brahms and Shuman, Byron 
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and Shelly, Goethe and Schiller, Russell and Einstein, Einstein and 
Laue — and many many other great people who always succeed 
to know the true power of being guests of Royal House of the God 


and the true wealth of capacity of Spirit to Friendship. 
Ultimately this friendliness overcomes boundaries of Space 


and Time so that Spirit identifies its oneness with those 


of mankind who possessed it in all times: 


B. Russell, «Conquest of Happiness»: 


«lf | had the power to organise higher education | should seek to make 
young people vividly aware of the past, vividly realising that the future 
of man will in all likelihood be immeasurably longer than his past, 
profoundly conscious of the minuteness of the planet upon which we 
live and of the fact that life on this planet is only a temporary incident; 
and at the same time with these facts which tend to emphasise the 
insignificance of the individual | should present quite another set 

of facts designed to impress upon the mind of the young the greatness 
of which the individual is capable, and the knowledge that throughout 
all the depths of stellar space nothing of equal value is known to us.

vicissitudes of his outward life he will remain in the depths of his 
being a happy man. 


To like many people spontaneously and without effort is perhaps the 
greatest of all sources of personal happiness. | spoke also in the last 
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paragraph of what | call a friendly interest in things. This phrase may 
perhaps seem forced; it may be said that it is impossible to feel 
friendly to things. Nevertheless, there is something analogous 
to friendliness in the kind of interest that a geologist takes in rocks, or 
an archaeologist in ruins, and this interest ought to be an element 
in our attitude to individuals or societies». 


Henry Geiger in introduction to Maslow’s «Farther reaches 
of human nature» cited the Maslow’s letter: 


«Sometime between 1966 and 1968-the letter is undated-he wrote: I’m 
still vulnerable to my idiotic memory. Once it frightened me-| had 
some of the characteristics of brain tumor, but finally | thought I'd 
accepted it.... | live so much in my private world of Platonic essences, 
having all sorts of conversations with Plato & Socrates and trying 

to convince Spinoza and Bergson of things, & getting mad at Locke 

and Hobbes, that | only appear to others to be living in the world. I’ve 
had so much trouble... because | seem to mimic being conscious & 
interpersonal, | even carry on conversations and look intellectual. But 
then there is absolute and complete amnesia-and then I’m in trouble 
with my family No one can say that these dialogues were «unreal.» 
They bore too many fruits». 


A. Maslow gives his own account on this phenomenon in 
book. 


«Transcendence. of time. For example, my experience of being bored 

in an academic procession and feeling slightly ridiculous in cap and 
lawn, and suddenly slipping over into being a symbol and\or the 
aspect of eternity rather than just a bored and irritated individual 

in the moment and in the specific place. My vision or imagining was 

that the academic procession stretched way, way out into the future 

far, far away further than | could see. and it had Socrates at its head, 

and the implication was. | suppose, that many of the people far ahead 
had been there and in previous generations. and that | was a successor 
and a follower of all the great academics and professors and 
intellectuals. Then the vision WIS also of the procession stretching out 
behind me into a dim. hazy infinity where there were people not yet 
born who would join the academic procession, the procession 

of scholars. of intellectuals, of scientists and philosophers. And 

| thrilled at being in such a procession and felt the great dignity of it, 
of my robes, and even of myself as a person who belonged in this 
procession. That is. | became a symbol; | stood for something outside 
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my own skin. | was not exactly an individual. | was also a «role» of the 
eternal teacher. | was the Platonic essence of the teacher. This kind 

of transcendence of time is also true in another sense, namely that 

| can feel friendly, in a very personal and affectionate way, with 
Spinoza, Abraham Lincoln, Jefferson, William James, Whitehead. etc., as 
if they still lived. Which is to say that in specific ways they do still Live». 


3. ROYAL MADNESS AND SADOMASOCHISM. 
DON’T FAIL TO USE THE TERM «LOVE» 


It is this what constitutes foundation of States — the universal 
natural law of Royal House of God (The Church, the Civitas Dei) 
and the oneness of people in positive emotions of Friendliness: 
conscience, compassion, respect and admiration of beauty of Spirit 
in each other. 

Hobbs says in «Leviathan» that the reverse is truth: the State is 
Will of One (the man in Command, The King and Emperor) whose 
will had devoured the wills of his subjects because of «contract» 
between them — they abdicated from their volition in favor 
of Absolute Will of Prince for all times. Russo and Locke laughed 
Hobbs down. Like all advocates of Physical Control Hobbs on the 
side of Violence, Iron Sword, Falsehood, and Fear and denies the 
Ethics of Friendliness and the Rule of Natural Law (he is Empiricist 
known as opponent of Descartes). 

Locke, «Two treatises on government»: 


«Slavery is so vile and miserable an estate of man, and so directly 
opposite to the generous temper and courage of our nation, that it is 
hardly to be conceived that an Englishman, much less a gentleman, 
should 

plead for it. And truly | should have taken sir Robert Filmer’s Patriarcha, 
as any other treatise, which would persuade all mere that they are 
slaves, 

and ought to be so, for such another exercise of wit as was his 
who writ 

the encomium of Nero; rather than for a serious discourse, meant in 
earnest: had not the gravity of the title and epistle, the picture in the 
front of the book, and the applause that followed it, required me to 
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| believe that the author and publisher were both in earnest». 


For the Royal Madness of Leviathans the reverse is the true. 
The absurdity of cyclic homeostasis of magic mentality manifests 
in destruction of both — the true power and true wealth — 
through the war of everybody with each other for the magic Crown 
which gives the omnipotence of «a man in command». This Crown 
of Madness is always Crown of Blood for it is endless and 
senseless war for the magic omnipotence which robs people from 
their true power and treasure — the oneness of friendliness and 
the scientific control. Certainly, the disease of Royal madness 
should concentrate and aggravate in royal families, where little 
children are driven mad by upbringing and education.

This was the first 
appearance of military force in the world, the result being a brutal 
despotism, which does not seem to have been animated by any moral 
or religious idea.

crouching on all fours and saddled like a horse. One of his 
grandmothers,

KING HENRY’S end was tragic. He would gladly have shared his empire 
between his sons, but they hated each other and they all betrayed him.

returned from a mission to Philip Augustus bearing a list of the 

English traitors whom he had found at the French court, It was 

headed by John, his favourite son, Seeing his father in danger, 

John too had turned traitor, «You have said enough!» cried the 

King, *! care nought now for myself nor for the world!» After 

which he became delirious, and died of a haemorrhage. Henry E 

had been a great king, a cynic, a realist, and stern, but on the whole 

a well-doer» 
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4. MACHIAVELLI IN HIGH PRAISE OF ROYAL 
MADNESS 


— The Crown of Magic Absurdity: 

— Goal: Man in command of his community, The Magic Crown 
of Omnipotence 

Machiavelli’s Prince is poem, The Song on Greatness of the 
Ruler of the State — the Crown of Man in Command. The only 
Greatness of man he is capable to conceive: he talks of this as 
a matter of fact 


«But above all a ruler must make sure that everything he does gives 
people the impression that he is a great man of remarkable abilities». 


Spencer and Mommsen knew, unlike the Machiavelli, that 
there is nothing «great» in kings as tyrants «in command» of their 
community for they are always ready to subdue to the greater 
force: this is general rule (the law) of Physical control. Spencer 
underscored this fact in his definition of barbaric magic mentality, 
Mommzen in his famous history of Rome: 


«All the Hellenistic states had thus been completely subjected to the 
protectorate of Rome, and the whole empire of Alexander the 
Great had 

fallen to the Roman commonwealth just as if the city had inherited 
it from 

his heirs. From all sides kings and ambassadors flocked to Rome to 
congratulate her; and they showed that fawning is never more 
abject than 

when kings are in the antechamber. King Massinissa, who only desisted 
from presenting himself in person on being expressly prohibited from 
doing 

so, ordered his son to declare that he regarded himself as merely the 
beneficiary, and the Romans as the true proprietors, of his 
kingdom, and 

that he would always be content with what they were willing 
to leave to 

him. There was at least truth in this. But Prusias king of Bithynia, who had 
to atone for his neutrality, bore off the palm in this contest of flattery; 
he fell 
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on his face when he was conducted into the senate, and did homage 
to «the 

delivering gods.» As he was so thoroughly contemptible, Polybius 
tells us, 

they gave him a polite reply, and presented him with the fleet 
of Perseus». 


— The Crown of Vice (destruction of ethics: dishonesty, 
treachery and cruelty): 

The end justifies means: No Ethics of energy of Friendliness 
(Conscience and honesty), Only the Might is Right. The Falsehood, 
the Violence, The robbery and the War — always with everyone 
inward terms of war. This is the general rule with Physical control: 
«good and bad» revolves around «command and_ slavery» 
of sadomasochism, not around «virtue and vice» of ethics 
of Friendliness. Hypocrisy: Falsehood as basic order of Physical 
control of Sadomasochism. To subdue and to bully people you 
must lie to them to diminish their resistance 


«a ruler must take care to avoid the disgrace that goes with the kind 
of failings that could lose him his position. As for failings that wouldn't 
lead to his losing power, he should avoid them if he can; but if he 
can’t, he needn’t worry too much. In the same way, he mustn’t be 
concerned about the bad reputation that comes with those negative 
qualities that are almost essential if he is to hold on to power. If you 
think about it, there’ll always be something that looks morally right 
but would actually lead a ruler to disaster, and something else that 
looks wrong but will bring security and success. 

Hence, if a ruler wants to survive, he’ll have to learn to stop being 
good, at least when the occasion demands». 

«So if a leader does what it takes to win power and keep it, his 
methods will always be reckoned honourable and widely praised. The 
crowd is won over by appearances and final results. And the world is 
all crowd: the dissenting few find no space so long as the majority 
have any grounds at all for their opinions. There’s a certain king 
today* — I'd better not call him by name — who never stops preaching 
peace and trust and is actually sworn enemy to both; and if he had 
ever practised either he would have lost his authority or his kingdom 
many times over». 


— The Crown of Blood: 
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«Giovanni, therefore, did not fail in any attentions due 

to his nephew, and he caused him to be honourably 
received by the Fermians, and he lodged him in his own 
house, where, having passed some days, and having 
arranged what was necessary for his wicked designs, 
Oliverotto gave a solemn banquet to which he invited 
Giovanni Fogliani and the chiefs of Fermo. When the 
viands and all the other entertainments that are usual in 
such banquets were finished, Oliverotto artfully began 
certain grave discourses, speaking of the greatness of Pope 
Alexander and his son Cesare, and of their enterprises, to 
which discourse Giovanni and others answered; but he 
rose at once, saying that such matters ought to be discussed 
in a more private place, and he betook himself to a 
chamber, whither Giovanni and the rest of the citizens 
went in after him. No sooner were they seated than 
soldiers issued from secret places and slaughtered Giovanni 
and the rest. After these murders Oliverotto, mounted on 
horseback, rode up and down the town and besieged the 
chief magistrate in the palace, so that in fear the people 
were forced to obey him, and to form a government, of 
which he made himself the prince. He killed all the 
malcontents who were able to injure him, and 
strengthened himself with new civil and military 
ordinances, in such a way that, in the year during which 

he held the principality, not only was he secure in the city 
of Fermo, but he had become formidable to all his 
neighbours. And his destruction would have been as 
difficult as that of Agathocles if he had not allowed himself 
to be overreached by Cesare Borgia, who took him with 
the Orsini and Vitelli at Sinigalia, as was stated above. 
Thus one year after he had committed this parricide, he 
was strangled, together with Vitellozzo, whom he had 
made his leader in valour and wickedness» 


— The Crown of Sadomasochism: 


And indeed, Machiavelli knows nothing of Spirit and 


Friendliness («Because this is to be asserted in general of men, 
that they are ungrateful, fickle, false, cowardly, covetous» — he 
says). Like for Hobbs his «natural relations of people» are relations 
of permanent war for power. And his emotional material is 
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material of Fear and Violence of Sadomasochism. He _ highly 
praises Cesare Borgia for his beastly cruelty and he ends with 
conclusion that «fortune is a woman and therefore you must slap 
and thrust her to have success». This is not merely coincidence — 
this is general rule of Physical control: the only «love» they know 
is «slaps and thrusts» of ongoing war with everyone. No wonder, 
that every single instance he brought as illustration of «greatness 
of Man in Command» ended in lost of that great man all his bloody 
power. This is also general rule of Physical control of cyclic 
homeostasis: this is cycles between rise and fall. | tried 
to demonstrate this on interpretation in terms of Energetics of the 
study of Porras and Collins of Stanford University on «Built to last» 
to be the perfect instance of this rule: those companies with 
physical control had temporary success while «visionary 
companies» endures up to our days. 


«whether it be better to be loved than feared or feared than loved? It 
may be 

answered that one should wish to be both, but, because it 

is difficult to unite them in one person, it is much safer to 

be feared than loved, when, of the two, either must be 

dispensed with. Because this is to be asserted in general of 

men, that they are ungrateful, fickle, false, cowardly, 

covetous, and as long as you succeed they are yours 

entirely; they will offer you their blood, property, life, and 

children, as is said above, when the need is far distant; but 

when it approaches they turn against you. And that prince 

who, relying entirely on their promises, has neglected 

other precautions, is ruined; because friendships that are 

obtained by payments, and not by greatness or nobility of 

mind, may indeed be earned, but they are not secured, 

and in time of need cannot be relied upon; and men have 

less scruple in offending one who is beloved than one who 

is feared, for love is preserved by the link of obligation 

which, owing to the baseness of men, is broken at every 

opportunity for their advantage; but fear preserves you by 

a dread of punishment which never fails». 

«To conclude then: fortune varies but men go on regardless. When 
their approach suits the times they're successful, and when it doesn’t 
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they're not. My opinion on the matter is this: it’s better to be impulsive 
than cautious; fortune is female and if you want to stay on top of her 
you have to slap and thrust. You’ll see she’s more likely to yield that 
way than to men who go about her coldly. And being a woman she 
likes her men young, because they're not so cagey, they're wilder and 
more daring when they master her». 


5. BLOODY TEARS OF SHAKESPEARE ON DISEASE 
OF ROYAL MADNESS 


Shakespeare's attitude is that of those great Men of Spirit who 
understands that Physical control in pursuit of Crown of Personal 
Omnipotence is but deplorable mental disease for a man himself 
and catastrophe and disaster for any state bleeding under wars 
of such mad men:

Conscience is but a word that cowards use, Devised at first to keep the 
strong in awe: Our strong arms be our conscience, swords our law. 
March on, join bravely, let us to’t pell-mell; If not to heaven, then hand 
in hand to hell». 


While Machiavelli celebrates the victory of mad princes all 
over the world taking for granted that even Popes behave the 
same way in pursuit of power and money, Shakespeare shed 
a bloody tears over the catastrophe of victory of physical control. 
For indeed, this was really fact and still partially remains the fact 
that Physical control of Machiavelli had won its temporary victory 
all over the world.

While Machiavelli celebrates the Prince of State for his 


wickedness and cruelty, for his treachery and falsehood which 
afforded him to achieve the Crown, to become the Man 
in Command, the Ruler, and asserts that the Greatness of the stand 


of Ruler justifies everything, 
Shakespeare envisages the cosmic tragedy of mankind 


in Murder of Friendliness as basic human energy of Spirit. It is not 
Crowns of legitimate kings usurped by tyrants that he is crying 
in his tragedies. It is lost of Human energy of Friendliness, 
of Innocence, of Brotherhood in favor of stupid madness of magic 
mentality provoking endless absurd wars. His Richard Ill is not 
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great Prince of Machiavelli proud with his treacherous mastery 

to deceive and kill people. He is a mad man who understands that 

the greatest harm he had down to himself sacrificing his 

conscience to pursuit of command position of the Prince.

1. «MY WAR BEGAN IN AUGUST 1997»: «DEAD 
ENERGY: COLD, VERY COLD» 


«He seems to have felt sane only in active combat», — says 
By Alexandra Jacobs in review of «Spare» in New York times. 
Indeed, this is the leit-motif of entire memoirs. Prince Harry is 
a solder and always will be solder, he underscores. He «confesses 
that he was happy at patriotic war», if there is a war on the 
planet — «sign him up». If there is a fight he cannot get enough 
of it: «More, please». 

And this innate state of war «began in August 1997» he 
records, with death of his mother Diana Spencer. 


While his mother was alive he didn’t feel the «dead and cold 
energy» of Royal Madness which troubled Diana so much (from 
her own words). But with her departure the hell broke out and 
made him feel himself an war invalid with «post-traumatic 
stress»: 

Prince Harry, «Spare»: 
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«l’d empathized with them, deeply, and yet never made the connection. 
It never occurred to me that I, too, was suffering from post-traumatic 
stress. Despite all my work with wounded soldiers, all my efforts on 
their behalf, all my struggles to create a games that would spotlight 
their condition, it never dawned on me that | was a wounded soldier. 
And my war didn’t begin in Afghanistan. It began in August 1997». 


Prince Harry, «Spare»: 


..AS A ROYAL YOU WERE ALWAYS TAUGHT to maintain a buffer zone 
between you and the rest of Creation. Even working a crowd you 
always kept a discreet distance between Yourself and Them. Distance 
was right, distance was safe, distance was survival. Distance was an 
essential bit of being royal, no less than standing on the balcony, 
waving to the crowds outside Buckingham Palace, your family all 
around you. Of course, family included distance as well. No matter how 
much you might love someone, you could never cross that chasm 
between, say, monarch and child. Or Heir and Spare. Physically, but 
also emotionally. It wasn’t just Willy's edict about giving him space; the 
older generation maintained a nearly zero-tolerance prohibition on all 
physical contact. No hugs, no kisses, no pats. Now and then, maybe 
a light touching of cheeks... on special occasions. But in Africa none 
of this was true. 

..Sitting directly behind her, | couldn’t help thinking the same thing. 
To see her tapping her foot, and swaying in time, | wanted to hug her, 
though of course | didn’t. Out of the question. | never had done and 
couldn’t imagine any circumstance under which such an act might be 
sanctioned. There was a famous story about Mummy trying to hug 
Granny. It was actually more a lunge than a hug, if eyewitnesses can be 
believed; Granny swerved to avoid contact, and the whole thing ended 
very awkwardly, with averted eyes and murmured apologies. Every 
time | tried to picture the scene it reminded me of a thwarted 
pickpocketing, or a rugby tap-tackle. | wondered, watching Granny rock 
out to Brian May, if Pa ever tried? Probably not. When he was five or 
six, Granny left him, went off on a royal tour lasting several months, 
and when she returned, she offered him a firm handshake. Which may 
have been more than he ever got from Grandpa». 


And yet he didn’t blame monarchy and its Royal Madness, he 
blames Press and common people for forgetting times when 
«royals were considered divine»: 

Prince Harry, «Spare»: 
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«Let them have their education in peace». Apparently that agreement 
had now expired, because there | was, splattered across the front page, 
made out to seem a delicate flower. Or an ass. Or both. And knocking 
on death’s door. | read the article several times. Despite the somber 
subtext — something's very wrong with Prince Harry — | marveled at 
its tone: larky. My existence was just fun and games to these people. 
| wasn’t a human being to them. | wasn’t a fourteen-year-old boy 
hanging on by his fingernails. | was a cartoon character, a glove puppet 
to be manipulated and mocked for fun. So what if their fun made my 
already difficult days more difficult, made me a laughingstock before 
my schoolmates, not to mention the wider world? So what if they were 
torturing a child? All was justified because | was royal, and in their 
minds royal was synonymous with non-person. Centuries ago royal 
men and women were considered divine; now they were insects. What 
fun, to pluck their wings. Pa’s office lodged a formal complaint, publicly 
demanded an apology, accused the paper of bullying his younger son. 
The newspaper told Pa’s office to sod off». 


This cold, dead energy of Monarchy drives him mad now when 
Mummy is gone, he didn’t notice it then when her tender «over- 
mothering» with rich hugs and cuddles kept his childhood 
in secure comfort. Now Mummy is gone and the hell of Royal 
Madness where everyone is rival to everyone confronted him with 
its bare countenance.

Hence, we had to be destroyed. 

...Sadly, we were going to have to flee. We’d need to find somewhere 
new, and 

soon, and that would mean paying for our own security. | went back 
to my 

notebooks, started contacting security firms again. Meg and | sat down 
to work 
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out exactly how much security we could afford, and how much house. 
Exactly 

then, while we were revising our budget, word came down: Pa was 
cutting me 

off. 

| recognized the absurdity, a man in his mid-thirties being financially 
cut off 

by his father. But Pa wasn’t merely my father, he was my boss, my 
banker, my 

comptroller, keeper of the purse strings throughout my adult life. 
Cutting me off 

therefore meant firing me, without redundancy pay, and casting me 
into the void 

after a lifetime of service. More, after a lifetime of rendering me 
otherwise 

unemployable. 

| felt fatted for the slaughter. Suckled like a veal calf. Pd never asked 
to be 

financially dependent on Pa. I’d been forced into this surreal state, this 
unending Truman Show in which | almost never carried money, never 
owned a 

car, never carried a house key, never once ordered anything online, 
never 

received a single box from Amazon, almost never traveled on the 
Underground. 

(Once, at Eton, on a theater trip.) Sponge, the papers called me. But 
there’s a 

big difference between being a sponge and being prohibited from 
learning 

independence. After decades of being rigorously and systematically 
infantilized, 

| was now abruptly abandoned, and mocked for being immature? 
For not 

standing on my own two feet? 

The question of how to pay for a home and security kept Meg and me 
awake 

at nights. We could always spend some of my inheritance from 
Mummy, we 

said, but that felt like a last resort. 


.-SOON AFTER THAT DAY it was announced that the two royal 
households, 
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Cambridge and Sussex, would no longer share an office. We’d no 
longer be 

working together in any capacity. The Fab Four...finis. 

Reaction was about as expected. The public groaned, journalists 
brayed. The 

more disheartening response was from my family. Silence. They never 
commented publicly, never said anything privately to me. | never 
heard from 

Pa, never heard from Granny. It made me think, really think, about the 
silence 

that surrounded everything else that happened to me and Meg. |’d 
always told 

myself that, just because everyone in my family didn’t explicitly 
condemn press 

attacks, it didn’t mean they condoned them. But now | asked: Is that 
true? How 

do | know? If they never say anything, why do | so often assume that 
| know 

how they feel? 

And that they’re unequivocally on our side? 

Everything I’d been taught, everything I’d grown up believing about the 
family, and about the monarchy, about its essential fairness, its job 
of uniting 

rather than dividing, was being undermined, called into question. Was 
it all 

fake? Was it all just a show? Because if we couldn’t stand up for one 
another, 

rally around our newest member, our first biracial member, then what 
were we 

really? Was that a true constitutional monarchy? Was that a real 
family? 

Isn’t «defending each other» the first rule of every family?» 


And yet, he still manifests immaturity and helplessness. He 


struggles to keep afloat: he is not Byron, who left England waging 
war to monarchy and glorifying freedom of antiquity. He is not 
Bertrand Russell another great aristocrat of England who set up 
to write political theories on freedom and international socialism. 
Prince Harry lacks cohesion in his deeds and outlook: re remains 
loyal monarchist though he is no more a captain of British Army, 


his father ruled to dump him from Army too. 
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Prince Harry, «Spare»: 


«We played games. One day Hide and Seek, the next Capture the 
Flag. But 

whatever the game it was always an excuse for a massive scrap, and 
whatever the 

scrap, there were no winners because there were no rules. Hair-pulling, 
eyegouging, 

arm-twisting, sleeper holds, all was fair in love and war and at 
Hugh and 

Emilie’s country house. 

Maybe | just wanted to feel something. Whatever my motivation, my 
simple 

philosophy when it came to scrapping was: More, please. 

When THERE WERE NO other boys around, no other common enemies, 
Willy and | would turn on each other. It happened most often in the 
back seat while Pa drove us somewhere. A country house, say.... Behind 
us, | could just make out the future King of England, plotting his 
revenge. 

On many nights | didn’t understand most of what was taking place or 
being said onstage. But when | did understand, worse for me. The 
words burned. They troubled. Why would | want to hear about a grief- 
stricken kingdom «contracted in one brow of woe»? That just put me 
in mind of August 1997. The one piece of literature | remember 
enjoying, even savoring, was a slender American novel. Of Mice and 
Men by John Steinbeck. We were assigned it in our English divs. A story 
about friendship, about brotherhood, about Loyalty, it was filled with 
themes | found relatable. George and Lennie put me in mind of Willy 
and me. Two pals, two nomads, going through the same things, 
watching each other's back. As Steinbeck has one character say: «A guy 
needs somebody — to be near him. A guy goes nuts if he ain't got 
nobody.» So true. | wanted to share it with Willy. Too bad he was still 
pretending not to know me. 

| wanted to ask Willy what it was like to have such a man minding him, 
guiding him, but apparently the Eton rule carried over to Botswana: 
Willy didn’t want to know me in the bush any more than he did back at 
school. 

..Did Marko tell me why? Or did | learn only later that the guiding 
force behind this putrid strategy was the same spin doctor Pa and 
Camilla had recently hired, the same spin doctor who'd leaked the 
details of our private summits with Camilla? This spin doctor, Marko 
said, had decided that the best approach in this case would be to spin 
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me — right under the bus. In one swoop this would appease the editor 
and also bolster the sagging reputation of Pa. Amid all this 
unpleasantness, all this extortion and gamesmanship, the spin doctor 
had discovered one silver lining, one shiny consolation prize for Pa. No 
more the unfaithful husband, Pa would now be presented to the world 
as the harried single dad coping with a drug-addled child. 

..Spread over seven pages inside the newspaper were all the lies 
Marko had presented to me, and many more. The story not only had 
me down as a habitual drug user, it had me recently going to rehab. 
Rehab! The editor had got her mitts on some photos of Marko and me 
paying a visit to a suburban rehab center, months earlier, a typical part 
of my princely charitable work, and she’d repurposed the photos, made 
them visual aids for her libelous fiction. | gazed at the photos and read 
the story in shock. | felt sickened, horrified. | imagined everyone, all my 
countrymen and countrywomen, reading these things, believing them. 
| could hear people all across the Commonwealth gossiping about me. 
Crikey, the boy’s a disgrace. His poor dad — after all he’s been through? 
More, | felt heartbroken at the idea that this had been partly the work 
of my own family, my own father and future stepmother. They'd 
abetted this nonsense. For what? To make their own lives a bit easier? 
| phoned Willy. | couldn’t speak. He couldn't either. He was 
sympathetic, and more. (Raw deal, Harold.) At moments he was even 
angrier about the whole thing than | was, because he was privy 
to more details about the spin doctor and the backroom dealings that 
had led to this public sacrifice of the Spare. And yet, in the same 
breath, he assured me that there was nothing to be done. This was Pa. 
This was Camilla. This was royal life. 

.. he papers were awash with stories about Willy being lazy, and the 
press 

had taken to calling him «Work-shy Wills,» which was obscene, grossly 
unfair, because he was busy having children and raising a family. 
(Kate was 

pregnant again.) Also, he was still beholden to Pa, who controlled the 
purse 

strings. He did as much as Pa wanted him to do, and sometimes that 
wasn't 

much, because Pa and Camilla didn’t want Willy and Kate getting 
loads of 

publicity. Pa and Camilla didn’t like Willy and Kate drawing 
attention away 

from them or their causes. They'd openly scolded Willy about it many 
times. 
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Case in point: Pa’s press officer berated Willy’s team when Kate was 
scheduled to visit a tennis club on the same day Pa was doing an 
engagement. Told that it was too late to cancel the visit, Pa’s press 
officer 

warned: Just make sure the Duchess doesn’t hold a tennis racquet 
in any of 

the photos! 

Such a winning, fetching photo would undoubtedly wipe Pa and 
Camilla 

off the front pages. And that, in the end, couldn't be tolerated. 

Willy told me that both he and Kate felt trapped, and unfairly 
persecuted, 

by the press and by Pa and Camilla, so | felt some need to carry the 
banner 

for all three of us in 2015. But selfishly, | also didn’t want the press 
coming 

for me. To be called lazy? | shuddered. | never wanted to see that word 
attached to my name. The press had called me stupid for most of my 
life, 

and naughty, and racist, but if they dared to call me lazy... 

...But you're further down the line of succession. 

Couldn’t be happier for Willy and Kate. 

The journalist pressed: Fifth in line — hm. No longer even the Spare of 
the Spare. 

| thought: First of all, it’s a good thing to be farther from the center of a 
volcano. Second, what kind of monster would think of himself and his 
place 

in the line of succession at such a time, rather than welcoming 
a new life 

into the world? 

I'd once heard a courtier say that when you were fifth or sixth 
in line you 

were «only a plane crash away.» | couldn’t imagine living that way. 

The journalist persisted. Didn’t the birth make me question my 
choices? 

Choices? 

Isnt it time you settled down? 

..Then I’d turn in early. Solitary life. Strange life. | felt Lonely, but 
lonely was better than panicky. | was just beginning to discover a few 
healthy remedies to my panic, but until | felt surer of them, until | felt 
on more solid ground, | was leaning on this one decidedly unhealthy 
remedy. Avoidance. | was an agoraphobe. Which was nearly impossible 
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given my public role. After one speech, which couldn’t be avoided or 
canceled, and during which I’d nearly fainted, Willy came up to me 
backstage. Laughing. Harold! Look at you! You're drenched. | couldn't 
fathom his reaction. Him of all people. He’d been present for my very 
first panic attack. With Kate. We were driving out to a polo match 
in Gloucestershire, in their Range Rover. | was in the back and Willy 
peered at me in the rearview. He saw me sweating, red-faced. You all 
right, Harold? No, | wasn’t. It was a trip of several hours and every few 
miles | wanted to ask him to pull over so | could jump out and try 
to catch my breath. He knew something was up, something bad. He’d 
told me that day or soon after that | needed help. And now he was 
teasing me? | couldn’t imagine how he could be so insensitive. 
..5omething had happened between him and Pa and Camilla. | couldn’t 
get the 

whole story, he was talking too fast, and was way too upset. He was 
seething 

actually. | gathered that Pa and Camilla’s people had planted a story or 
stories 

about him and Kate, and the kids, and he wasn’t going to take it 
anymore. Give 

Pa and Camilla an inch, he said, they take a mile. 

They've done this to me for the last time. 

| got it. They’d done the same to me and Meg as well. 

But it wasn’t them, technically, it was the most gung-ho member 
of Pa’s 

comms team, a true believer who'd devised and launched a new 
campaign of 

getting good press for Pa and Camilla at the expense of bad press for 
us. For 

some time this person had been peddling unflattering stories, fake 
stories, about 

the Heir and Spare, to all the papers. | suspected that this person had 
been the 

lone source for stories about a hunting trip I'd made to Germany in 2017, 
stories that made me out to be some fat-bottomed seventeenth- 
century baron 

who craved blood and trophies, when in reality | was working with 
German 

farmers to cull wild boar and save their crops. | believed the story 
had been 

offered as a straight swap, in exchange for greater access to Pa, and 
also asa 
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reward for the suppression of stories about Camilla’s son, who'd been 
gadding 

around London, generating tawdry rumors. | was displeased about 
being used 

like this, and livid about it being done to Meg, but | had to admit it was 
happening much more often lately to Willy. And he was justifiably 
incandescent. 

He’d already confronted Pa once about this woman, face-to-face. 
I'd gone 

along for moral support. The scene took place at Clarence House, 
in Pa’s study. 

| remember the windows being wide open, the white curtains blowing 
in and 

out, so it must’ve been a warm night. Willy put it to Pa: How can you 
be letting 

a stranger do this to your sons? 

Pa instantly got upset. He began shouting that Willy was paranoid. 
We both 

were. Just because we were getting bad press, and he was getting 
good, that 

didn’t mean his staff was behind it. 

But we had proof. Reporters, inside actual newsrooms, assuring us 
that this 

woman was selling us out. 

Pa refused to listen. His response was churlish, pathetic. Granny 
has her 

person, why can’t | have mine? 

..For instance, Tatler magazine quoting an old Etonian saying I'd 
married Meg because «foreigners» like her are «easier» than girls «with 
the right background.» Or the Daily Mail saying Meg was «upwardly 
mobile,» because she’d gone from «slaves to royalty» in just 150 years. 
Or the social media posts about her being a «yacht girl» and an 
«escort,» or calling her a «gold-digger,» and «a whore,» and «a bitch,» 
and «a slut,» and the N-word — repeatedly. Some of those posts were 
in the comments section on the pages of all three Palaces’ social media 
accounts — and still hadn’t been expunged. Or the tweet that said: 
«Dear Duchess, I’m not saying that | hate you but | hope your next 
period happens in a shark tank.» Or the revelation of racist texts from 
Jo Marney, girlfriend of UKIP leader Henry Bolton, including one saying 
that my «black American» fiancée would «taint» the Royal Family, 
setting the stage for «a black king,» and another averring that Ms. 
Marney would never have sex with «a Negro.» «This is Britain, not 
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Africa.» Or the Mail complaining that Meg couldn’t keep her hands off 
her baby bump, that she was rubbing it and rubbing it as if she were 
a succubus. Things had got so out of hand, seventy-two women 
in Parliament, from both main parties, had condemned the «colonial 
undertones» of all newspaper coverage of The Duchess of Sussex. 
None of these things had merited one comment, public or private, from 
my family. | knew how they rationalized it all, saying it was no different 
from what Camilla got. Or Kate. But it was different. One study looked 
closely at four hundred vile tweets about Meg. Employing a team 
of data specialists and computer analysts the study found that this 
avalanche of hate was wildly atypical, light-years from anything 
directed at Camilla or Kate. A tweet calling Meg «the queen of monkey 
island» had no historical precedent or equivalent. And this wasn’t 
about hurt feelings or bruised egos. Hate had physical effects. There 
was a ton of science showing how unhealthy it is to be publicly hated 
and mocked. Meanwhile, the wider societal effects were even scarier. 
Certain kinds of people are more susceptible to such hate, and incited 
by it. Hence the package of suspicious white powder that had been 
sent to our office, with a disgusting racist note attached. | looked at 
Granny, looked around the room, reminded them that Meg and | had 
been coping with a wholly unique situation, and doing it all 
by ourselves. Our dedicated staff was too small, too young, grossly 
underfunded. The Bee and the Wasp harrumphed and said we 
should’ve let it be known that we were under-resourced. Let it be 
known? | said I’d begged them repeatedly, all of them, and one of our 
top aides had sent in pleas as well — multiple times. Granny looked 
directly at the Bee and the Wasp: Is this true? The Bee looked her right 
in the eye, and, with the Wasp nodding vigorously in assent, said: Your 
Majesty, we never received any of these requests for support. 

....S0 that’s it, then? Just wait till we’re dead and all will be sorted? 
If you could just endure it, darling boy, for a little while, in a funny 
way they'd respect you for it. | laughed. All I’m saying is, don’t take 
it personally. Speaking of taking things personally, | told them 
| might learn to endure the press, and even forgive their abuse, 
| might, but my own family’s complicity — that was going to take 
longer to get over. Pa’s office, Willy's office, enabling these fiends, if 
not outright collaborating? Meg was apparently a bully — that was 
the latest vicious campaign they'd helped orchestrate. It was so 
shocking, so egregious, that even after Meg and | demolished their 
lie with a twenty-five-page, evidence-filled report to Human 
Resources, | was going to have trouble simply shrugging that 
one off. 
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Pa said: You must understand, darling boy, the Institution can’t just tell 
the media what to do! Again, | yelped with laughter. It was like Pa 
saying he couldn't just tell his valet what to do. 

..Since leaving Britain, the attacks on us had been increasing 
exponentially. We had to try something to make it stop. Being silent 
wasn’t working. It was only making it worse. We felt we had no choice. 
Several close mates and beloved figures in my life, including one 
of Hugh and Emilie’s sons, Emilie herself, and even Tiggy, had 
chastised me for Oprah. How could you reveal such things? About your 
family? | told them that | failed to see how speaking to Oprah was any 
different from what my family and their staffs, had done for decades — 
briefing the press on the sly, planting stories. And what about the 
endless books on which they’d cooperated, starting with Pa’s 
1994 crypto-autobiography with Jonathan Dimbleby? Or Camilla’s 
collaborations with the editor Geordie Greig? The only difference was 
that Meg and | were upfront about it. We chose an interviewer who was 
above reproach, and we didn’t once hide behind phrases like «Palace 
sources,» we let people see the words coming out of our mouths». 


2. «| GOT MY WINGS. PA, AS ARMY AIR CORPS 
COLONEL—IN-CHIEF, PINNED THEM TO MY 
CHEST» 


Patriotism and Physical Control of Leviathans. 

«Treason of Intellectuals» by Benda has an_ historical 
importance because this is the only book which deals Patriotism 
of modern Nationalism on correct terms of assertion of sharp 
antithesis between Physical control and Scientific control. 

The research set forth with all emphasis the catastrophe 
of policy of Patriotism as a Physical control of Leviathans which 
had imperiled all conquests of democracy throughout the world. 
The meaning of the book still waits his acknowledgment and like 
many other books will assume its place altogether with Scientific 
Revolution Energetics. 

Bertrand Russell, Arnold Toynbee, Albert Schweitzer, Herbert 
Wells, Karl Jaspers have formulated severe censure of patriotism as

Prince Harry declares himself in «Spare» a Patriot and 
Monarchist of his Mother Country and asks himself if his mother 
was a patriot. Would the patriot have risked her life in Angola 
to stop the war in the world? | don’t think so. 

| do know that the true aristocracy of mankind hated the mere 
notion of patriotism because it is based on falsehood and fraud. It 
has nothing to do with love to Mother Land or Father Land, it is 
ambition of physical control to subdue people to the will of rulers 
at the expense of Father Land and of people. Say, Byron, Russell, 
Toynbee, Wells thought the policy of patriotism to be corruption 
stemmed from «sordidness and wickedness» of government. 
Einstein, Schweitzer, Renan, Jaspers, Romen Rolland, Tolstoy, 
Salinger — all of them proceded with Plato’s and Cicero’s Natural 
Law (like Locke, Russo, Spinoza, Spencer, Mill, Konte, Proudhon 
and many others). 

Russell says in this respect: 

B. Russell, «Education and social order»: 


«lf the whole process were not covered 

by the glamour of patriotism, its sordidness and wickedness 
would be evident to all sane people. Education could easily, if 
men chose, produce a sense of the solidarity of the human race, 
and of the importance of international co-operation. Within a 
generation, the vehement nationalism from which the world is 
suffering could be extinguished. Within a generation, the tariff 
walls by which we are all making ourselves poor could be lowered, 
the armaments with which we are threatening ourselves 

with death could be abolished, and the spite with which we 

are cutting off our own noses could be replaced by goodwill. 
The nationalism which is now everywhere rampant is mainly a 
product of the schools, and if it is to be brought to an end, a 
different spirit must pervade education». 


Prince Harry, «Spare»: 
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«That flag mesmerized me. Maybe because of my boyish war games. 
Maybe because of my precocious patriotism. Or maybe because I'd 
been hearing rumblings for days about the flag, the flag, the flag. That 
was all anyone could talk about. People were up in arms because the 
flag hadn’t been lowered to half-mast over Buckingham Palace. They 
didn’t care that the Royal Standard never flew at half-mast, no matter 
what, that it flew when Granny was in residence, and didn’t fly when 
she was away, full stop. They cared only about seeing some official 
show of mourning, and they were enraged by its absence. Standing 
before the flag-draped coffin, | asked myself: ls Mummy a patriot? What 
does Mummy really think of Britain? Has anyone bothered to ask her? 
..[t was striking how much of our earliest training was intercut, 
leavened, with poetry. The glory of dying, the beauty of dying, the 
necessity of dying, these concepts were pounded into our heads along 
with the skills to avoid dying. Sometimes it was explicit, but 
sometimes it was right in our faces. Whenever we were herded into 
chapel we’d look up and see etched in stone: Dulce et decorum est pro 
patria mori. Sweet and fitting it is to die for one’s country. Words first 
written by an ancient Roman, an exile, then repurposed by a young 
British soldier who'd died for his country. Repurposed ironically, but no 
one told us that. They certainly weren’t etched ironically into that 
stone. Poetry, for me, was slightly preferable to history. And 
psychology. And military strategy. | wince just remembering those long 
hours, those hard chairs in Faraday Hall and Churchill Hall, reading 
books and memorizing dates, analyzing famous battles, writing essays 
on the most esoteric concepts of military strategy. These, for me, were 
the ultimate trials of Sandhurst. Given a choice, I'd have taken five 
more weeks of boot camp. 

..Shortly before my arrival an FAC got one number wrong when 
reading out the geo coordinates to an American F-15; the result was 
an errant bomb landing on British forces instead of the enemy. Three 
soldiers killed, two horribly maimed. So every word and digit | spoke 
would have consequences. We were «providing support,» that was 
the phrase used constantly, but | realized how euphemistic it was. 
No less than the pilots, we were sometimes delivering death, and 
when it came to death, more so than life, you had to be precise. 
| confess: | was happy. This was important work, patriotic work. | was 
using skills honed in the Dales, and at Sandringham, and all the way 
back to boyhood. Even to Balmoral. There was a bright line 
connecting my stalking with Sandy and my work here now. | was 
a British soldier, on a battlefield, at last, a role for which I’d been 
preparing all my life. 
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..| got my WINGS. Pa, as Army Air Corps Colonel-in-Chief, pinned them 
to my chest. May 2010. Happy day. Pa, wearing his blue beret, officially 
presented me with mine. | put it on and we saluted each other. It felt 
almost more intimate than a hug. Camilla was on hand. And Mummy's 
sisters. And Chels. We were back together. Then broke up soon after. 
We had no choice — yet again. 

..My emotions are complicated on this subject, naturally, but my 
bottom-line position isn’t. Pll forever support my Queen, my 
Commander in Chief, my Granny. Even after she’s gone. My problem has 
never been with the monarchy, nor the concept of monarchy.

Patriotism and Sadomasochism: The Army 

Prince Harry feels so profoundly unhealthy that enjoys the 
traditional bullying of senior officers over the new-recruits. It is 
interesting to contrast the response of normal people, such as 
Salinger, Byron, or Remarque who hate the very thought of military 
discipline as a distilled sadomasochism of command-obedience

On the other hand he 
confessed that he is not religious, quoting some banalities on 
Darwinism as evolution of animal: «Nature was still my God». It is

When the 
whistles blew, when the drill was «over,» some guys couldn’t turn it off.

Week twelve — or maybe thirteen? — 
was guns and grenades. | was a good shot. I’d been shooting rabbits

HOUGH EXHAUSTED, though a bit lonely, | felt radiant. | was in the 
shape of my Li 

was thinking and seeing more clearly than ever before. The feeling 
was not 

unlike that described by people who enter monastic orders. Everything 
felt Lit 

up. 

Press It made me paranoid. Willy too. It made us reconsider Mummy’s 
so-called 

paranoia, view it through a very different Lens. 

What a relief it will be, | thought, to be in a proper war zone, where 
none of this 

is part of my daily calculus. 

Please, put me on a battlefield where there are clear rules 
of engagement. 

Where there’s some sense of honor. 

| was also Widow Six Seven. I’d had plenty of nicknames in my life, but 
this was the first nickname that felt more like an alias. | could really 
and truly hide behind it. For the first time | was just a name, a random 
name, and a random number. No title. And no bodyguard. Is this what 
other people feel like every day? | savored the normality, wallowed 
in it, and also considered how far I’d journeyed to find it. Central 
Afghanistan, the dead of winter, the middle of the night, the midst 
of a war, while speaking to a man fifteen thousand feet above my 
head — how abnormal is your life if that’s the first place you ever feel 
normal?

«Those war movies always do that to me. | don’t think | could stand it 
if | had to go to war. | really couldn't. It wouldn’t be too bad if they’d 
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just take you out and shoot you or something, but you have to stay 
in the Army so goddam Long. That’s the whole trouble. My brother D. B. 
was in the Army for four goddam years. He was in the war, too-he 
landed on D-Day and all-but | really think he hated the Army worse 
than the war. | was practically a child at the time, but | remember 
when he used to come home on furlough and all, all he did was lie on 
his bed, practically. He hardly ever even came in the living room. Later, 
when he went overseas and was in the war and all, he didn’t get 
wounded or anything and he didn’t have to shoot anybody.

Sane people never say: | cannot kill people while | think 
of them as of people. And Therefore | must stop think of them as 
of people — then | can kill them! 

Sane people say the reverse: anyone who kills people for 
whatever purpose he invented — is murderer. You cannot kill 
people because they are people! 

Byron, when mentioning the Sacred war with Evil, as the 
only war justified by God in natural law of Conscience 
(to protect people from Evil) says the same: you can wage war 
to tyrants because they cease to be people waging war 
to innocents to enforce their power.

Naturally, I’d have 
preferred not to have that number on my military CV, on my mind, but 
by the same token I’d have preferred to live in a world in which there 
was no Taliban, a world without war. Even for an occasional 
practitioner of magical thinking like me, however, some realities just 
can’t be changed. 

While in the heat and fog of combat, | didn’t think of those twenty-five 
as people. You can’t kill people if you think of them as people. You 
can’t really harm people if you think of them as people. They were 
chess pieces removed from the board, Bads taken away before they 
could kill Goods.

He said it would be his honor. Then added: And by the by, Captain 
Wales. Fuck this. It’s proper wrong. 

...Question: How do you stop being a soldier, when a soldier is all you’ve 
ever been or wanted to be? 

Answer: You don't. 

Even when you stop being a soldier, you don’t have to stop being a 
soldier. Ever. 

....Africa and Invictus, these had long been the causes closest to my 
heart. But now | wanted to dive in deeper. Over the last year or so I’d 
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spoken to helicopter pilots, veterinary surgeons, rangers, and they all 
told me that a war was on, a war to save the planet.

1. PRINCE HAMLET WITH SKULL OF YORICK 


What | was trying to convey in previous chapters is that while 
Hereditary Monarchy was physical control of Evil Emperors, 
Constitutional Monarchy has been studious attempts of Rule 
of Law of Good Emperors of Rome. And that therefore these two 
forms of government are incompatible by definition: physical 
control and scientific control. 

Prince Harry in his memoirs «Spare» refers to Shakespeare's 
plays and especially to Hamlet more than once. The review of New 
Yorker, 13 Jan, 2023, denotes with this regard that despite 
of Harry’s status as a «not family scholar» he managed with the 
help of the writer of his memoirs to make the voice of great 
English Bard Shakespeare to be heard throughout his confessions: 

The New Yorker 13 jan, 2023 


«King Charles, as he became upon the death of Queen Elizabeth, 
in September, will not find much to like in «Spare,» which may offer 
the most thoroughgoing scything of treacherous royals and their 
scheming courtiers since the Prince of Denmark’s bloody swath through 
the halls of Elsinore. ...Charles is, for the most part, more tenderly 
drawn. In «Spare,» the King is a figure of tragic pathos, whose 
frequently repeated term of endearment for Harry, «darling boy,» most 
often precedes an admission that there is nothing to be done — or, at 
least, nothing he can do — about the burden of their shared lot as 
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members of the nation’s most important, most privileged, most 
scrutinized, most publicly dysfunctional family. As painful as Charles 
must find the book’s revealing content, he might grudgingly approve 
of Harry’s Shakespearean flourishes in delivering it. In «Spare,» Harry 
describes his father’s devotion to Shakespeare. 

..[t was in this bedroom, early in the morning of August 31, 1997, that 
Harry, aged twelve, was awakened by his father, Charles, then the 
Prince of Wales, with the terrible news that had already broken across 
the world: the princes’ mother, Princess Diana, from whom Charles had 
been divorced a year earlier and estranged long before that, had died 
in a car crash in Paris. «He was standing at the edge of the bed, 
looking down,» Harry writes of the moment in which he learned of the 
loss that would reshape his personality and determine the course of his 
life. He goes on to describe his father’s appearance with an unusual 
smile: «His white dressing gown made him seem like a ghost 
in a play.» What ghost would that be, and what play? The big one, 
of course, bearing the name of that other brooding princely Aitch: 
Hamlet. Within the first few pages of «Spare,» Shakespeare’s play is 
alluded to more than once. There’s a jocular reference: «To beard or not 
to beard».» 


Indeed, in his memoirs, Prince Harry associates himself with 


Prince Hamlet: «| opened Hamlet. Hmm: Lonely prince, obsessed 
with dead parent, watches remaining parent fall in love with dead 
parent’s usurper...? | slammed it shut. No, thank you». He 
considered himself, as it is obvious from his observation, in the 
same tragic plight as Hamlet and he had written this directly. He 
asserts thus that one of his parent is dead or killed? For if he is 
alluding on Hamlet's tragedy it was not about dead parent, it was 


on killed parent. 


Prince Harry, «Spare»: 


«When | was about six or seven, Pa went to Stratford and delivered 
a fiery public defense of Shakespeare. Standing in the place where 
Britain’s greatest writer was born and died, Pa decried the neglect 
of Shakespeare’s plays in schools, the fading of Shakespeare from 
British classrooms, and from the nation’s collective consciousness. Pa 
peppered this fiery oration with quotations from Hamlet, Macbeth, 
Othello, The Tempest, The Merchant of Venice — he plucked the lines 
from thin air, like petals from one of his homegrown roses, and tossed 
them into the audience. It was showmanship, but not in an empty way. 
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He was making the point: You should all be able to do this. You should 
all know these lines. They're our shared heritage, we should be 
cherishing them, safeguarding them, and instead we're letting them 
die. | never doubted how much it upset Pa that | was part of the 
Shakespeare-less hordes. And | tried to change. | opened Hamlet. 
Hmm: Lonely prince, obsessed with dead parent, watches remaining 
parent fall in love with dead parent’s usurper...? | slammed it shut. No, 
thank you. 

Opening night, my father sat dead center in a packed Farrer Theatre 
and no one had a better time. Here it was, his dream come true, a son 
performing Shakespeare, and he was getting his money's worth. He 
roared, he howled, he applauded. But, inexplicably, at all the wrong 
moments. His timing was bizarrely off. He sat mute when everyone 
else was laughing. He laughed when everyone else was silent. More 
than noticeable, it was bloody distracting. The audience thought Pa 
was a plant, part of the performance. Who's that over there, laughing at 
nothing? Oh — is that the Prince of Wales? Later, backstage, Pa was all 
compliments. You were wonderful, darling boy. But | couldn’t help 
looking cross. What's the matter, darling boy? Pa, you laughed at all the 
wrong times!» 


Anyway, The New Yorker seems to be flattering to Prince Harry 
and his father-monarch, because Shakespeare’s plays has nothing 
to do with praise of Hereditary Monarchy. Contrariwise, 
Shakespeare’s plays wage the war to Hereditary Monarchy as good 
as war of Plinius in «Panegyric to Trojan», or Juvenal in Satire VIII, 
or Persius in Satire III: 

Juvenal, Satire VIII 


And what is birth? avails it ought to show 

Of sires in marble rang’d the stately row, 
jEinilian chiefs in sculptur’d cars sublime,

It is my objective to expose in this chapter that «Hamlet» as 
well is denouncing the Hereditary Monarchy as any other historical 
play by Shakespeare — Macbeth, Richard II, Richard III, King Lear 
or any other. In all his plays «the Evil Kings» are always 
impeccable candidates on throne by the rights of their birth but 
nullity as a persons who «fit to govern»: Macbeth is relative of king 
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and baronet, King’s Lear usurpers are his daughters, the princesses, 
the same with both Evil Richards who are princes by birth. And the 
same with usurper of Hamlet father’s throne — it is his brother, the 
prince by birth. It is not the rights by birth which are at the center 
in Shakespeare’s plays. It is constitutional monarchy of Good 
Emperors of Rome — Augustus, Nerva, Trojan, Hadrian, Antoninus 
Pius, Marcus Aurelius, Alexander Severus or Julian Apostate — who 
centered their government on Rule of Law and Senate. His 
philosophy as Rule of those who revere Law, Justice, Truth and 
people — the natural law of God — is that brilliant that makes his 
plays immortal. In dialogue between Macduff and Malcalm 
in Macbeth he put emphasis on «who is fit to govern», the prince 
by birth, perverted like Nero or the man of virtue and wisdom. «Fit 
to govern? — replies Macduff to prince, — You are not fit to live». 

Hamlet is centered on the same idea: the usurper of his 
father’s throne is his brother, it is not his birth which makes him 
usurper. It is his ignominious destitution of morality, of conscience, 
of honor which makes him «not fit to govern» and even to live. 
Shakespeare, like Plinius, again is drawing a strict line of sharp 
antithesis in moral countenance between image of Evil King, the 
tyrant and usurper and the Good King, murdered by the former. 

Shakespeare’s insight in Llowness of physical control is as acute 
as that of Machiavelli — his usurpers and tyrants are the perfect 
images of Machiavelli’s «princes». But the distinction is apparent: 
they are villains and naught for Shakespeare and «great men» for 
Machiavelli. 

Great men of Shakespeare are those of sublime and 
generous nature, men of righteousness and honor, men of truth 
and virtue, of courage and magnanimity. His Hamlet is man 
of great heart and great wisdom, the Prince of merit first and 
foremost. And that is why he assumes the attitude of Good 
Emperors opposing himself to the power of physical control, 
to the power of dirty Machiavelli’s «princes» selling their souls 
to devil for crowns and money. Hamlet is not prince of physical 
control, he hates physical control, he wages a war to physical

control. He abdicates not only crown founded on _ lawless 
violence but the Life itself. 

And like all Shakespeare’s heroes he is drown in tragedy 
of victory of physical control over the scientific control, 
of falsehood over the truth, of violence over the conscience, 
of treachery over the noble courage. This 66 sonnet 
of Shakespeare as quintessence of his philosophy and core of his 
tragedies is with all magnificence of painter displayed in image 
of sorrowful Prince of Denmark. This is not Prince playing games 
with crown, blue royal blood and greatness of royal ancestors 
to indulge his vanity in self-worship. This is Prince with skull 
of Yorick: “ Alas, poor Yorick! | knew him, Horatio: a fellow 
of infinite jest, of most excellent fancy: he hath borne me on his 
back a thousand times». This is skull of dead scientific control, 
humiliated to the role of king’s jester. This is philosophical humor 
of scientific control which laughs down vanity physical control and 
bemourns truth and conscience of scientific control.

2. PRINCE HARRY AND GRANNY’S CROWN 


Ancestor cult is part of «totemism» of Primitive Mentality 
of savages which is at bottom a cult of «impersonal forces». 
Durkheim and Levi-Bruhl had convincingly demonstrated this fact 
in their anthropological researches. What is their idea? 

The works of these two genius anthrologists gives us the key 
to understanding the essentials of magic mentality of savages (and 
magic mentality of people of all epochs for it is still surviving). 

From Durkheim’s account on totemism as a capacity of magic 
mentality to abstract the entire world in one «impersonal force 
diffused through all sorts of heterogeneous things» we can 
conclude that it is emotional data of law of preservation of force 
of psyche of physical control. This is why this data is distorted and 
not true — this falsehood of emotional data lays in the basis 
of magic mentality, constituting the magic mentality of Ego and 
SuperEgo. Levi-Bruhl demonstrated that in foundation of this data 
of physical control lays «the fear of supernatural forces», because 
the data always reflects the great superiority of SuperEgo over the 
Ego. He also maintained that it is not the laws of logic which 
handles the primitive mentality — it is Law of participation, which 
is pre-Logical (it don’t exclude logic just left it useless). 

The «impersonal forces» of totemism implies that savages do 
not worship animals or other forces of nature, they worship 
«abstraction of force» which is produced by law of preservation 
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of force of psyche of physical control (magic mentality is product 
of physical control). 
E. Durkheim, «The elementary forms of religious life»: 


«This is what the totem really consists in: it is only the material form 
under which the imagination represents this immaterial substance, this 
energy diffused through all sorts of heterogeneous things, which alone 
is the real object of the cult (mana, wakan and so on). 

The real totemic cult is addressed neither to certain determined 
animals nor to certain vegetables nor even to an animal or vegetable 
species, but to a vague power spread through these things (mana, 
wakan, churinga). 

Now in themselves, the churinga are objects of wood and stone like all 
others; they are distinguished from profane things of the same sort 

by only one particularity: this is that the totemic mark is drawn or 
engraved upon them. So it is this mark and this alone which gives 
them their sacred character. It is true that according to Spencer and 
Gillen, the churinga serve as the residence of an ancestor's soul and 
that it is the presence of this soul which confers these properties. 

So the churinga, the nurtunja and the waninga owe their religious 
nature solely to the fact that they bear the totemic emblem. It is the 
emblem that is sacred. It keeps this character, no matter where it may 
be represented. Sometimes it is painted upon rocks; these paintings 

are called churinga ilkinia, sacred drawings. 

What we find at the origin and basis of religious thought are not 
determined and distinct objects and beings possessing a sacred 
character of themselves; they are indefinite powers, anonymous forces, 
more or less numerous in different societies, and some- times even 
reduced to a unity, and whose impersonality is strictly 

comparable to that of the physical forces whose manifestations the 
sciences of nature study. As for particular sacred things, they are only 
individualized forms of this essential principle. 

In other words, totemism is the religion, not of such and such animals 
or men or images, but of an anonymous and impersonal force, found 

in each of these beings but not to be confounded with any of them. 


Levi-Bruhl, «Primitive mentality»: 


«Since the law of participation governs the representations 
relating to the intercourse between the living and the 

dead, the latter are present as well as absent in, and solidary 
with, though independent of, the decaying body; the ghost, 
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a few days after death, is to be found both in his grave in 

the neighbourhood of the house he died in, as well as on the 
way to the place of shadows, if he has not already arrived 
there. Those who, when living, held high rank, and carried out 
important functions continue to do so after their death, 
although they may have been succeeded in office. In many 
Bantu tribes, for instance, dead chiefs still protect their 

group when necessity arises; they secure for it, as they 
formerly did, the required rain and the regular change 

of seasons. 

..none the less real to a mentality which is but slightly conceptual, 
in which the Law of participation still predominates. 

Most of the mystic forces manifesting themselves in 

Nature are both diffuse and individualized. The necessity 

of choosing between the two forms of representation is never 
imposed on these primitives; it does not even occur to them. 
How can they define their answer to questions which they 
never think of asking themselves? 

His thought is not subject to the same logical exigencies as 
our own. It is governed, in this case as in many others, by 

the law of participation. Between the wizard and the crocodile 
the relation is such that the wizard becomes the 

crocodile, without, however, being actually fused with him. 
Considered from the stand-point of the law of contradiction, 
it must be either one of two things: either the wizard 

and the crocodile make but one, or they are two distinct 
entities. But prelogical mentality is able to adapt itself 

to two distinct affirmations at once. Observers do indeed 
sense this quality of participation, but they have no means 

of expressing it». 


Primitive mentality hardly knows friendliness for it is based on 


dread of «supernatural forces» producing by their magic mentality. 
Instead of positive feelings of energy of Spirit they possess two 
emotional gravitations of magic mentality: self-worship and in- 
love-sickness. The latter is more current in primitive society which 
lives by worship of natural forces; Nevertheless the sorcerers 
assumes the gravitation of self-worship, assuring themselves 
law of participation of magic mentality that 
possession of «sacred churings» gives them all-mighty power. 
Later on, with development of command-obedience relations 
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people will start perceiving the upper classes through magic 
mentality (loadings of SuperEgo), providing thus for the upper 
classes the emotional gravitation of self-worship. Durkheim, Freud 
noticed this fact in their writings. Fromm developed conception on 
«irrational authority» as magic mentality. 

Carl Jung termed this phenomenon of self-worship — inflation 
of self, A. Adler — «Apotheosis of Self». The mischief is this is not 
matter of degree, this is matter of kind. «Inflated Self» is not that 
the bigger one, inflated Self is the of magic mentality and physical 
control (dead and alien energy to person), while True Self is the 
one of energy of Spirit and Intellect (healthy and intelligent 
energy in foundation of every person). 

Carl Jung «Relations between Ego and Unconsciousness»:

Jung holds that «identification with titles and office means 
inflation of Self and therefore the naught of true Self 
of personality», and that this identification is not harmless for may 
lead to madness as result of losing the personality in mask of false 
self. This is the one the same phenomenon of physical control: the 
sorcerer who gives commands to the forces of nature and the man 
who identifies himself with titles and offices in order to keep his 
environment in his command. This is emotional gravitation of Self- 
worship which apparent absurdities is veiled with people with the 
same disease of physical control and matching emotional 
gravitation of «in-love-sickness». Fromm termed these two 
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gravitations of cyclic homeostasis of physical control — 
sadomasochism. 

Now, you can yourself observe that Hereditary Monarchy is 
nothing but physical control of magic mentality, with its magical 
attributes of omnipotent power (kingship, crown, throne, 
command-obedience in protocol and courtsy, «distance with all 
other Creation»). It is but magic churings of primitive mentality, 
ancestors cult of primitive mentality and magic rituals of primitive 
mentality based on law of participation. And as any physical 
control it is centered on emotions of two matching gravitations 
of cyclic homeostasis: Self-worship and In-love-sickness. 

The Hereditary monarchy is cult of Self-worship though there 
is no much difference between this two parts of one indissoluble 
mechanism of energy — self-worship and in-love-sickness, the 
same energy of Field of Ego-system. 

Now, as we observe the bringing up of princes and princess 
from words of those princes and princesses we can notice that 
to the day of maturity the education greatly succeed in aimed 
objective: the setting up of Self-worship and removal of any ability 
to friendly emotions. The dead, cold energy, — says Diana. «As 
a royal you are taught to keep your distance with all other 
Creation», said her son Prince Harry. And all of them keep referring 
to the trauma of frozen childhood of Prince Charles and his 
educated disability to express friendly emotions. On the other 
hand Diana had put emphasis in her confessions on love of her 
husband to flattery and the pernicious effect of such indulgence: 

A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«| started to think, ,Gosh, they talk rather strangely to me." | was very 
normal in the sense that | said what | thought because nobody ever 
told me to shut up. They were all oiling up, basically, kissing his feet 
and | thought it was so bad for an individual to receive all that». 

A man of considerable charm and humour, Prince Charles also has the 
unerring ability to freeze out those who disagree with him. That 
ability was 

extended to a trio of private secretaries who contradicted him once too 
often 
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and numerous other courtiers and staff as well as his wife. Diana’s 
mother 

experienced his ruthless streak as well as his obdurate nature at Prince 
Harry’s 

christening. When he complained to her that her daughter had 
delivered a boy 

with red hair, Mrs Shand Kydd, a woman of fierce integrity, told him 
firmly 

that he should be thankful that his second son was born healthy. 
From that 

moment the Prince of Wales effectively excluded his mother-in-law 
from his 

life. The experience made her much more sympathetic to her 
daughter's plight». 


Indeed, Prince Harry had underscored in his memoirs this 


educated disability of Prince Charles, his father, to express friendly 
emotions. It is apparent that his indulgence in hearing flattery had 
developed at the expense of the normal friendly emotions. At 
least, this is their own words. The review of «Spare» in the 
Guardian on 15 Jan 2023 denotes that «His description of his 
father’s failure to hug him after he has told him his mother is dead 


is piercing — a scene out of a historical novel». 


Prince Harry, «The Spare»: 


«| pulled the sheets and covers to my chin, because | didn’t like the 
dark. No, not true, | loathed the dark. Mummy did too, she told me so. 
I'd inherited this from her, | thought, along with her nose, her blue 
eyes, her love of people, her hatred of smugness and fakery and all 
things posh. | can see myself under those covers, 

Pa? He was standing at the edge of the bed, looking down. His white 
dressing-gown made him seem like a ghost in a play. Yes, darling boy. 
He gave a half-smile, averted his gaze. 

What is it, Pa? He sat down on the edge of the bed. He put a hand on 
my knee. Darling boy, Mummy's been in a car crash. | remember 
thinking: Crash... OK. But she’s all right? Yes? | vividly remember that 
thought flashing through my mind. And | remember waiting patiently 
for Pa to confirm that indeed Mummy was all right. And | remember 
him not doing that. There was then a shift internally. | began silently 
pleading with Pa, or God, or both: No, no, no. Pa looked down into the 
folds of the old quilts and blankets and sheets. There were 
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complications. Mummy was quite badly injured and taken to hospital, 
darling boy. He always called me «darling boy,» but he was saying it 
quite a lot now. His voice was soft. He was in shock, it seemed. 
Oh. Hospital? Yes. With a head injury. Did he mention paparazzi? Did 
he say she’d been chased? | don’t think so. | can’t swear to it, but 
probably not. The paps were such a problem for Mummy, for everyone, 
it didn’t need to be said. | thought again: Injured... but she’s OK. She’s 
been taken to hospital, they’l | fix her head, and we'll go and see her. 
Today. Tonight at the latest. They tried, darling boy. I’m afraid she didn’t 
make it. These phrases remain in my mind like darts in a board. He did 
say it that way, | know that much for sure. She didn’t make it. And then 
everything seemed to come to a stop. That's not right. Not seemed. 
Nothing at all seemed. Everything distinctly, certainly, irrevocably, 
came to a stop. None of what | said to him then remains in my memory. 
It's possible that | didn’t say anything. What | do remember with 
startling clarity is that | didn’t cry. Not one tear. Pa didn’t hug me. He 
wasn’t great at showing emotions under normal circumstances, how 
could he be expected to show them in such a crisis? But his hand did 
fall once more on my knee and he said: It’s going to be OK. That was 
quite a lot for him. Fatherly, hopeful, kind. And so very untrue. He 
stood and left. | don’t recall how | knew that he’d already been in the 
other room, that he’d already told Willy, but | knew. | lay there, or sat 
there. | didn’t get up. | didn’t bathe, didn’t pee. Didn't get dressed. 
Didn’t call out to Willy or Mabel. After decades of working 
to reconstruct that morning I’ve come to one inescapable conclusion: 
| must’ve remained in that room, saying nothing, seeing no one, until 
nine A.M. sharp, when the piper began to play outside». 


Maybe this is the good account on why his father had laughed 


«in all the wrong times» in his Shakespeare performance. His own 
account refers to the «horrendous bullying in childhood» — the 
consequences of royal madness (the concentration of physical 
control). Documentaries | have viewed on subject say he had been 
beaten hard for by aristocratic British boys for being first of them: 


the heir of Crown. 


Prince Harry, «The Spare»: 


«For instance, Pa confessed around this time that he’d been 
»persecuted” as a boy. Granny and Grandpa, to toughen him up, had 
shipped him off to Gordonstoun, a boarding school, where he was 
horrendously bullied. The most likely victims of Gordonstoun bullies, 
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he said, were creative types, sensitive types, bookish types — in other 
words, Pa. His finest qualities were bait for the toughs. | remember him 
murmuring ominously: | nearly didnt survive. How had he? Head down, 
clutching his teddy bear, which he still owned years later. Teddy went 
everywhere with Pa. It was a pitiful object, with broken arms and 
dangly threads, holes patched up here and there. It Looked, | imagined, 
like Pa might have after the bullies had finished with him. Teddy 
expressed eloquently, better than Pa ever could, the essential 
loneliness of his childhood». 


B. Russell, «Education and social order»: 


«Those who have been taught from an early age to 

fear the displeasure of their group as the worst of misfortunes 
will die on the battlefield, in a war of which they understand 
nothing, rather than suffer the contempt of fools. The English 
public schools have carried this system to perfection, and have 
largely sterilised intelligence by making it cringe before the 

herd. This is what is called making a boy manly. 

Psychologically, the most important aspect of the preparatory 
and public school system is that, at an early age, it removes a boy 
from home and from all feminine influence, leaving him 

exposed defenceless to the ill-treatment of older boys and the 
possible hostility of his contemporaries, compelled to keep to 
himself all the desire for kindness and mothering which he 
retains from childhood, and obliged to centre such sentiment as 
he cannot repress exclusively upon other boys. 

Instinctively he looks about for opportunities of similar enjoyments 
in later life: he desires people to govern, people to whom 

he will seem a god-like being. 

As an engine of imperialism, the public schools 

have failed. 

The causes of this failure are partly intellectual, partly psychological. 
To begin with the intellectual causes, which lie nearer 

the surface: the spirit of the public schools is one of contempt 

for intelligence, and more particularly for scientific intelligence. 
Masters are selected largely for their athletic qualifications; they 
must conform, at least outwardly, to a whole code of behaviour, 
religious, political, social, and moral, which is intolerable to 

most intelligent people; and incidentally no time to think; they must 
discourage whatever 

traces of mental independence may survive here and there 
among the cleverer boys; and in the end they must turn out

a finished product so imbued with the worship of good form 

as to be incapable of learning anything important throughout 
the rest of life. These are a few of the intellectual defects of 
our public schools — defects inseparable from the fact that the 
public schools are designed to bolster up a system which is 
intellectually indefensible. 

| have seen in the East men 

who considered themselves the fine flower of a public-school 
education confronted with learned Orientals, and it made me 
blush to be an Englishman. My compatriots might be red-faced, 
hard-drinking, spending their working hours in exploitation and 
their Leisure in sport and bridge, wholly ignorant of Occidental 
culture, and not even aware that any Oriental culture exists. Yet, 
in contact with men who knew not only what was worth knowing 
in their own civilisation, but far more than most publicschool 
men of the civilisation of the West, these ignorant boors 

would preserve the insolence of military conquerors, content to 
let their superiority be proved by the guns of their warships. To 
this contemptuous brutality the Japanese have replied by 
adopting our standards, and the rest of the East is following 
their example. As an engine of imperialism, the public schools 
have failed» 


Anyway in both cases the royal education had gained 
appointed achievements in instilling Cult of Self Worship instead 
of friendliness of spirit. It was Diana who possessed the treasure 
of energy of Spirit and preserved it to the last day. This is why she 
turned out to be unable to get along with monarchy. Prince Harry's 
confessions embraces his admission that with loss of mother who 
tried to protect her children from the damage of royal education, 
he lost the capacity to concentration and learning — the 
devastating terms for young mind on its way to maturation and 
growth.

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were largely due to being overmatched at Eton. But no one ever 
discussed the other probable cause. Mummy. Study, concentration, 
requires an alliance with the mind, and in my teen years | was waging 
all-out war with mine. | was forever fending off its darkest thoughts, its 
basest fears — its fondest memories. (The fonder the memory, the 
deeper the ache.) I’d found strategies for doing this, some healthy, 
some not, but all quite effective, and whenever they were 
unavailable — for instance, when | was forced to sit quietly with 
a book — | freaked out. Naturally, | avoided such situations. At all costs, 
| avoided sitting quietly with a book. It struck me at some point that 
the whole basis of education was memory. A list of names, a column 
of numbers, a mathematical formula, a beautiful poem — to learn it 
you had to upload it to the part of the brain that stored stuff, but that 
was the same part of my brain | was resisting. My memory had been 
spotty since Mummy disappeared, by design, and | didn’t want to fix it, 
because memory equaled grief. Not remembering was balm». 


When Maslow says the following he is experiencing the 
Oneness of energy of Spirit. It is apparent for he knows thoughts 
and feelings of these great thinkers through there writings (this is 
why Milton says that books are alive). Russell says the same 
in Conquest of Happiness, like many of men of great Spirit for they 
feel that they are oneness with all energy of spirit. Descartes 
noticed that reading best books means to communicate with all 
the best minds of mankind. 


«My vision or imagining was 

that the academic procession stretched way, way out into the future 

far, far away further than | could see. and it had Socrates at its head, 

and the implication was. | suppose, that many of the people far ahead 
had been there and in previous generations. and that | was a successor 
and a follower of all the great academics and professors and 
intellectuals» 


It is another case with Ancestor Cult of physical control which 
claims to «participate» the energy of ancestors through magic 
rituals or «law of participation» when person identifies himself 
with somebody else. 

The Hereditary Monarchy is but Ancestor Cult when it claims 
to «participate» and «to incorporate» all Kings of past in cult 
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of their tombs or in cult of their «heirs» in biological sense. And 
indeed in this regard the hereditary monarchy had carried the 
Ancestors Cult, known already to savages, to perfection. It is all 
magic, all «fairytale»: this armchair is of queen Victoria, this Crown 
possessed such and such kings and queens and all these soil is 
sacred for it is Royal Burial Ground.

May be this explains why John Lennon and many others so 
strictly turned down the honors from the Monarchy? Because 
physical control and scientific control are incompatible, and 
to burry Newton and Dickens with kings and queens doesn’t mean 
to join and unite the two opposite energies. 


«Ken Loach turned down an OBE in 1977. His films focus on social 
issues such as poverty and homelessness. 

He told the Radio Times in 2001: «It’s all the things | think are 
despicable: patronage, deferring to the monarchy, and the name of the 
British Empire, which is a monument of exploitation and conquest. 
| turned down the OBE because it’s not a club you want to join when 
you look at the villains who've got it.» 

The legendary scientist Stephen Hawking was apparently offered 
a knighthood back in the 1990s but he decided to turn it down. 

His decision was reported to be due to the UK Government's science- 
funding decisions. 

Jon Snow 

The news anchor and journalist who made a name for himself in the 
world of news with a decades-long career was offered an OBE in the 
past, but rejected it. Having declined an OBE in 2000 Channel 4 News 
presenter Jon Snow went on to make a documentary in 2002 entitled 
Secrets of the Honours System. He remains critical of the use of the 
term «Empire’ in our honours system. 

The iconic performer David Bowie has turned down honours from the 
Queen twice: once in 2000 when he was offered a CBE and later, 
in 2003, when he was offered a knighthood. 
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The musician explained why he made those decisions, saying: «| would 
never have any intention of accepting anything like that. | seriously 
don’t know what it’s for. It’s not what | spent my Life working for.» 


Prince Harry, «Spare»: 


«We went inside, shoulder to shoulder. | looked again at his uniform, 
his cap. Who shall separate us? We were soldiers, grown men, but 
walking with that same tentative, boyish gait as when we’d trailed 
Mummy’s coffin. Why did the adults do that to us? We marched into the 
church, down the aisle, made for a side room off the altar — called the 
Crypt. Everything in that building spoke of death. It wasn’t just the 
memories of Mummy's funeral. More than three thousand bodies lay 
beneath us, behind us. They were buried under the pews, wedged into 
the walls. War heroes and poets, scientists and saints, the cream of the 
Commonwealth. Isaac Newton, Charles Dickens, Chaucer, plus thirteen 
kings and eighteen queens, they were all interred there. It was still so 
hard to think of Mummy in the realm of Death. Mummy, who'd danced 
with Travolta, who'd quarreled with Elton, who'd dazzled the 
Reagans — could she really be in the Great Beyond with the spirits 
of Newton and Chaucer? Between these thoughts 

..| glanced now into the distance, towards the mini skyline of crypts 
and monuments alongside Frogmore. The Royal Burial Ground. Final 
resting place for so many of us, including Queen Victoria. Also, the 
notorious Wallis Simpson. Also, her doubly notorious husband Edward, 
the former King and my great-great-uncle. 

..| looked around. We’d covered a fair bit of terrain, and were now 
smack in the middle of the Royal Burial Ground, more up to our 
ankles in bodies than Prince Hamlet. Come to think of it... didn’t 
| myself once ask to be buried here? Hours before I’d gone off to war 
my private secretary said | needed to choose the spot where my 
remains should be interred. Should the worst happen, Your Royal 
Highness... war being an uncertain thing... There were several 
options. St. George’s Chapel? The Royal Vault at Windsor, where 
Grandpa was being settled at this moment? No, I’d chosen this one, 
because the gardens were lovely, and because it seemed peaceful. 
Our feet almost on top of Wallis Simpson’s face, Pa launched into 
a micro-lecture about this personage over here, that royal cousin over 
there, all the once-eminent dukes and duchesses, lords and ladies, 
currently residing beneath the lawn. A lifelong student of history, he 
had loads of information to share, and part of me thought we might 
be there for hours, and that there might be a test at the end. 
Mercifully, he stopped, and we carried on along the grass around the 
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edge of the lake, arriving at a beautiful little patch of daffodils. It 
was there, at last, that we got down to business». 

To summarize Prince Harry’s memoirs it is about this Cult of Self - 
worship of physical control of Hereditary monarchy. He is ultimately 
very far removed beyond all reach from Prince Hamlet with skull 
of Yorick. For Prince Hamlet’s image is embodiment of mourning 
of Spirit and scientific control of Truth and Conscience. And Prince 
Harry’s memoirs is savoring of physical control of magic mentality and 
we offen find him reading his confessions dwelling on Ancestors cult, 
or on Granny’s Crown, or on Blue royal blood. He is wondering what is 
it, blue blood of his ancestors? «My family always said it was blue 
because we were special, but that couldn’t be right either».

«We walked up and down the Tower's steep stairs, peered into its dark 
corners, and soon found ourselves before a case of thick glass. 

Inside were dazzling jewels, including. ..the Crown. 

Holy shit. The Crown. 

The one that had been placed upon Granny’s head at her 1953 
coronation. 

For a moment | thought it was also the same crown that sat on Gan- 
Gan’s coffin as it went through the streets. It looked the same, but 
someone 

pointed out several key differences. 

Ah, yes. So this was Granny’s crown, and hers alone, and now | 
remembered her telling me how unbelievably heavy it had been the 
first 

time they set it upon her head. 

It looked heavy. It also looked magical. The more we stared, the 
brighter 

it got — was that possible? And the glow was seemingly internal. The 
jewels 

did their part, but the crown seemed to possess some inner energy 
source, 

something beyond the sum of its parts, its jeweled band, its golden 
fleursde- 

lis, its crisscrossing arches and gleaming cross. And of course its ermine 
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base. You couldn’t help but feel that a ghost, encountered late at night 
inside 

the Tower, might have a similar glow. | moved my eyes slowly, 
appreciatively, from the bottom to the top» 


3. DIANA: «| WANT TO BRING THEM UP WITH 
SECURITY» 


Prince Harry: 


«As A ROYAL YOU WERE ALWAYS TAUGHT to maintain a buffer zone 
between you and the rest of Creation. Even working a crowd you 
always kept a discreet distance between Yourself and Them. Distance 
was right, distance was safe, distance was survival. Distance was an 
essential bit of being royal, no less than standing on the balcony, 
waving to the crowds outside Buckingham Palace, your family all 
around you. Of course, family included distance as well. No matter how 
much you might love someone, you could never cross that chasm 
between, say, monarch and child. Or Heir and Spare. Physically, but 
also emotionally». 


It was this wall of cult of self — worship of physical control 
Diana was trying to dissolve in order to save mental health of her 
children. She failed, she perished in the war with the system, 
because energy of Spirit and enrgy of magic mentality of physical 
control are antagonistic and hostile to each other.

DIANA: | understand that change is frightening for people, especially if 
there’s nothing to go to. It’s best to stay where you are. | understand 
that. 

But | do think that there are a few things that could change, that would 
alleviate this doubt, and sometimes complicated relationship between 
monarchy and public. | think they could walk hand in hand, as opposed 
to be so distant.

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And they have a knowledge — they may never use it, but the seed is 
there, and | hope it will grow because knowledge is power. 

BASHIR: What are you hoping that that experience for your children — 
what impact that experience will have on your children? 

DIANA: | want them to have an understanding of people’s emotions, 
people's insecurities, people’s distress, and people’s hopes and dreams. 


A. Morton, «Diana, her true story»: 


«The Princess, who appreciated how the royal world 

anaesthetizes individuals from reality, was fiercely determined that 
her boys 

were prepared for the outside world in a way unknown to previous 
royal 

generations. Normally royal children have been trained to hide their 
feelings 

and emotions from others, constructing a shield to deflect intrusive 
inquiry. 

Diana believed that William and Harry should be open and honest 
to the 

possibilities within themselves and the variety of approaches 
to understanding 

life. As she said: «l want to bring them up with security. | hug my 
children to 

death and get into bed with them at night. | always feed them love and 
affection 

— it’s so important.» 

The cultural code of the stiff upper lip was not for her boys. She 
had been 

teaching them that it is not «sissy’ to show their feelings to others. 
When she 

took Prince William to watch the German tennis star Steffi Graff 
win the 

women’s singles final at Wimbledon in 1991 they left the royal box 
to go 

backstage and congratulate her on her victory. As Graff walked off 
court down 

the dimly lit corridor to the dressing room, royal mother and son 
thought Steffi 

looked so alone and vulnerable out of the spotlight. So first Diana, then 
William gave her a kiss and an affectionate hug. 

The way the Princess introduced her boys to her dying friend, Adrian 
Ward- 
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Jackson, was a practical lesson in seeing the reality of life and 
death. When 

Diana told her eldest son that Adrian had died, his instinctive response 
revealed his maturity. «Now he’s out of pain at last and really happy.» 
At the 

same time the Princess was acutely aware of the added burdens 
of rearing two 

boys who were popularly known as «the heir and the spare’ Self- 
discipline 

was part of the training. Every night at six o'clock the boys would 
sit down 

and write thank-you notes or letters to friends and family. It was 
a discipline 

which Diana’s father instilled in her, so much so that if she returned 
from a 

dinner party at midnight she could not sleep easily until she had 
written her 

letter of thanks. 

William and Harry were aware of their destiny. On one occasion 
the boys 

were discussing their futures with Diana. «When | grow up | want 
to bea 

policeman and look after you, Mummy,» said William Lovingly. Quick as 
a flash 

Harry replied, with a note of triumph in his voice, «Oh no you can’t, 
you've got 

to be king.» 

The ploy worked for a while. Prince Charles was seen taking Prince 
Harry 

to Wetherby school and was photographed riding and cycling with his 
sons on 

the Sandringham estate. But Richard Aylard’s modest public relations 
success 

was seen as cynical hypocrisy by the Princess of Wales who knew the 
daily 

reality of his involvement with his children. 

James Gilbey explained: «She thinks he is a bad father, a selfish 
father, the 

children have to tie in with what he’s doing. He will never delay, 
cancel or 

change anything which he has sorted out for their benefit. It’s 
a reflection of the 
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way he was brought up and it is history repeating itself. That’s why she 
gets so 

sad when he is photographed riding with the children at Sandringham. 
When | 

spoke to her about it she was literally having to contain her anger 
because she 

thought the picture would represent the fact that he was a good father 
whereas 

she has the real story.» 

Over-protective in the way that single parent families are, she lavished 
William and Harry with love, cuddles and affection. They were 
a point of 

stability and sanity in her topsy-turvy world. She loved them 
unconditionally 

and absolutely, working with a singleness of purpose to ensure that 
they did not 

suffer the same kind of childhood that she did. 

It was Diana who chose their schools, their clothes and planned their 
outings. She negotiated her public duties around their timetables. 
A glance 

through the pages of her official diary signified as much: the dates 
of their 

school plays, term times and outings were all highlighted in green 
ink. They 

came first and foremost in her life. So while Charles would send 
a servant to 

Ludgrove School to give William a tray of plums from the Highgrove 
estate, 

Diana would make time to cheer him from the touchline when he 
played left 

back for his school soccer team. 

During an extended summer break, first in Bali and then with her 
boys in 

America, Diana thought long and hard about her future. She returned 
home, 

refreshed, to hostile headlines and disturbing news from the Palace. 
Prince 

Charles had hired a «surrogate mother’ to take her place when the 
boys were 

staying with him. 

Diana could hardly contain her anger. Already edged to the margins 
of royal 
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life, she was now being undermined in her most fulfilling role. She 
watched in 

simmering silence as Alexandra «Tiggy Legge-Bourke organized 
outings for 

the boys, took them shopping and kept them entertained. 

At the time, though, she felt that the 

wolves were circling for the kill. Her enemies had undermined her 
status, her 

personality and her position. Now they wanted the one thing in her life 
she held most dear, her motherhood. 

During the autumn Diana began to plan her withdrawal from public 
life. 

Confused by the hostility of the media which had once lauded her, 
battered by 

the Palace machine and constantly looking over her shoulder at Prince 
Charles’s camp, the Princess was at the end of her tether». 


4. GHOST OF DIANA AND SCIENTIFIC

Indeed, like ghost from Hamlet, Diana did not die in his mind, 
preserving all mental force and light of his psyche. 
Prince Harry, «The Spare»: 


«] D OFTEN say IT To MYSELF first thing in the morning: Maybe this 
is the day. Pd say it after breakfast: Maybe she’s going to reappear 
this morning. Pd say it after lunch: Maybe she’s going to reappear 
this afternoon. It had been four years, after all. Surely she’d 
established herself by now, forged a new life, a new identity. Maybe, 
at long last, she’s going to emerge today, hold a press conference — 
shock the world. After answering the shouted questions from the 
astonished reporters, she’d lean into the microphone: William! Harry! 
If you can hear me, come to me! At night | had the most elaborate 
dreams. They were essentially the same, though the scenarios and 
costumes were slightly different. Sometimes she’d orchestrate 
a triumphant return; other times I’d simply bump into her 
somewhere. A street corner. A shop. She was always wearing 
a disguise — a big blond wig. Or big black sunglasses. And yet I’d 
always recognize her.

But then 
I’d tell myself: Maybe that means...today’s the day? | was like those 
religious fanatics who believe the world will end on such and such 
a date. And when the date passes uneventfully, their faith remains 
undaunted. | must’ve misread the signs. Or the calendar. | suppose 
| knew the truth deep in my heart. The illusion of Mummy hiding, 
preparing to return, was never so real that it could blot out reality 
entirely. But it blotted it out enough that | was able to postpone the 
bulk of my grief». 


He lately asserts that the date of death of his mother appeared 
for him the date of war he waged to the world. This is natural 
to grieve and to look for justice but | cannot find consistency in his 
reasoning. 

If he looked to find causes and give correspondent response 
on them with regard to tragedy with his mother why to wage the 
war to deserts of Afghanistan? Only because they used motorbikes 
«like paps»? And again, if he accuses the paparazzi and Press 
in general than why he keeps saying that it was Palace who 
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induced the hounding in Press? He persists on this throughout the 
book bringing facts and events. 

Finally he embarks his own investigation, going through the 
tunnel twice and comes to conclusion that all accident must be 
staged scenery; William agreed with him. Nevertheless, «by the 
powers that be» he was easily talked out of the war of all his Life. 
«We'd issue a statement, jointly call for the inquiry to be reopened. 
Maybe hold a press conference. We were talked out of it by the 
powers that be» 


«And yet, and yet. Much later, speaking about it with a mate, he asked: 
Did it factor into your feeling that these killers were on motorbikes? 
The chosen vehicle of paps all over the world? Could | honestly say 
that, while chasing a pack of motorbikes, not one particle of me was 
thinking about the pack of motorbikes that chased one Mercedes into 
a Paris tunnel? Or the packs of motorbikes that had chased me 
a thousand times? | couldn't say». 

....«Flashes. They were flashes. And within some of the flashes were 
ghostly visages, and half visages, paps and reflected paps and 
refracted paps on all the smooth metal surfaces and glass windscreens. 
Those men who'd chased her... they'd never stopped shooting her while 
she lay between the seats, unconscious, or semiconscious, and in their 
frenzy they’d sometimes accidentally photographed each other. Not 
one of them was checking on her, offering her help, not even 
comforting her. They were just shooting, shooting, shooting». 

...Later, after I’d had a sleep, | rang Willy, told him about my night. 
None of it came as news to him. Turned out, he’d driven the tunnel too. 
He was coming to Paris for the rugby final. We decided to do it 
together. Afterwards, we talked about the crash, for the first time ever. 
We talked about the recent inquest. A joke, we both agreed. The final 
written report was an insult. Fanciful, riddled with basic factual errors 
and gaping logical holes. It raised more questions than it answered. 
After all these years, we said, and all that money — how? Above all, the 
summary conclusion, that Mummy's driver was drunk and thereby the 
sole cause of the crash, was convenient and absurd. Even if the man 
had been drinking, even if he was shit-faced, he wouldn’t have had any 
trouble navigating that short tunnel. Unless paps had chased and 
blinded him. Why were those paps not more roundly blamed? Why 
were they not in jail? Who sent them? And why were they not in jail? 
Why indeed — unless corruption and cover-ups were the order of the 
day? We were united on all these points, and also on next steps. We’d 
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issue a statement, jointly call for the inquiry to be reopened. Maybe 
hold a press conference. We were talked out of it by the powers 
that be». 

...Long after retuming to base, | did a sort of mental scan. I’d been 
in combat before, I’d killed before, but this was my most direct contact 
with the enemy — ever. Other engagements felt more impersonal. This 
one was eyes on target, finger on trigger, fire away. | asked myself how 
| felt. Traumatized? No. Sad? No. Surprised? No. Prepared in every way. 
Doing my job. What we’d trained for. | asked myself if | was callous, 
perhaps desensitized. | asked myself if my non-reaction was connected 
to a long-standing ambivalence towards death. | didn’t think so. It was 
really just simple maths. These were bad people doing bad things 
to our guys. Doing bad things to the world. If this guy I’d just removed 
from the battlefield hadn’t already killed British soldiers, he soon 
would. Taking him meant saving British lives, sparing British families. 
Taking him meant fewer young men and women wrapped like 
mummies and shipped home on hospital beds, like the lads on my 
plane four years earlier, or the wounded men and women I'd visited at 
Selly Oak and other hospitals, or the brave team with whom I'd 
marched to the North Pole». 


It is obvious to everyone — he need only to read «Diana, her 
true story, in her own words» By Morton and Diana — that 
whatever the final cause which delivered a mortal blow may be, 
was it designed murder or fatal car catastrophe, the essential 
cause of her death had been that deadly battle with monarchy 
she fought all her married life. Prince Hamlet did not deceive 
himself, he waged the sacred war to the Evil. He had courage 
to say the truth in the face and fight against king and crown. He 
hated war, he was soldier of scientific control, his war was like 
Byron’s war, against enemies of thought, of truth, of justice, 
of conscience.

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This is not Sacred war with Evil, this is not Prince Hamlet, this 
is not someone who claim to continue Diana’s opposition to the 
Hereditary Monarchy. 

Moreover, he closed ranks with Monarchy against Scientific 
Revolution Energetics (SRE). He could at least stay away from the 
attack on me, on author of SRE. 

But somehow this fearless warrior always turns to be on the 
side of Army of Apachies against such maimed invalids like me. He 
laments throughout the memoirs that his wife’s life had been 
severely jeopardized by grave attack on her honest reputation, 
by calling her dirty names in Press. He knows they always do this 
to women — his mother, his wife — to blacken them and thus 
to break and remove them from political agenda.

He exploits his royal title to cover 
the fraud, to help secret services of his country to discredit me as 
author of SRE. Because | am anti-monarchist? Because | have 
courage that you lack? Because | can say to monarchs that they are 
mushroom growth of yesterday, like Russell, like Byron, like 
Lennon, like Diana? Or maybe being a patriot he doesn’t recognize 
people from other countries to be people? «Il was trained to other- 
ize them, trained well». To other-ize me, the author of great 
discovery for all mankind? TO other-ize from mankind? | am not 
person, not human? Let me to remind to your majesty that Persia 
had been thousand years the world known civilization rivaling 
with Greece and being friends with Israel while your German 
ancestors altogether with their future great kings still sat on trees 
in forests. 

If he really looked for chance to see some day justice with 
regard to tragedy with his mother it was his great chance to help 
to the birth of Science which will make her dream and dream of all 
sane people come true. The dream to establish the Rule of Natural 
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Law, the dream to stop the tyrants and villains, the dream 
to empower virtue, wisdom, truth, justice, friendliness — all that 
has been bullied and molested in expectation of the great day 
when scientific control will win the battle against physical control. 

Instead, Mr Prince find me to help secret services to bully me 
and finally to murder me, for | am alive with Lords mercy, — me, 
miserable invalid with crushed backbone, with open bleeding 
wounds, under severe pressure, deprived of help of assistants 
in my conditions (they take under their control every person which 
enters my house). 

So, my final conclusion. 

Prince Harry has nothing to do with Prince Hamlet. No more 
than Hereditary monarchy in general with that of plays 
of Shakespeare — the monarchies of Marcus Aurelius, Trojan, 
Antoninus Pius.
